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WHAT  THE  SECRETARY  SAW. 

Not  a  History. 

This  is  not  a  historical  account  of  the  Twentv-foiirth  Biennial 
Convention  of  the  Kappa  Alpha  Order.  You  can  find  that  in  the 
minutes  published  by  our  respected  K.  C.  It  is  just  a  loose- jointed, 
haphazard  collection  of  sights  and  sensations  that  drifted  across  my 
unsuspecting  observation,  much  the  same  as  any  other  innocent 
delegate  experienced,  and  carried  away  with  him  as  the  happiest 
memory  of  that  eventful  occasion. 

Not  that  our  Convention  was  lacking  in  order  or  seriousness  of 
purpose.  The  fact  is,  more  important  legislation,  and  more 
learned  discussion,  was  enacted  and  indulged  in  during  the  session 
of  this  Twentv-fourtli  Convention  than  in  anv  other  three  conven- 
tions  combined  since  the  founding  of  our  Order.

OcEAX  View — The  Beauties  of  the  Beach. 

The  first  thing  I  saw  at  Ocean  View  was  the  ocean.  I  was  sur- 
prised, and  later  on  I  was  agreeably  surprised,  because  there  were 
many  fair  sights  upon  the  beacli  besides  sea  shells  and  soft-shell 
crabs.     However,  the  K.  C.  assured  me,  later  on,  that  these  fair 
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sights  had  nothing  to  do  with  his  selection  of  Ocean  View  as  an 
attractive  meeting  place  for  our  ambitious  Kniglits.  We,  for  my 
brother  Californian  was  always  at  my  side  in  such  social  matters,

'the  sea.  We  found  the  water  so  agreeable  that  the  sun  had  sunk 
into  Hampton  Roads  and  the  sky  turned  evening  pink  and  then  a 
rsomber  gray  before  we  broke  away. 

The  Say  Promenade. 

After  dinner  Kappa  Alphas  began  to  come  in;  groups  of  three 
and  four,  a  couple  here,  and  now  and  then  a  lone  delegate,  sur- 
rounded by  suit  cases,  curious  colored  porters,  and  soon  the  out- 
stretched hands  of  a  score  of  welcoming  brothers.  The  lobby  and 
hallway  was  soon  a  laughing,  joshing,  jostling  mass  of  enthusiastic 
collegians.  Introduction  followed  fast  on  introduction,  and  men 
who  entered  a  moment  ago  as  strangers  were  soon  so  enveloped  in 
the  sea  of  friendship  and  hospitality  that  to  the  unsophisticated  eye 
we  might  have  all  been  members  of  one  great  family,  meeting  after 
years  of  separation. 

Soon,  out  of  the  first  confusion,  I  began  to  see  familiar  faces, 
and,  as  I  looked,  all  the  events  of  the  Asheville  Convention  came 
back  to  nfe,  and  I  felt  as  though  two  years  were  as  nothing,  and 
only  yesterday  we  had  danced  and  fought  and  feasted  together  on 
the  hilltops  of  North  Carolina. 

Our  K.  C.  was  there,  jovial  and  glad  amongst  so  many  old 
friends.  We  met  again,  as  we  did  in  Asheville,  and  if  his  smile  was 
less  kind,  or  his  hand-shake  less  warm  than  on  our  first  meeting,  I 
failed  to  notice  it.  California  will  ever,  I  hope,  be  as  near  the 
head  of  the  Order  as  T  was  that  night.  How  many  other  hands  I 
shook  in  memory  of  the  Asheville  days  I  cannot  recall,  but  we  gave 
the  grip  and  most  of  us  left  our  finger  prints  as  a  token  of  faith. 

MacFarland,  my  untamed  Western  confederate,  was  soon  im- 
mersed in  several  heated  discussions  relating  to  the  respective 
merits  of  the  California  and  Florida  orange,  the  Xew  Orleans  fig 
versus  the  California  rasin,  and  other  agricultural  questions  cal- 
culated to  greatlv  affect  the  welfare  of  the  country.     From  these 


I  tore  him  to  wander  forth  upon  the  Board-Walk  and  view  the 
passing  show.  Passing  out  we  discovered  that  eloquent  orator  of 
ours,  Otis  Robertson,  seated  in  a  secluded  spot  upon  the  veranda, 
talking  to  somebody's  mother  about  the  wash  of  the  waves  and  the 
little  stars  that  are  the  flowers  of  the  sky.  We  saw  he  was  in  a 
very  poetical  mood,  and  so  with  only  a  smile  we  left  him  to  his 
fate — the  lucky  dog!  And  next.  Bill  Crozier,  the  man  of  jewels, 
and  he  too  was  engrossed  with  a  pair  of  the  fairest  gems  that 
ever  graced  the  South.  Jealous  at  heart,  we  wandered  on,  and 
everywhere  were  lights,  laughter  and  music.  The  circle  swing 
swung  high  over  the  green  lawn,  tlie  scenic  railway  re-echoed  with 
screams  and  rumbling  wheels,  the  candy  luan  spun  his  roulette 
wheel  and  tossed  to  the  luckv  winner  his  rainbow  tinted  sweets. 
Side  shows,  shooting  galleries,  fakirs,  and  fortune  tellers;  w^hat 
need  of  the  Norfolk  Exposition,  when  here  was  a  War  Path  under 
our  very  noses,  and  the  cool  breezes  of  the  sea  blowing  over  it  all. 

Enter  the  Editor. 

I  think  it  was  somewhere  near  midnight  when  Hardin  Burnley, 
our  energetic  little  editor,  was  announced  upon  the  scene.  Rumor 
says  he  was  up  in  his  room  adding  up  subscriptions  to  the  Journal, 
and  knowing  that  he  would  not  publish  any  news  to  the  contrary, 
I  hereby  say  that  such  was  the  case.  At  any  rate  he  came  and  we 
embraced  in  true  French  fashion,  only  to  break  the  clinch  at  the  in- 
stigation of  referee  Powhatan  James,  after  w^hom,  according  to  his 
own  version,  was  named  the  River  that  flows  by  Richmond  to  the 
sea.  We  were  a  happy  party  after  that,  and  with  college  songs, 
memories  of  the  past,  toasting  and  good  natured  banter,  the  hours 
slipped  by  almost  unheeded,  and  at  an  hour  when  the  village  farmer 
leaves  his  lowly  cot  we  sought  ours. 

The  Casino. 

It  presented  a  strange  scene — that  great,  roomy  theater — when  we 
came  together  at  ten  that  next  morning.  Two  hundred  heads  bent 
in  deference  to  the  opening  prayer,  two  hundred  motionless,  stand- 
ing forms,  and  in  contrast  the  stage  with  its  gaudy  curtain  de- 
picting a  Roman  chariot  race  and  an  arbor  of  love.     A  great  hush 


came  over  us  after  the  quiet  "  Amen "  had  been  said,  and  then 
Brother  T.  W.  Bullock,  of  Washington,  arose  and,  with  the  grace- 
ful ease  of  an  extemporaneous  speaker,  delivered  an  address  which 
stirred  the  soul  of  every  man  that  heard,  and  no  one  failed  to  hear. 
Exactly  what  it  was  all  about  I  forget,  and  no  doubt  he  does  also, 
but  its  main  theme  was  how  we  stood  upon  historic  ground,  how 
our  forefathers  had  fought  for  right  and  honor  and  justice,  and 
how  we,  too,  in  building  up  our  Order,  must  stand  for  those  same 
principles.  To  say  more  would  spoil  the  speech.  Those  who  were 
there  need  no  help  of  mine  to  recall  it;  those  who  were  not  have 
lost  a  fine  inspiration. 

I  will  pass  over  the  election  of  officers,  because  native  modesty 
forbids  me  to  mention  myself  (almost!).  Enough  that  when  all 
the  shouting  and  hand  clapping  had  subsided.  Brother  Doolittle 
stood  calm  and  unhurt  as  the  proud  possessor  of  the  President's 
gavel.  From  temporary  to  assistxint  secretary,  Brother  H.  C. 
Chiles,  of  Alpha  Delta,  moved  with  unfaltering  step,  and  as  a  fit^ 
ting  climax  J.  W.  Weems,  the  little  lad  of  Atlanta,  took  up  the 
duties  of  Knight  at  Arms,  and,  as  future  events  told,  bore  them 
with  a  brave  heart. 

James  Sells  Sonqs. 

During  the  recess  which  ensued  one  of  the  greatest  financial  ven- 
tures of  the  year  was  launched  in  the  form  of  Powhatan  James  and 
his  song  books.  The  tall  and  sinewy  form  of  Brother  James  was  a 
conspicuous  figure  in  the  great  hall,  as  he  strode  up  and  down  the 
aisle  distributing  his  famous  publications  at  the  small  figure  of 
"  twenty-five  cents,  one  quarter  of  a  dollar."  The  Secretary  admits 
that  he  himself  did  assist  in  the  sale  of  tliese  song  books,  but  purely 
from  a  mercenary  motive,  as  he  thereby  obtained  one  free  copy  of 
the  said  song  book ;  somewhat  worn  and  creased,  it  is  true,  but  free, 
nevertheless.

As  a  rule,  he  fell  off  just  as  some  noted  orator,  such  as  V.  Otis 
Robertson,  was  in  the  most  touching  part  of  his  speech.  The  noise 
that  he  made  was  not  a  bit  in  harmony  with  the  noise  the  orator 
made.  Every  time  he  hit  the  floor,  or  a  wing,  or  the  curtain,  or 
all  three,  he  made  remarks,  and  by  the  blank  expression  of  my 
stenographer  I  could  see  she  didn't  think  they  were  fit  to  go  down  in 
the  minutes.  Once  he  came  out  on  our  side  of  the  curtain.  He 
said  it  was  unintentional,  and  from  the  way  he  came  out  I  guess  it 
was.  After  a  while  he  told  me  it  was  all  right,  that  he  had  suc- 
ceeded in  doing  the  trick.  T  told  him  I  was  very  glad,  for  his  sake. 
It  must  have  been  a  good  trick. 

The  Stage  Carpenter  Builds  Some  Stairs. 

The  relief  was  apparent.  We  all  breathed  freely  again,  and  I 
could  see  brother  Howison  pulling  himself  together  for  another 
oratorical  effusion.  "  Mr.  President  and  Brother  Kappa  Alphas," 
he  began,  "  It  is  with  a  great  deal  of  pleasure " — crash — ^bang !

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from  behind  the  scenes,  and  Brother  Howison  frowned.  He  begau 
again  "  Mr.  President  and  Brothers,  it  is  " — biff — bing !  and  then 
some  more.  *'  I  move,  Mr.  President,  that  the  Knight  at  Arms  be 
sent  to  investigate  this  unwarranted  disturbance.^'  Brother  Weems 
disappeared  behind  the  foot  lights.  "As  I  was  about  to  remark," 
began  Howison  all  over  again,  but  he  got  no  further.  Something 
was  evidently  happening  to  Brother  Weems.  Loud  voices  and  ex- 
pressions of  disdain  floated  over  the  listening  audience.  Then  a 
succession  of  knocks,  the  splitting  of  timber,  and  the  prolonged 
squeak  of  a  nail  that  refused  to  be  pulled  out.

We  must  have  made  considerable  noise,  even  above  the  deafening 
din  of  Turkish  flutes  and  tom-toms,  for  the  curious  began  to  enter 
the  gates  in  great  numbers.

Fatima  Finds  a  ]{ival. 

The  other  scene  I  remeuiber  was  ditferent,  vastly  different!  It 
took  place  in  the  theatre,  where  the  heat  was  great  and  the  attrac- 
tion even  greater.  If  I  had  known  what  the  attraction  was,  I 
would  not  have  entered  that  awful  place.  (This  is  just  a  quotation 
from  the  speech  of  a  frivolous  spinster  who  was  so  shocked  that  she 
came  again  next  day.

To  those  who 
were  not  there  a  banquet  is  only  a  bancpiet,  he  the  wine  as  rich  as 
nectar  and  the  heart  as  light  as  air. 
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Good  Night  and  Good  Bye. 

So  I  come  to  the  last  scene  of  all,  where  outwardly  all  is  laugh- 
ter, fun  and  careless  banter.  We  say  good  night,  and  good-bye, 
with  a  hand  shake,  a  slap  on  the  back  or  a  parting  sally,  but  if  our 
lips  smile  and  cmr  tongues  jest,  in  our  hearts  lies  the  ache  of  fare- 
well.  So  we  go  to  bed,  and,  as  we  sleep,  even  our  dreams  tell  us 
that  the  Twenty-fourth  Biennial  Convention  of  Kappa  Alpha  is  no 
more.  Only  a  memory  remains,  and  may  that  memory  find  an 
answering  chord  when  you  rwall  what  the  Secretary  saw.

THE  JAMESTOWN  CONVENTION- 

The  Convention  at  Ocean  View  did  a  groat  deal  of  work,  some  of 
il  of  a  probably  beneficial  character.  The  acceptance  of  the  in- 
corj)orati(m  of  the  Order;  th(»  standardization  of  the  badge  (with 
the  adoption  of  rules  for  preventing  unauthorized  shapes)  ;  the 
giving  the  G.  H.  a  salary  and  nujuiring  liim  to  recommence  the 
issue  of  an  annual  catalogue  or  directory:  the  ])r()vision  of  funds 
with  which  the  G.  II.  may  buy  a  car<l-catalogue  case;  the  giving  to 
the  Memorial  Hall  fund  the  sums  hitherto  a]>propriated  and  author- 
izing a  yearly  payment  by  the  K.  C.  of  $100  to  that  fund;  the 
sanction  given  to  the  proposal  to  create  a  Chapter  House  Building 
Fund  out  of  yearly  treasury  balances  an<l  the  turning  down  of  a 
series  of  whereases  in  favor  of  Xorthern  extension — these  were 
wholesome  decisions.  There  were  ])erhaps  others  which  have 
esca])ed  my  memory.  As  regards  the  proj)osal  to  collect  $2.50 
yearly  from  every  Alumnus,  it  is  an  admirable  *'  counsel  of  per- 
fection,"  which    mav   or   mav    not   be  found    im])racticable.     The 

•       •  •  * 

machin(»ry  for  its  working  was  not,  if  1  rightly  remember,  devised 
in  the  proposal  adopted.  This  omission  leaves  it  to  the  K.  C.  to 
make  collections  and  the  K.  C'i^  duties  are  alreadv  multitudinous. 
As  respects  the  scheme  ado})ted  to  lighten  the  K.  C.'s  work  by  de- 
volving it  upon  deputies  in  various  States,  or  groups  of  States,  I 
have  expressed  my  opinion  in  former  issues  of  the  Joirxal.  I  do 
not  think  the  scheme  will  work  well,  since  the  chapters  prefer  to 
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be  in  touch  with  the  K.  C,  and  the  deputies  cannot  be  relied  upon 
to  attend  to  their  duties  in  regard  to  the  chapters  on  the  one  hand 
and  the  K.  C.  on  the  other.  Tlieir  existence  will  tend  to  dissipate 
responsibility — the  vice  of  all  bad  government.  To  the  extent  that 
the  K.  C.  relies  upon  them,  to  that  extent  he  will  be  likely  to  relax 
his  attention-.  If,  when  his  attention  to  the  chapters  is  relaxed, 
the  deputies  are  inefficient,  the  situation  will  be  much  worse  than 
now.  If,  on  the  other  hand,  the  deputies  should  be  very  active  and 
get  the  "  big  head,^'  they  might  make  trouble  by  becoming  leaders 
of  factions.  The  scheme  frankly  proposes  the  division  of  our  terri- 
tory into  sections;  the  danger  is  that  this  will  lead  to  sectional 
schisms  and  to  the  destruction  of  the  K.  C.^s  wholesome  authority. 
We  do  not  want  a  reversion  to  anarchy.  A  strong  central  authority 
has  been  the  secret  of  our  success  and  we  must  avoid  undermin- 
ing it. 

Still,  now  that  the  scheme  is  to  have  a  trial,  we  shall  all  hope  for 
its  success,  keeping  a  critical  eye  on  its  developments.  As  to  the 
standardization  of  the  badge  I  may  explain  that  it  means  simply 
ascertaining  its  proper  shape  and  enforcing  that  shape — not  mak- 
ing any  change  of  shape.  TJgly  shapes  have  been  devised  by  some 
of  our  jewelers.  These  are  to  be  corrected  and  no  jeweler  is  to  get 
the  Order^s  patronage  unless  he  will  convince  the  K.  C.  that  he 
will  shape  the  badge  exactly  as  we  prescribe  by  means  of  careful 
drawings  and  measurements. 

Uplift,  moral  and  intellectual,  being  the  object  of  K.  A.  teach- 
ings, it  is  to  be  hoped  that  future  Conventions  will  be  held  at 
soberer  places  where  there  will  be  fewer  facilities  for  drinking  than 
were  found  at  Ocean  View.  The  character  of  the  place,  as  respects 
moral  influence,  should  be  always  considered  in  selecting  places  for 
holding  K.  A.  conventions.  I  am  convinced  also  that  alumni 
attending  Conventions  have  resting  upon  them  the  duty  of  setting 
an  example  to  undergraduates.  They  depict  in  their  conduct  the 
happy  fruition  of  Kappa  Alpha  principles. 

We  all  recall  gratefully  the  hospitality  of  our  Norfolk  brothers 
and  will  long  remember  the  steamer  ride  by  night  out  to  the  Capes. 

I  was  pleasantly  impressed  by  the  bearing  and  conduct  of  the 
undergraduates  attending  the  Convention.     If  I  have  any  fault  to 


find  with  them  it  is  that  they  did  not  take  a  suflBciently  active  part 
in  the  work  of  the  Convention  but  left  it  largely  to  alumni. 

The  kindness  of  all,  undergraduates  and  alumni,  is  one  of  the 
pleasantest  memories  I  brought  away  from  the  Jamestown  Con- 
vention.

THE  t907  CONVENTION  CHARACTERIZED. 

Naturally  my  idea  of  the  Convention  held  at  Norfolk  is  largely 
based  on  its  effect  and  bearing  on  the  work  of  the  Grand  Historian. 
The  Knight  Commander  and  all  of  the  General  Officers  see  the  laws 
and  changes  through  the  duties  of  their  respective  oflBces.  It  is,  of 
course,  difficult  for  me  to  sum  up  the  effect  of  the  Convention  on 
the  K.  C.^s  sanctum  and  it  is  left  for  the  G.  P.  and  Editor  to  char- 
acterize the  work  as  their  official  routine  is  touched. 

Viewing  the  Convention  in  the  light  of  our  history  I  was  most 
forcibly  impressed  by : 

a.  The  earnestness  displayed. 

b.  The  absolute  lack  of  politics  and  wire  pulling. 

c.  The  unanimity  of  opinion  of  the  delegates.  A  measure  was 
either  killed  outright  or  passed  by  the  recjuisite  majority  with  a 
promptness  and  decision  which  sliowed  careful  thought  before 
reaching  the  Convention  Hall. 

d.  The  rollicking  enthusiasm  of  the  delegates  when  off  duty  and 
the  soberness  of  judgment  when  business  was  at  hand — indicative 
of  the  slumbering  traits  of  the  Southern  Gentleman  of  "Auld  Lang 
Syne  "  who  played  when  he  played  and  worked  when  he  worked. 

Such,  in  brief,  were  my  general  impressions  and  my  after- 
thoughts have  not  changed  them. 

Passing,  with  intention  to  leave  for  others  their  discussion,  the 
many  enactments  of  prime  and  far  reaching  importance,  I  shall  dis- 
cuss my  own  office  as  it  was  affected  by  the  Convention. 

For  the  first  time  the  work  of  the  G.  H.  was  properly  regarded. 
The  history  of  a  nation  is  but  the  composite  history  of  its  indivi- 
duals, and  the  future  is  much  determined  by  the  use  we  make  of  the 
present  as  based  on  the  experience  of  the  past.     The  foundation  for 
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the  present  is  the  past  and  without  it  our  plans  for  the  future  be- 
come dreams  which  mav  or  mav  not  be  realized. 

The  Convention  wisely,  even  if  it  did  increase  my  work,  com- 
bined the  offices  of  C.  E.  and  G.  H.  There  is  no  earthly  reason 
for  their  separation  and  Brother  Feagan  showed  his  statesmanship 
in  making  the  recommendation  for  the  consolidation. 

Brother  Burnley  demonstrated  again  his  up-to-date  and  progres- 
sive spirit  in  urging  to  final  adoption  the  provision  for  a  pocket 
edition  of  membership  arranged  alphabetically  and  geographically. 
It  will  take  considerable  time  to  do  the  work  prescribed  but  when 
the  book  is  completed  it  will  be  of  immense  use  and  great  con- 
venience. 

I  am  personally  grateful  to  the  Convention  for  providing  for  the 
equipment  of  an  adequate  filing  system  for  my  office.  I  have  gone 
to  work  in  earnest  and  am  now  rapidly  installing  a  complete  card 
system  which  calls  for  a  good  sized  card  for  each  member  on  which 
will  be  entered  complete  information  in  regard  to  the  member. 
The  system  will  be  so  arranged  that  it  will  constitute  a  perfectly 
and  perpetually  edited  General  Catalogue  showing  in  an  instant 
the  connection  and  achievements  of  ea(!h  and  every  member  of  the 
Order.  It  is  no  small  jol)  to  arrange  TOOO  cards  as  they  should  be, 
but  it  is  my  hope  to  have  the  large  task  finished  before  our  next 
Convention. 

l^ersonally  I  desire  to  thank  the  Convention,  and  through  it  the 
Order,  for  the  sum  set  aside  for  the  use  of  the  G.  II.  as  a  salary. 
It  is  my  ])urpose  to  use  every  cent  in  payment  for  the  additional 
stenographic  help  which  will  be  required  to  give  the  neglected 
records  their  due  of  attention.  Mv  own  time  for  the  direction  of 
the  work  is  freely  given  for  the  good  of  the  cause. 

Personallv,  1  attribute  much  of  the  conservative  success  of  the 
lfK)T  Convention  to  the  presence  of  such  men  as  our  much  beloved 
S.  Z.  Ammen,  for  whose  opinion  and  counsel  every  true  Kappa 
Alpha  has  the  most  reverent  and  profound  respect;  and  G.  D. 
Letcher,  the  thinker  and  champion  of  constructive  legislation  based 
on  experience:  Leroy  S.  Boyd,  the  tireless  and  vigilant  worker, 
seeking  at  all  times  to  mend  a  weak  place  or  promote  a  beneficial 
change:  and   Doolittle,   Farley,   Ammen,   Taylor,   Foster,   Childs, 


Bullock  and  the  great  host  of  younger  men  willing  to  think  and  to 
consider  any  and  all  propositions  and  adopt  or  reject  as  men  and 
as  Kappa  Alphas  without  fear  or  favor. 

The  Order  as  a  whole  is  to  be  congratulated  on  the  success  of  the 
1907  Convention.

FROM  A  WISE  STANDPOINT. 

To  discuss  the  work  of  the  Convention  to  convev  to  the  reader 
such  an  impression  as  to  enable  him  to  judge  of  it,  we  must  state 
its  legislation  and  contrast  the  past  of  the  Fraternity  with  what  we 
hope  to  accomplish  by  the  legislation  enacted. 

The  main  features  of  the  work  of  the  Convention  were : 

4 

Establishing  a  standard  badge. 

Placing  upon  the  alumni  an  annual  assessment. 

Making  the  memorizing  of  the  ritual  compulsory. 

Requiring  all  initiates  to  purchase  the  standard  badge  upon  ini- 
tiation. 

Providing  for  the  G.  H.*s  issuing,  registering  and  recording  all 
ofiBcial  badges. 

Providing  a  salary  for  the  (J.  II. 

Authorizing  the  K.  C.  to  employ  at  the  expense  of  the  General 
Order  a  competent  person  to  perform  general  clerical  and  record- 
ing and  secretarial  duties. 

Refusing  to  issue  any  general  propaganda  for  or  against  terri- 
torial expansion. 

Re-establishing  the  otliee  of  Chief  Alumnus. 

Providing  for  a  proper  directory  catalogue  of  the  membership  of 
the  Order. 

Authorizing  and  directing  the  erection  of  the  Memorial  Hall  at  a 
cost  of  $25,000. 

Re-electing  our  efficient  set  of  (General  Officers  who  understand 
what  we  want  done  with  instructions  to  them  to  go  ahead  with  the 
work. 

For  more  than  forty  years  the  Order  has  existed.  It  has  a  mem- 
bership of  approximately  7500.     It  has  had  many  more.     They

have  joined  at  school  or  college.  When  they  graduated  or  left 
school  or  college  they  found  themselves  members  of  an  order  for 
which  there  was  practically  no  organization  outside  of  schools.  It 
has  had  no  place  in  after  life.  Few  of  them  have  known  even  the 
name  of  its  chief  executive,  less  of  them  all  the  general  officers  or 
even  what  general  officers  the  Order  liad,  and  scarcely  any  of  them 
where  or  how  to  get  in  communication  with  the  Order. 

The  Fraternity  has  had  no  lieadquarters — nothing  savoring  of 
permanency.  Its  home  has  been  migratory  under  the  hats  of 
various  officers  living  in  different  places  and  rarely  if  ever  con- 
vened. 

It  has  had  a  Journal  supplied  from  different  places  at  different 
times  upon  subscription  only.  The  Order  has  looked  to  the  sub- 
scriptions for  a  profit  and  its  membership  has  been  so  scattered  that 
there  has  been  no  accurate  method  of  reaching  probable  subscribers. 
Instead  of  doing  something  to  improve  its  working  force  the  Con- 
vention in  1905  discharged  the  foreman  when  it  practically  abol- 
ished the  chief  alumnus. 

The  Order's  only  source  of  revenue  or  funds. for  maintenance 
has  been  monthly  dues  of  half  a  dollar  each  against  its  student 
membership  and  a  profit  from  the  Journal  maybe.  About  nine- 
tenths  of  its  membership,  its  alumni  members  who  are  best  able 
to  subscribe  to  the  Order,  are  liable  to  no  dues  whatever. 

The  symbol  of  membership,  the  badge,  has  not  even  been  kept 
uniform  in  any  respect  or  detail. 

We  may  safely  say  that  if  there  were  not  immense  possibilities 
in  its  membership,  the  Order  would  have  long  since  perished  or 
sunken  into  oblivion. 

Is  it  any  wonder  that  in  eight  or  ten  years  of  effort  the  trustees 
of  the  Memorial  Hall  haven't  yet  raised  enough  funds  to  build  a 
shanty,  much  less  a  suitable  hall  ?  Is  it  any  wonder  that  less  than 
one-seventh  of  the  entire  membership  subscribe  to  the  Journal? 

With  7500  members  priding  tliemselves  upon  their  membership 
and  its  memories,  the  general  fund  of  tlie  Order  isn't  enough  to 
pay  one  yearns  office  expenses  if  headquarters  were  maintained,  or 
the  expense  of  the  offices  of  many  of  its  individuals  composing  the 
Order. 

Boys  at  college  bedeck  themselves  with  ornate  jeweled  badges  as 


an  enticing  plaything  for  girls  and  after  they  are  out  of  college 
forget  what  girl  they  left  it  with. 

Kappa  Alphas  are  discovered  in  great  fame  or  die  unnoticed, 
though  bound  by  an  eternal  oath. 

All  of  this  is  because  there  is  no  means  provided  to  defray  the 
expenses  of  maintaining  a  properly  equipped  headquarters. 

All  of  these  evils  can  be  and  should  be  remedied  by  the  legisla- 
tion of  the  last  Convention. 

With  the  standard  simplified  badge  those  who  wish  to  may  in- 
dulge in  all  the  fancy  jewelry  they  choose. 

The  Chief  Alumnus  is  to  be  in  fact  as  well  as  in  name.  He  is  to 
locate  and  organize  his  alumni.  They  are  to  pay  an  annual  assess- 
ment by  way  of  dues  in  the  sum  of  $2.50  per  annum  and  will  be 
supplied  with  the  Journal  and  an  official  registered  standard 
badge  which  they  should  have  to  turn  back  to  headquarters  when 
they  default  in  their  dues. 

The  general  fund  will  bo  sufficient  to  aid  in  the  erection  of  chap- 
ter houses  at  the  colleges  and  thereby  elevate  the  standing  of  the 
Order  and  its  membership. 

The  general  officers  will  be  able  to  conduct  their  offices  properly 
and  for  the  welfare  of  the  Order  without  being  taxed  for  their 
loyalty. 

The  Memorial  Hall  shall  be  erected  at  Lexington  upon  the  site 
of  the  origin  of  the  Order,  and  such  a  one  as  to  be  a  pride  to  the 
Order  and  not  a  monument  to  its  penury  and  impotency. 

Tite  condition  of  the  affairs  of  the  Memorial  Hall  is  no  less  than 
a  rebuke  to  the  Order.  The  trustees  have  labored  hard  and  the 
members  have  for  the  sake  of  holding  on  to  a  few  dollars  each, 
allowed  the  trustees  to  come  again  to  the  Convention  to  report 
themselves  still  unprovided  with  funds  to  proceed  with  the  con- 
struction. 

With  less  than  one-half  of  the  members  of  the  New  York 
Alumni  Chapter  heard  from  they  have  collected  upwards  of  $200, 
and  can  collect  more  upon  call.  The  Richmond  Alumni  have 
promised  $500,  of  which  they  collected  a  large  part.  The  Norfolk 
Alumni  are  going  to  get  together  and  subscribe  handsomely.  The 
St.  Louis  Alumni  have  gotten  together  a  good  fund,  as  have  the 
Philadelphia  and  Boston  chapters. 
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The  Panama  Ahuimi  with  about  a  dozen  members  report  $150, 

The  Oklahoma  Ahimni  Chapters  liave  made  up  a  fund;  Raleigh 
is  doing  something.  But  the  more  than  two  hundred  alumni  in 
Atlanta,  and  many  other  chapters,  haven't  shown  signs  of  life  yet. 

The  subscription  list  of  the  trustees  shows  about  one  hundred 
names.  The  entire  number  of  subscribers  is  about  two  hundred. 
This  money  should  come  in  without  the  slightest  difficulty  and  the 
only  reason  the  trustees  haven't  it  in  hand  is  that  the  alumni 
havenH   attended    to   it. 

Those  who  haven't  subscribed  are  requested  to  send  in  theirs  at 
once.  There  is  no  way  to  escape  it  if  they  want  to  and  they  will 
save  the  trustees  the  trouble  of  coming  after  it  if  they  will  send  it 
in.  The  money  must  be  sent  up  to  Greenlee  I).  Letcher,  Esq., 
Lexington,  Va.

AS  BOYD  SAW  IT. 


From  point  of  attendance  and  enthusiasm  and  legislation 
enacted,  the  Convention  of  1907  will  go  down  in  our  annals  as  our 
most  importiint  Convention,  with  the  exception  of  the  Richmond 
Convention  of  1893,  when  the  new  Ritual  and  the  new  Constitu- 
tion were  adopted. 

The  recent  Convention  demonstrated  the  absolute  necessity  of  a 
revison  of  our  Constitution,  and  a  compilation  of  the  laws  there- 
under. No  compilation  of  our  laws  not  affecting  the  Constitution 
has  ever  been  made,  and  the  provisions  of  our  Constitution  relating 
to  the  Convention  and  its  workings  are  entirely  inadequate. 

While  the  Convention  was  a  gn^at  success,  the  presence  of  so  few 
alumni  was  very  noteworthy.  '^Fhis  can  be  cured  by  allowing  the 
active  chapters  two  delegates  in  Convention,  one  active  member  and 
one  alumnus,  both  chosen  by  the  active  chapter. 

I  regretted  the  loss  of  my  Resolution  providing  for  the  distri- 
bution of  copies  of  the  Constitution  to  members  of  the  Fraternity, 
on  prepayment  of  a  small  amount  to  cover  cost  of  printing.  The 
Alumni  become  active  in  the  proportion  that  printed  matter  is  dis- 
tributed among  them,  and  I  believe  in  printers'  ink  and  plenty  of 


publicity  among  members.  Ninety-five  per  cent,  of  our  Alumni 
have  not  seen  a  copy  of  our  Constitution  since  they  left  college. 

Western  Extension  was  left  entirely  in  the  discretion  of  the 
General  OflBcers,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  policy  will  be  pur- 
sued vigorously. 

The  Convention  enacted  a  great  deal  of  important  legislation 
in  its  three  days  of  allotted  time  which  ought  to  be  extended  to  five. 
It  was  good  to  be  there,  and  I  hope  to  attend  my  "  fourth  "  Con- 
vention in  1909,  which  will  not  be  complete  without  such  spirits  as 
Howison,  Master  of  Ceremonies,  and  Judkins,  Chief  Custodian  of 
our  Sacred  Past.  Leroy  S.  Boyd,  Delegate  Nu.

This  indicates  a  continuity  of  interest  among  the  chapters,  both 
active  and  alumni,  which  ought  to  be  the  pride  of  every  member  of 
our  order.  The  long-needed  address  book  was  provided  for,  ample 
steps  were  taken  toward  tlie  issuing  of  the  next  general  catalogue, 
the  standard  badge  looked  after,  the  Memorial  Hall  encouraged, 
etc.,  in  fact  everything  (so  far  as  the  writer  could  see)  was  done 
which  was  demanded  by  the  present  needs  of  the  Order. 

Here's  hoping  to  see  you  at  the  next  one.     Get  the  fever.

Just  what  the  evolution  of  the  nation  has  in  store  for  John  Wil- 
liam Farley  lies  on  the  knees  of  the  gods,  but  be  it  what  it  may  be, 
he  is  ready  and  prepared  for  it.  Law  is  entering  new  fields  and 
developing  old  fields  in  a  new  way,  and  Brother  Farley  is  equipped 
for  the  present  and  immediate  future.

1903-4,  and  left  that  position  in  July  of  1904  to  connect  himself 
with  the  United  States  bureau  of  corporations  under  James  A.  Gar- 
field, with  whom  he  remained  until  June  of  1905,  when  he  went  to 
Memphis  and  began  practice  in  the  civil  courts.  In  1906  three 
Bepublican  delegations  were  sent  from  Memphis  to  the  State  Con- 
vention. He  was  a  member  of  the  delegation  that  was  seated  {he 
believes  in  success).     He  is  succeeding  in  business  as  well. 

Brother  Farley  had  his  share  in  the  beef  trust,  the  railroad  rate 
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and  Standard  Oil  investigations,  and  did  his  work  thoroughly  and 
well.  With  his  educational  equipment  he  is  a  legal  force  to  reckon 
with.     He  likes  Memphis  and  believes  in  this  city^s  future.

He  has  always  been  a  devoted  Kappa  Alpha,  has 
attended  numerous  Conventions  in  recent  years,  and  his  election  as 
Chief  Alumnus  is  a  well-deserved  testimonial  to  his  worth  and 
labors  in  behalf  of  Kappa  Alpha.

At  the  last  Convention  many  Kappa  Alphas  renewed  their  ac- 
quaintance with  Brother  Henry  P.  Doolittle,  while  many  others 
had  the  pleasure  of  meeting  him  for  the  first  time.

If 
we  don't  see  you,  make  yourself  known  and  we  shall  try  to  do  the 
rest.

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DRURY  COLLEGE. 

Drury  College,  home  of  Beta  Iota,  youngest  chapter  of  Kappa 
Alpha,  is  in  many  resi)ects,  ideal  in  its  location  and  environment. 
A  campus,  comprising  forty  acres  in  the  very  heart  of  Springfield, 
covered  with  giant  oak  and  elm  trees,  its  shady  paths  winding  in 
and  out  through  carpets  of  green,  truly  forms  an  inspiration  to 
higher  aims. 

There  are  ten  buildings  on  the  campus  beside  a  large  athletic 
field.  The  most  important  are  Stone  Chapel,  containing  a  large 
auditorium  and  the  library;  Pearsons  hall,  containing  the  college 
laboratories  and  recitation  rooms ;  Fairbanks  hall,  a  dormitory  for 
men;  McCuUagh  cottage,  home  of  the  "co-eds;"  and  the  residence 
of  the  president,  Dr.  J.  H.  George.  Other  buildings  are  the  East 
and  West  Academy  buildings;  Woodland  cottage  and  Spencer  cot- 
tage, both  dormitories;  and  the  Saturday  club  building,  where  the 
literary  societies  meet. 

The  institution  was  founded  in  1873  and  its  history  has  been  one 
of  constant  growth.  The  enrollment  now  reaches  a  total  of  461, 
with  a  promising  outlook  for  a  larger  number  before  the  year  is 
ended.  The  students  are  drawn  mainly  from  the  great  southwest 
and  the  extent  of  territory  from  which  they  come  indicates  the 
prominence  attained  by  the  school. 

The  curriculum  of  Drury  is  much  the  same  as  those  of  other  co- 
educational colleges  of  its  class.  '^i1ie  first  two  years  are  mainly 
taken  up  with  required  work,  while  the  juniors  and  seniors  are 
offered  a  wide  rangj  of  electives,  allowing  them  to  begin  the  speciali- 
zation of  those  subjects  they  desire  to  take  up  after  completing  the 
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college  course.  Well  equipi^ecl  laboratories  afford  ample  oppor- 
tunity for  advanced  work  in  chemistry,  biology  and  physics. 

As  the  environment  of  a  school  has  much  to  do  with  student  life, 
a  word  concerning  Springfield  may  not  be  amiss.  The  city  is  on 
the  crest  of  the  Ozark  uplift,  the  beauty  of  the  Creator's  handiwork 
apparent  on  every  side.  Native  forest  trees,  sturdy  oaks  and  elms, 
make  Springfield  truly  a  forest  city. 

The  life  of  the  city,  with  its  10,000  population,  is  distinctively 
American.  Originally  a  Southern  town,  situated  on  the  border- 
land of  North  and  South,  its  inhabitants  knew  well  the  horrors  of 
the  Civil  war.  Its  streets  were  three  times  a  battlefield,  and  but  a 
few  miles  away  was  the  battle  of  Wilson  creek,  or  Oak  hills,  the 
bloodiest  battle  fought  on  Missouri  soil.  Alternately  it  was  in 
possession  of  Federals  and  Confederates.  ]?eminders  of  those  days 
are  still  in  evidence;  breastworks  thrown  up  to  guard  the  city  still 
remain  standing.  Even  on  the  college  campus  there  is  a  line  of 
rifle  pits  thrown  up  by  the  Southern  troops  to  guard  the  town 
against  an  attack  from  the  northeast. 

Later,  the  tide  of  immigration  set  in  from  the  east  and  from  the 
north,  mingling  with  the  ante-bellum  residents  of  the  town  and 
solidifying  into  a  citizenship  that  ty])i fies  tlie  true  Amerii-an.  Into 
this  life  has  Kappa  Alpha  entered,  and  who  shall  say  that  in  time 
it  will  not  be  a  potent  influence  for  hitrher,  nobler  aspirations  and 
efforts.

FRATERNITIES  IN  SOUTH  CAROLINA* 

At  the  present  time  college  fraternities  are  almost  completely 
shut  out  of  South  Carolina,  the  four  largest  colleges  and  two  of  the 
smaller  ones  being  entirely  closed  to  them  by  adverse  laws..  In  the 
case  of  the  State  institutions,  namely,  the  University  of  South 
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Carolina,  Clemson  College  and  tlie  South  Carolina  Military 
Academy,  fraternities  are  excluded  by  an  act  of  the  legislature, 
while  from  Wofford,  Furman  and  other  similar  church  institutions 
they  are  excluded  by  resolutions  of  the  boards  of  trustees. 

^\^lile  in  other  States  the  fraternities  are  increasing  in  numbers, 
influence  and  importance,  in  South  Carolina  they  are  practically 
extinct,  and  nothing  but  heroic  effort  will  prevent  their  complete 
banishment  from  the  State. 

The  fraternities  are  face  to  face  with  a  serious  condition.  Are 
they  able  to  meet  that  condition?  If  not,  the  end  of  the  college 
fraternity  is  in  sight. 

It  is  not  the  purpose  of  this  paper  to  enter  into  any  extended  de- 
fense of  college  fraternities  but  rather  to  describe  conditions  as  they 
exist  in  South  Carolina.  Still,  in  an  incidental  way,  something 
will  be  said  in  defense  of  the  fraternities,  necessarily. 

The  right  of  college  fraternities  to  live  is  practically  proved  by 
the  fact  that  they  have  already  lived  and  flourished  for  nearly  a 
century  of  time.  An  organization  of  this  nature  would  hardly 
exist  for  so  long  a  period  if  it  were  wholly  lacking  in  merit,  or  if 
there  were  less  of  good  than  of  evil  in  it.  Evil,  it  may  be  acknow- 
ledged, is  as  enduring  as  good  and  the  false  as  everlasting  as  truth, 
but  organizations  without  great  good  and  merit  in  them  do  not 
easily  and  successfully  bear  the  test  of  time. 

If  the  fraternities  do  good;  if  they  are  intended  to  serve  any  use- 
ful purpose,  and,  in  a  reasonable  measure,  live  up  to  their  purposes 
and  profession,  then  they  have  a  right  to  live.  If,  however,  they 
are  useless;  if  they  serve  no  good  purpose;  if  their  influence  is  for 
evil,  or  is  purely  negative,  and  not  unequivocably  for  good ;  if  they 
do  nothing  for  the  uplifting  of  young  manhood;  if  the  world  is  not 
actually  the  better  for  their  being  here,  then  they  should  be  ban- 
ished from  all  reputable  colleges.  Among  the  universities  and  col- 
leges of  this  country  there  is,  within  the  writer's  knowledge,  only 
one  of  national  repute,  and  probably  not  more  than  a  half  dozen  of 
local  importance,  where  fraternities  are  not  to-day  living  and  flour- 
ishing. Either  this  is  overwhelming  evidence  of  the  great  merit  of 
fraternities  or  else  that  the  college  authorities  w^hich  permit  these 
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fraternities  to  live  are  notoriously  incompetent,  weak  and  cowardly. 
Are  the  ninety-and-nine  colleges  wrong  and  the  one  right,  or  is  not 
the  reverse  the  more  reasonable  presumption?  Majorities  are  not 
always  right  and  minorities  wrong,  but  where,  as  in  this  case,  the 
majority  is  as  one  hundred  to  one  it  is  utterly  unreasonable,  arro- 
gant and  foolish  for  the  one  to  lay  any  claim  to  the  right.  It  is 
inconceivable  that  so  great  a  majority  of  college  authorities  should 
be  wrong  in  their  estimate  of  college  fraternities.  Neither  is  it 
conceivable  that  the  fraternities  would  be  endured  for  one  moment 
if  it  were  seen  that  their  influence  is  mischievous  and  harmful. 

The  verv  best  evidence  of  the  merit  of  fraternities  is  the  fact  that 
80  few  efforts  have  been  made  to  suppress  them  by  college  and  uni- 
versity authorities.  "We  are  to  presume  that  these  authorities  are 
wise  and  conscientious  men,  earnestly  desirous  of  doing  their  duty, 
and  they  would  not  for  a  moment  tolerate  fraternities  did  they  not 
l)elieve  them  to  be  not  only  not  harmful  but  positively  and  actively 
meritorious  and  helpful. 

Xo  class  of  men  are  in  so  advantageous  a  position  to  study  frater- 
nities and  form  a  correct  judgment  of  them  as  college  faculties. 
Indeed,  when  we  go  outside  of  college  men  there  are  no  others  fami- 
liar enough  with  the  aims,  purposes  and  practice  of  college  fraterni- 
ties to  render  an  opinion  worthy  of  even  passing  consideration. 
What  does  the  average  man  who  has  never  been  in  contact  with 
fraternities,  wlio  has  not  had  any  opportunity  to  study  them,  know 
about  them.  "What  is  his  opinion  of  them  worth?  Nothing,  abso- 
lute! v. 

Tnless  it  be  in  the  instance  of  a  church,  no  institution  or  cause 
in  now  recalled  whose  enemies  do  not  appear  to  be  more  aggressive 
than  its  friends,  and  for  a  number  of  centuries  it  seemed  possible 
that  even  the  church  would  be  forced  to  succumb  to  the  assaults  of 
its  enemies. 

Kvil  frequently  seems  to  bo  more  aggressive  than  virtue.  It  is 
an  old  saying  that  truth  can  never  overtake  a  lie.  Evil  is  loud, 
vigorous,  militant,  ever  ready  to  fight;  virtue,  too  often,  seems  pas- 
nive,  timid,  halting,  sometimes  even  cowardly.  In  many  of  our 
large  cities  corruption  is  rampant  with  a  very  large  majority  of  the 
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people  opposed  to  it.  Minorities  frequently  rule  because  they  are 
active,  vigilant  and  united,  while  the  majority  are  timorous,  dis- 
organized and  inert.  Truth  and  virtue  have  the  appearance,  at 
times,  of  being  slothful;  vice,  on  the  contrary,  is  ever  alert,  watch- 
ful and  tireless. 

The  application  of  all  this  is  the  ease  with  which  the  fraternities 
have  allowed  themselves  to  be  thrown,  neck  and  crop,  out  of  South 
Carolina.  Four  institutions  in  this  State  have,  at  different  times, 
enacted  laws  against  fraternities  and  driven  them  out  easily.  In 
no  instance  did  the  fraternities  make  anv  considerable  effort  to  stem 
the  tide  of  adverse  legislation.  On  the  contrary,  to  use  a  current 
phrase,  they  *^lay  down  and  took  what  was  given  them''  with 
scarcely  a  murmur  of  dissent.  In  some  instances,  at  least,  the  war 
upon  the  fraternities  was  of  months'  duration,  with  all  the  fighting 
on  the  side  of  the  enemy,  the  fraternities  doing  little  more  than 
ingloriously  retire  whenever  vigorously  assaulted.  The  fraternities 
had  all  the  advantage  of  prestige  and  position  but  they  lacked 
wofuUy  in  generalship  and  organization.  They  lost  when  they 
should  have  won,  simply  because  they  did  not  stand  up  and  fight  for 
their  rights.  Their  supineness  argued  a  lack  of  confidence,  of  in- 
terest or  of  nerve. 

In  the  months  preceding  the  final  enactment  of  the  anti-frater- 
nity law^s,  if  the  fraternities  had  organized  and  worked  half  as 
hard  and  persistently  as  their  enemies  they  would  have  triumphed 
easily  and  completely.  If,  at  the  proper  time,  the  head  officers  of 
the  various  fraternities  interested,  or  of  even  one  of  them,  had  come 
together  and  directed  the  campaigns  the  anti-fraternity  sentiment 
could  never  have  prevailed.  But  if  the  fraternities  ever  took  any 
notice,  official  or  otherwise,  of  the  troubles  their  cluipters  were  hav- 
ing, it  has  entirely  escaped  tlie  attention  of  this  writer.  Still  it  was 
right  and  their  bounden  duty  to  furnish  aid  and  counsel  to  their 
threatened  chapters.  If  chapters  are  worth  establishing  they  are 
worth  fostering  and  protecting.  Not  to  contend  for  the  right  of 
existence  is  practically  to  deny  the  right  of  existence. 

The  general  officers  of  a  fraternity  are  usually  men  of  affairs  and 
experience,  and  in  an  age  of  dominant  commercialism,  as  ours  is 
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alleged  to  be,  the  "business  man,"  the  "captain  of  industry/'  is 
all-powerful.  So,  when  State  legislatures  and  hostile  trustees  and 
faculties  are  to  be  dealt  with,  older  and  more  experienced  men  than 
are  to  be  found  in  the  average  active  membership  of  a  chapter  are 
needed  for  leaders.  Before  State  legislatures  and  college  trustees 
such  men  as  S.  Z.  Ammen  and  Ed.  Chambers  Smith,  of  Kappa 
Alpha;  William  Raimond  Baird,  of  Beta  Theta  Pi,  Walter  B.  Pal- 
mer, of  Phi  Delta  Theta,  and  others  of  like  character  and 
reputation  would  have  infinitely  more  influence  than  the  ablest  and 
most  influential  college  students. 

When  a  fraternity  finds  one  of  its  chapters  threatened  with  ex- 
pulsion from  a  college,  a  committee  of  able  and  experienced  alumni 
should  be  appointed  to  act  along  with  the  active  members  in  the 
effort  to  prevent  any  unfriendly  legislation.  Most  of  the  fraterni- 
ties now  have  funds  upon  which  they  can  draw  to  defray  the  ex- 
penses incident  to  such  a  contest,  and  whether  successful  or  not  the 
money  would  be  well  spent. 

It  will  be  found  much  easier  to  prevent  anti-fraternity  legisla- 
tion always  than  to  repeal  it  when  once  enacted  into  laws.  Men  are 
averse  to  reversing  their  own  acts,  although  they  may  become  con- 
vinced that  thev  were  in  error.  It  is  seldom  wise  to  ask  them  to 
review  and  reverse  their  own  acts  and  decisions  until  some  time  has 
elapsed,  and  for  this  reason  it  is  generally  useless  to  attempt  the 
repeal  of  anti-fraternity  laws  immediately  after  their  enactment. 

Again,  it  is  difficult  to  secure  the  repeal  of  anti-fraternity  laws 
unless  there  is  also  a  local  influence  which  can  be  brought  to  bear 
on  college  authorities,  and  the  strongest  and  best  influence  of  this 
kind  is  a  local  chapter,  working  along  with  the  officers  and  alumni 
of  the  fraternity.  Active  members  and  alumni  acting  and  working 
together  may  exert  an  influence  that  will  prove  irresistible,  where 
either,  alone,  would  fail  to  accomplish  anything.  Active  members, 
of  course,  in  an  anti-fraternity  college  would  mean  a  sub  rosa 
chapter  and  of  late  years  the  fraternities  seem  to  have  withdrawn 
fellowship  from  chapters  of  this  character.  Yet  there  are  few  fra- 
ternities which  have  not,  at  some  period  of  their  existence,  not  only 
encouraged  the  establishment  of  such  chapters  but  actually  found 


them  very  profitable.  Kappa  Alplia,  particularly,  has  prospered 
from  the  establishment  of  sub  rosa  chapters.  The  organization  of 
Sigma  at  Davidson  College,  in  1880,  as  a  sub  rosa  chapter,  was  the 
beginning  of  the  most  prosperous  period  in  our  history,  and  soon 
led  to  the  organization  of  chapters  at  the  University  of  North  Caro- 
hna.  Wake  Forest  and  the  South  Carolina  College,  and  later  on  at 
Trinity  College  and  the  North  Carolina  A.  &  ]\r.  (College.  In  1883 
Chi  was  organized  at  Yanderbilt  as  a  sub  ro<a  chapter  and  there 
immediately  followed  the  establishment  of  the  chapters  at  the  Tlni- 
versitv  of  Texas,  Southwestern  Universitv,  the  Universitv  of  the 
South,  the  University  of  Tennessee,  and  Centre  College.  The 
chapters  at  Southwestern  T'niversity,  the  Universities  of  Alabama, 
North  Carolina  and  Kentucky  were  all  sub  rosn,  as  were  also  that 
at  "William  Jewell  College,  and  probably  others  which  the  writer 
does  not  now  recall.  Uhi  Delta  Theta,  ?>cta  Theta  Pi  and  the 
Rainbow  all  had  sub  rosa  chapters  at  Yanderbilt  and  thought  it  no 
sin  then,  but,  of  course,  *"■  times  change  and  we  change  with  them." 

It  is  true  there  are  not  now  as  good  reasons  for  sub  rosa  chapters 
as  there  were  a  half  or  even  a  quarter  of  a  century  ago,  for  the 
reason  that  the  fraternities  arc  so  much  stronger,  so  much  better 
organized  and  so  much  more  inlluential  that  ordinarily  they  can 
accomplish  what  they  desire  without  resorting  to  what  some  might 
deem  to  be  unwarranted  and  unseenilv  nuMUis.  The  great  ditTicultv 
with  fraternities,  however,  is  to  get  this  latent  power  of  theirs  de- 
veloped and  directed  without  the  aid  of  an  active  chapter.  Alumni 
are  notoriouslv  hard  to  move,  even  the  more  enthusiastic  ones  being 
generally  so  immersed  in  their  own  afl'airs  that  they  are  slow  to  act. 

The  situation  is  serious.  AVhat  has  })een  done  in  South  Carolina 
may  soon  be  attempted  in  other  States.  We  are  not  alarmists  but 
it  is  well  to  take  counsel  together  and  be  pr(  pared  for  whatever  the 
future  may  bring  forth.  A  battle  is  half  won  if  it  is  known  to  bo 
coming  and  preparations  made  to  tight  it.  It  is  no  use  to  say  that 
the  fraternities  cannot  be  gradually  driven  out  of  all  tlie  colleges 
of  the  country  if  what  has  been  done  in  South  Carolina  is  any  crit- 
erion. With  an  organization  of  forty  or  more  years  and  a  member- 
ship comprising  nine-tenths  of  the  leading  college  men  of  the  State 
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they  were  swept  out  of  existence  by  the  first  breath  of  opposition. 
Men  of  straw  they  seemed,  castles  of  air,  soap  bubbles,  snow  flakes 
on  the  river,  admirable  to  look  at  but  falling,  breaking  and  dis- 
solving from  view  at  the  first  touch  of  adversity.  It  was  not  any 
fight  but  simply  an  advance  on  the  one  side  and  a  double-quick  re- 
treat from  the  field  on  the  other. 

The  situation  here  shows  how  lamentably  weak  the  fraternities 
are.  It  is  a  situation  that  is  greatly  distressing  to  every  loyal  fra- 
ternity man.  If  fraternities  are  good  for  other  colleges  and  com- 
munities they  should  be  good  for  South  Carolina  and  they  should 
be  able  to  show  that  they  are  good.  The  time  and  the  occasion 
have  arisen  for  them  to  show  of  what  stuff  they  are  made.  The 
contest  is  on;  the  gauntlet  has  been  thrown  down,  and  the  right  of 
college  fraternities  to  exist  has  been  challenged.  They  cannot  now 
afford  to  stand  aloof  on  their  dignity;  the  matter  is  of  too  vital  im- 
portance; the  issue  too  direct  to  be  shunned  and  lightly  treated. 
Acquiescence  now  would  be  an  acknowledgment  of  weakness  and 
defeat.  With  a  good  cause  it  should  not  be  impossible  for  the 
fraternities  to  win  even  in  South  Carolina.  Will  they  make  the 
effort  ?  P.  B.  ITamer.

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A  KAPPA  ALPHA  BUTTON. 

It  is  a  matter  of  common  knowledge  among  all  fraternities  that, 
whatever  the  reason  may  be,  the  alumni  do  not  follow  their  college 
custom  of  wearing  their  pins.  And  the  reason  which  is  usually 
suggested  is  perhaps  the  real  reason  of  it  all — the  fact  that  frater- 
nity pins  are  considered  merely  as  part  of  the  equipment  of  the 
college  man  which  he  should  discard  when  he  has  put  aside  college 
things. 

As  lamentable  as  this  may  be  from  a  standpoint  of  fraternity 
loyalty,  it  is  still  more  deplorable  from  a  practical  standpoint,  for 
in  the  present  state  of  affairs  the  alumni  have  no  way  of  making 
themselves  known  to  their  fraternity  brothers,  active  and  alumni. 
It  cannot  be  expected  that  every  man  shall  know  the  name  of  every 
other  man  in  the  fraternity,  nor  can  it  be  hoped  that  there  will  ever 
be  any  way  of  telling  a  Kappa  Alplia  by  looking  at  him,  if,  in  a 
fraternity  way,  he  is  in  puris  natural il)us. 

Surely  there  should  be  some  way  by  which  mom])ers  of  the  frater- 
nity may  make  themselves  known,  especially  when  travelling  in 
strange  cities  and  places.  The  experience  of  the  writer  leads  him 
to  suggest  that  a  Kappa  Alpha  hutton  will  be  a  very  strong  factor 
in  bringing  about  wider  affiliation  among  members  of  the  fraternity. 

During  the  past  summer  he  has  run  across  many  K.  A.'s  that 
otherwise  he  would  never  have  known  except  for  the  fact  that  by 
chance  he  happened  to  wear  in  the  lapel  of  his  coat  the  little  con- 
vention button  which  was  given  out  at  the  last  convention  by  Mr. 
Petting,  as  we  are  informed. 

An  illustration  of  this  will  not  be  out  of  place.  The  writer  was 
at  a  dinner  not  long  ago  with  throe  other  alumni  of  various  chap- 
ters, men  who  were  close  business  associates,  and  when  one  of  them 
noticed  the  writer's  pin  he  said,  '"  Why  that's  the  first  time  I  have 
seen  that  K.  A.  cross  since  I  left  college."  It  soon  developed  that 
the  other  two  were  also  of  the  same  faith  and  order,  tho'  no  one  of 
the  three  had  known  that  the  others  were  K.  A.'s  before.  The  re- 
sult was  an  awakening  of  fraternity  feeling  on  the  part  of  these 
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alumin  and  when  a  certain  cliaptcr  in  the  future  builds  its  chapter- 
house, two  of  these  K.  A/s  are  going  to  dig  down  in  tlieir  well 
filled  jeans  and  yank  out  about  two  hundred  in  cold  cash  to  help 
along. 

And  this  experience  has  been  repeated  many  times.  The  writer 
lias  been  in  several  instances  the  ilrst  brother  with  whom  a  num- 
ber of  alumni  liave  spoken  about  the  fraternity  in  years  and  he 
attributes  tliis  to  his  button. 

It  is  not  at  all  unusual  for  men  out  of  college  to  wear  buttons, 
as  they  do  in  the  various  fraternal  and  secret  orders.  Many  a  man 
would  wear  a  K.  A.  button  who  would  not  wear  a  pin,  just  because 
he  does  not  wish  to  be  considered  collogc-ish,  if  that  term  may  be 
permitted  here. 

Why,  then,  should  we  not  have  a  button  of  simple  design,  with- 
out the  ostentatious  glitter  and  glare  of  the  average  fraternity  pin, 
a  plain  '^(juiet"  button,  something  on  the  order  of  a  Shriner's  pin?

THE  ORGANIZATION  OF  SIGMA, 

In  January,  1880,  W.  C.  Eion,  a  student  at  Davidson  College, 
was  asked  by  the  writer  to  undertake  the  establishment  of  a  chap- 
ter of  Kappa  Alpha  at  that  institution  and  he  agreed  to  do  so. 
Rion  was  a  member  of  a  prominent  and  well  known  family  at 
Winnsboro,  S.  C,  and  a  handsome,  likable  and  popular  fellow.  In 
a  very  short  time  he  announced  that  he  had  enough  men  pledged 
for  the  chapter,  and  a  charter  for  "Sigma"  Chapter  was  at  once 
obtained  from  D.  R.  Xeal,  who  was  then  living  at  Parkersburg, 
W.  Va. 

A.  B.  Calvert,  then  a  member  of  the  senior  class  at  WofEord  Col- 
lege, was  asked  by  the  writer  to  accompany  him  to  Davidson  for 
the  purpose  of  formally  instituting  the  new  chapter.     On  Friday 


night,  the  5th  of  March,  1880,  we  went  to  Charlotte,  N".  C,  where 
we  remained  until  four  o'clock  Saturday  afternoon,  when  we 
boarded  the  train  for  Davidson  College.  On  the  train  were  a  num- 
ber of  young  men,  students  apparently,  but  whether  any  of  them 
were  prospective  Kappa  Alphas  or  not  we  did  not  know.  Very 
soon  after  leaving  Charlotte  a  handsome  young  fellow,  in  looks  the 
very  ideal  of  a  Kappa  Alpha,  and  whom  we  coveted  for  Kappa 
Alpha  at  once,  came  down  the  aisle  of  the  car  in  which  we  were 
seated,  looked  us  over  very  carefully,  passed  on  to  the  rear  end  of 
the  car  and  called,  "Rion !''  A  moment  afterwards  he  came  back 
with  a  companion  and  introduced  himself  as  "Ed.  Ilolt,"  and  his 
companion  as  "Will  Kion." 

As  we  recall  the  occasion  now,  after  the  lapse  of  more  than  a 
quarter  of  a  century,  we  were  deliglited  at  the  thought  that  such 
splendid  young  men  as  these  were  to  become  Kappa  Alphas.  In 
thought  we  saw  Kappa  Alpha  becoming  what  every  loyal  member 
60  much  desired,  the  home  of  the  best  of  our  chivalrous,  generous, 
manly  Southern  youth.  "We  saw  Kappa  Alpha  entering  upon  a 
new  and  brighter  era  of  history,  and  it  has  been  even  as  we  then 
saw  it.  From  that  time  Kappa  Alpha  became  a  power  in  th^ 
Southern  college  world.  The  velars  before  had  been  a  period  of 
formation  and  foundation-buikling;  henceforth  development  and 
growth  would  be  easy,  steady,  systematic. 

Davidson  College  had  anti-fraternity  laws  but  fraternities 
then  had  little  scruple  about  entering  colleges  without  the  con- 
sent of  the  authorities.  IFad  it  been  otherwise  Kappa  Alpha  to- 
day would  be  without  some  of  her  best  chapters.  The  chance  of 
getting  anti-fraternity  laws  repealed  then  was  not  as  good  as  now 
without  the  aid  of  a  bona  lide  active  chapter.  The  creation  of  a 
fraternity  sentiment  outside  of  a  college  is  an  exceedingly  difBcult 
task. 

Under  the  circumstances,  to  have  arrived  at  Davidson  before 
nightfall  would  have  caused  unnecessary  publicity  and  aroused  un- 
desirable suspicion,  and  the  plan  was  to  get  the  work  done  with  as 
much  secrecy  as  possible,  in  order  that  the  young  chapter  might 
have  ample  time  to  become  thoroughly  established  and  organized 
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before  moving  for  the  repeal  of  the  laws  against  its  exis- 
tence. It  was  decided,  tlierefore,  that  our  party  should  leave  the 
train  at  Caldweirs  Station,  the  next  station  to  the  college,  and 
walk  to  Davidson,  a  divStance  of  three  or  four  miles.  It  being 
already  late  in  the  afternoon,  by  doing  this  we  would  not  reach 
Davidson  until  after  nightfall.  It  was  really  some  time  after  dark 
wlien  we  reached  tlie  college  campus,  and  liere  we  were  temporarily 
halted  while  one  of  our  party  went  forward  to  "spy  out  the  land'* 
and  see  if  it  were  safe  to  approach  the  college  building.  He  re- 
turned presently  and  reported  the  way  clear  and  we  proceeded  di- 
rectly to  the  room  of  S.  A.  Gregg,  Jr.,  then  of  Florence,  S.  C,  one 
of  the  proposed  charter  members.  We  found  there  quite  an  assem- 
bly of  prospective  Kappa  Alphas,  among  them,  so  far  as  we  can 
now  recall,  William  Sims  Bovd,  Robert  Rankin  Bellamv,  John 
Blackwell  Fowle,  George  Spencer  LeGrand^,  Hugh  McCutchen, 
Emslie  Nicholson,  Marcellus  Chandler  Stanback,  Samuel  Fowle 
Telfair,  James  Reid  Williams  and  Laurens  Garlington  Young.  It 
was  expected  by  the  candidates  that  the  initiations  would  take 
place  in  the  college  building,  but  this  was  promptly  decided 
against  and  a  committee  was  sent  out  to  engage  a  suitable  place 
elsewhere,  if  possible.  During  the  absence  of  this  committee  re- 
freshments were  served  and  enjoyed.  The  committee  soon  re- 
turned and  reported  that  they  had  engaged  a  hall  over  the  post- 
ofBce,  which  proved  to  be  a  very  excellent  place  for  the  work  on 
hand,  the  rooms  below  being  unoccupied  in  the  evening  and  the 
building  so  located  as  to  be  nearly  guarded.  The  greatest  secrecy 
was  urged  and  observed  in  making  our  way  from  the  college  build- 
ing to  the  hall.  Scouts  were  sent  out  to  see  if  the  way  was  clear, 
and  if  anyone  was  seen  approaching  we  promptly  scattered  and 
secreted  ourselves  until  it  w^as  again  safe  to  proceed.  The  hall  was 
reached  without  mishap  and  there  again  every  precaution  was 
taken  to  secure  the  ]>rofoundest  secrecy.  Guards  were  placed 
on  the  sidewalks  and  around  the  building  to  see  that  no  inquisi- 
tive outsider  remained  in  the  vicinity.  If  a  stranger  came  along 
and  paused  he  was  at  once  beguiled  into  moving  along,  some  of 
the  guards  possibly  accompanying  him  to  allay  any  incipient  sus- 
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picion.  Nothing  occurred  to  interrupt  or  disturb  the  proceedings, 
and  the  initiations  proceeded  rapidly  and,  doubtless,  somewhat  in- 
formally. The  first  man  initiated  was  Kion;  then  came  Holt, 
Gregg,  Fowle,  Williams,  Boyd,  and  Young,  in  the  order  named. 
There  were  a  number  of  other  candidates  whose  initiation  had  to 
be  deferred  for  lack  of  time.  Even  as  it  was,  it  was  well  on  into 
Sunday  morning  before  adjournment  was  had.  Eion  was  elected 
I.,  Holt  II.,  Gregg  III.,  Fowle  IV.,  Williams  V.,  Boyd  VI.,  Young 
VII.,  and  Gregg  VIII.  After  the  initiation  and  election  of  officers 
a  few  minutes  were  devoted  to  "Voluntary  Remarks." 

Xext  morning  we  returned  to  Spartanburg,  leaving  behind  us 
an  enthusiastic  crowd  of  young  Kappas,  actual  and  prospective. 
It  was  a  great  pleasure  to  give  them  to  the  fraternity,  and  evi- 
dently they  were  as  much  pleased  to  become  identified  with  Kappa 
Alpha.  During  the  next  few  weeks  the  chapter  was  greatly 
strengthened  by  the  initiation  of  C.  C.  Bellamy  and  R.  R.  Bel- 
lamy, of  Wilmington,  N.  C. ;  D.  W.  Bethea,  Jr.,  of  Marion  county, 
S.  C. ;  Henry  Briggs,  of  Valdosta,  Ga.;  G.  S.  LeGrande,  of  Wil- 
mington, N.  C. ;  Hugh  M'Cutchen,  of  Williamsburg  county,  S. 
C;  R.  M.  M'Kay,  of  Cheraw,  S.  C;  J.  I).  Nisbett,  of  Waxhaw, 
S.  C. ;  Emslie  Nicholson,  of  Union,  S.  C. ;  W\  II.  Ross,  of  Flor- 
ence, S.  C;  R.  L.  Ryburn,  of  Shelby,  N.  C. ;  William  Montgom- 
ery Saye,  of  Chester,  S.  C. ;  J.  L.  Scott,  of  Graham,  N.  C. ;  Ed. 
Chambers  Smith,  of  Raleigh,  X.  C;  M.  C.  Stanback,  of  Rich- 
mond county,  N.  C,  and  S.  F.  Telfair,  of  Washington,  N.  C.  Of 
these  original  twenty-three  members  C.  0.  Bellamy,  Rion  and  Saye 
are  dead.  Ed.  Chambers  Smith  every  Kappa  Alpha  knows. 
Nicholson  and  Young  are  both  living  at  Union,  S.  C,  and  both 
are  prominent  men  in  their  community,  Nicholson  being  the  presi- 
dent of  a  large  and  flourisliing  bank,  and  also  president  of  the 
largest  knitting  mill  in  the  South.  Young's  brother,  Macbeth 
Young,  was  a  charter  member  of  I^ho  Chapter  at  the  University 
of  South  Carolina. 

R.  L.  Ryburn  is  a  prominent  lawyer  at  Shelby,  N.  C.  W.  S. 
Boyd  is  living  in  New  Jersey,  and  is  celebrated  as  a  chemist.  J. 
R.  Williams  lives  in  New  York.    I).  W.  Bethea  is  a  planter  at  Dil- 
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Ion,  S.  C,  hsB  a  IotcIv  family,  a  charming  home,  and  is  a  very 
substantial  and  well-to-do  man.  E.  It.  Bellamy  is  at  the  head  of 
e  large  drug  buBJuesB  at  Wihnington,  N.  C.  Ed.  Holt  and  J.  h. 
Scott  both  live  at  Graham,  N.  C.  (J.  S.  LcGrande  is  with  the 
Atlantic  Coast  Line  Haiiroad  at  Wilmington,  N.  C,  Of  the  other 
members  the  writer  has  lost  sight,  but  hopes  some  day  to  renew 
their  acquaintance  through  the  columns  of  the  Jodrnal  if  it  is 
not  permitted  to  meet  (hem  once  again  face  to  face.

JAMES  H.  McCOY,  D.  D. 

The  subject  of  this  skntch.  Rev.  James  H.  McCoy,  D.  D.,  has 
for  several  years  been  one  of  the  loading  spirits  in  Alabama  Meth- 
odism. 


Brother  McCoy  is  an  alumnus  of  Phi  Chapter,  receiving  the 
degree  of  A.  M.  from  the  Southern  University  in  1889,  when  he 
was  only  twenty-one  years  of  age.  While  in  college,  he  took  a 
Tery  prominent  part  in  all  affairs  shared  in  by  the  student  body, 
and  evinced  very  clearly  that  ability  and  sagacity  which  has 
placed  him  in  the  position  of  trust  and  honor  which  he  now  occu- 
pies; at  the  same  time  he  always  exhibited  that  broad  spirit  of 
f raternalism  which  has  characterized  his  work  in  the  ministry. 

He  successfully  contested  for  every  medal  offered  during  his  col- 
lege course  when  he  had  an  opportunity  to  participate ;  was  editor 
of  the  Southern  University  Monthly,  Society  Representative  in 
the  Annual  Challenge  Debate,  and  won  the  Orator's  Medal. 

After  graduation  he  joined  the  North  Alabama  Conference 
of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  South,  and  from  the  first  has 
served  prominent  appointments. 

When  the  lamented  Dr.  Urquhart,  editor  of  the  Alabama  Chris- 
iian  Advocate,  died  in  1902,  Brother  McCoy  was  elected  editor  of 
this  Methodist  organ  in  the  State  of  Alabama. 

He  was  appointed  by  the  College  of  Bishops  as  delegate  to  the 
Ecumenical  Conference  in  London  in  1901,  and  to  the  Inter- 
Church  Conference,  New  York,  in  1905,  and  fraternal  messenger 
from  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Churcli  South  to  the  General  Con- 
ference of  the  Methodist  Church  in  Canada  in  1906. 

His  message  delivered  before  that  body  was  widely  read 
throughout  the  United  States,  and  he  created  a  most  profound 
impression  among  his  brethren  in  Canada. 

At  the  last  General  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church  South,  which  convened  in  Binuingham,  of  which  body 
Brother  McCoy  was  a  member ,  he  delivered  the  address  of  wel- 
come, which  for  its  eloquence  and  thought  was  counted  a  master- 
piece. 

In  June,  1906,  his  Alma  Mater,  the  Southern  University,  con- 
ferred upon  him  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Divinity. 

Brother  McCoy  has  been  mentioned  many  times  as  excellent 
material  for  the  bishopric,  and  it  is  now  conceded  that  he  will 
probably  be  one  of  the  five  bisliops  elected  at  the  next  session  of 
the  General  Conference  of  his  Church. 
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Such  in  brief  is  the  career  of  this  honored  son  of  Kappa  Alpha, 
whom  the  trustees  of  Birmingham  College  recently  elected  Presi- 
dent of  this  Institution. 

The  college  over  which  he  presides  is  young  in  years,  but  a  very 
healthy  infant.  The  report  of  the  Joint  Commission  on  Unifica- 
tion adopted  by  the  two  Alabama  Conferences  of  the  Methodist 
Church  last  fall  will  cause  Methodism  throughout  the  entire  State 
to  rally  to  the  supjiort  of  Birmingham  College. 

The  improvements  already  made  by  the  trustees  of  this  insti- 
tution amount  to  more  than  $50,000,  while  the  campus  comprises 
fifty  acres  of  land  in  the  heart  of  Greater  Birmingham. 

The  property  is  beautifully  situated  on  North  Highlands,  two 
hundred  feet  above  the  level  of  the  city,  and  only  three  miles  from 
the  business  center,  and  some  eight  hundred  feet  above  the  sea 
level.  Just  south  lies  "Red  mountain,"  freiglited  with  the  wealth 
of  iron  ore  and  coal ;  northward  and  to  the  west  are  the  great  hills 
ribbed  with  "black  diamond";  Bessemer,  the  "Marvel  City,"  just 
ten  miles  distant,  in  the  magnificent  Jones  valley.  Altogether  it 
affords  a  site  that  cannot  be  surpassed  in  the  State.  The  school 
is  half  way  between  Birmingham  and  Ensley,  the  great  industrial 
center,  with  its  enormous  furnaces,  rolling  mills  and  allied  indus- 
tries. 

The  trustees  have  been  offered  $100,000  for  the  real  estate 
owned  by  the  institution,  but  have  refused  to  sell  one  acre. 

A  campaign  has  been  begun  to  raise  $200,000  to  erect  more 
buildings.  It  is  expected  that  $100,000  of  this  amount  will  be 
raised  immediately,  as  one  individual  has  subscribed  $25,000  to 
the  fund. 

Birmingham  and  vicinity  have  more  alumni  than  any  other  city 
of  the  State,  and  now  is  the  proper  time  for  Kappa  Alpha  to  view 
this  field  with  an  idea  of  establishing  another  chapter  in  Ala- 
bama.

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A  SUNDAY  AFTERNCX)N  IN  COLUMBIA,  S.  C. 

In  May  of  this  year  I  made  a  business  trip  to  some  of  the  mill 
towns  in  the  Carolinas.  I  had. never  before  seen  either  of  those 
States  except  as  passenger  on  a  through  train. 

I  ran  down  from  Charlotte  to  Columbia  one  Sunday  morning. 
My  letters  of  introduction  could  not  be  presented  till  the  day  fol- 
lowing; so  after  putting  up  at  a  hotel  and  visiting  the  telegraph 
oflRces  I  looked  around  for  occupation.  I  was  impressed  at  once 
with  the  quiet  of  the  place.  Not  even  a  cigar  stand  was  open. 
Coming  from  a  section  of  the  South  where  laws  are  not  so  rigid 
and  not  so  rigidly  enforced  as  in  the  East,  I  liked  the  contrast. 
While  many  of  us  transgress  the  old  rules  of  Sunday  observance, 
I  think  there  are  few  of  us  who  believe  in  the  European  Sabbath. 
If  we  give  aliens  opportunity  to  live  as  sovereigns  instead  of  serfs 
and  to  earn  two  dollars  a  day  instead  of  twenty  cents,  it  is  not 
harsh  to  enforce  respect  for  our  social  institutions. 

Riding  up  from  the  station,  I  had  seen  enough  of  Columbia  to  in- 
terest me  greatly;  and  as  the  afternoon  was  a  perfect  one,  I  de- 
termined to  go  out  and  see  more. 

First,  I  walked  to  the  State  ITouse.  On  the  Capitol  grounds 
are  several  interesting  monuments.  One  is  a  splendid  equestrian 
statue  of  General  Hampton.  Anotlicr  is  a  memorial  to  the  Palm- 
etto Legion  that  served  in  the  Mexican  War.  There  is  an  old 
.bronze  statue  of  General  Washington,  cast  in  Richmond,  appar- 
ently after  Houdon.  There  is  a  cenotaph  for  the  Confederate  sol- 
dier, erected  by  "The  Women  of  Soutli  Carolina."  This  is  a 
beautiful  monument,  but  its  inscriptions  are  even  more  beautiful 
in  their  chastity  of  diction  and  sinoority  of  tone.  They  make  the 
still  marble  vital  with  infinite  sorrow  and  more  than  Spartan 
pride. 

Inside  the  State  House  two  things  were  of  unusual  interest  to 
me.  One  was  a  brass  plate  takon  from  the  cofTm  of  James  Glenn 
at  Linlithgow,  Scotland,  and  prosoniod  to  Soutli  Carolina  by  de- 
scendants of  that  worthy  colonial  (lovornor.  The  words  are  sim- 
pie,  but  somehow  it  is  a  grand,  as  well  as  a  unique,  memorial.     It 
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suggests,  too,  that  these  descendants  of  James  Glenn  were  men  of 
imagination  and  sentiment;  thev  knew  South  Carolina  would 
treasure  this  relic  sent  across  the  sea  from  the  tomb  of  one  who 
had  helped  powerfully  to  make  the  land  and  the  people  what  they 
are. 

An  even  more  impressive  memorial  is  a. large  marble  tablet,  just 
inside  the  entrance.  Does  it  celebrate  Washington  or  Lincoln; 
Yorktown  or  Appomattox ;  the  Monroe  Doctrine  or  the  Fourteenth 
Amendment?  None  of  these.  It  is  inscribed  with  South  Caro- 
lina's Ordinance  of  Secession  and  the  names  of  the  signers.  The 
moral  courage  which  put  this  tablet  in  the  most  conspicuous  place 
in  South  Carolina's  Government  House  is  as  admirable  as  the 
sublime  physical  audacity  with  which  the  ordinance  itself  was 
enacted.  Here  at  least,  I  thought,  are  people  who  think  for  them- 
selves. Here  are  a  people  at  once  martial  and  scholarly,  who  are 
neither  awed  and  dazzled  by  the  success  of  others,  nor  crushed  by 
their  own  defeat.  Here  are  a  people  of  heart,  who  really  love 
their  dead  and  their  living  heroes.  History  will  amply  justify  this 
unconquerable  loyalty. 

With  no  more  definite  aim  than  to  visit  South  Carolina  Uni- 
versity before  the  afternoon  closed,  I  wandered  through  the  beau- 
tiful streets  of  Columbia.  I  saw  two  of  its  venerable  churches, 
with  their  surrounding  cemeteries.  I  saw  beautiful  dwellings  and 
humble  ones,  but  nearly  all  looked  like  homes.  The  streets  were 
lined  with  trees,  most  of  the  yards  were  filled  with  flowers  and 
shrubs.  Many  houses  were  set  close  to  the  banquette.  Families 
sat  on  the  galleries,  reading  or  talking  lazily.  Some  families 
were,  like  myself,  "out  walking."  I  met  more  than  one  group 
like  this:  husband  pushing  baby  carriage,  wife  walking  with  him, 
two  small  prattlers  walking  behind.  Such  sights  have  made  many 
a  bachelor  debate:  Is  it  belter  to  be  lonesome,  but  irresponsible, 
or  to  be — like  that? 

Quiet  and  rest  pervaded  residential  Columbia  that  afternoon. 
Now  and  then  a  trolley  car  rushed  down  a  distant  street,  but  its 
noise  seemed  far  off  and  it  died  awav  in  a  drowsv  hum.  I  saw 
uiany  quaint  and  interesting  places  that  I  sliould  not  have  space  to 
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describe,  even  if  my  memory  were  quite  accurate.  I  will  mention 
only  the  College  for  Women.  This  occupies  a  full  square  and  is 
inclosed  on  all  sides  but  one  by  a  very  high  brick  wall,  which  gives 
an  impressive  and  monastic  effect.  The  place  would  attract  atten- 
tion anvwhere,  in  the  Old  World  or  the  New.  It  had  such  fasci- 
nation  for  me  that  I  walked  slow^ly  around  it  twice  and  felt  like 
lingering  longer  in  its  neighborhood. 

Columbia  has  lots  of  Negroes,  and  this  made  me  feel  at  home. 
I  saw  two  institutions  for  the  higher  education  of  the  colored  per- 
son. The  college  (or  university)  for  boys  has  ample  grounds,  and 
just  across  the  street  is  a  girls'  college.  Some  of  the  college  girls 
were  near  their  fence  and  young  Sambo  was  near  his  fence;  the 
separation  was  pathetic.  On  one  street  I  passed  a  colored  church 
where  afternoon  service  was  being  serverl.  As  I  reached  this  place 
I  saw  a  portly  brother,  dressed  in  Prince  Albert  and  silk  hat,  with 
a  huge  roll  of  black  fat  hanging  down  over  his  white  collar,  going 
into  the  sanctuarv.  Just  as  he  entered  the  vestibule  he  was  met 
by  another  devotee  similarly  dressed.  Thev  shook  liands,  thev  re- 
moved  their  hats  and  bowed  profoundly,  they  showed  their  big, 
white  teeth,  and  said  "IIow  you  do.  Brother?"  with  an  unction  to 
which  no  white  man  could  attain.  I  felt  like  a  naturalist  who, 
imobserved,  has  seen  an  interesting  animal  betray  its  character- 
istics. After  all,  we  need  these  cheerful  reprobates.  They  work 
for  us  a  little,  and  the  comedy  which  they  pl^y  unconsciously 
makes  life  an  easier  thing  for  us. 

Towards  evening  I  reached  the  grounds  of  South  Carolina  Uni- 
versity. I  do  not  see  how  any  college  man  whose  life  after  gradua- 
tion has  been  apart  from  academic  surroundings  and  influences  can 
approach  either  his  own  Ahna  Mater  or  any  other  college  with 
absolute  sang  froid.  The  moment  has  something  of  solemnity  be- 
cause he  is  about  to  see  what  he  himself  was,  and  how  he  himself 
lived  some  five,  or  ten,  or  twenty  years  before.  It  was  with  interest 
nearly  related  to  emotion  that  I  first  observed  a  few  passing  stud- 
ents and  then  gazed  down  the  boautifnl  rectangle  about  which  the 
College  buildings  make  three  sides  and  tlie  street  makes  a  fourth. 
The  place  was  shaded  with  beautiful  trees.     Students  were  on  the 
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galleries  of  the  dormitories  and  on  the  grass,  reading  or  talking, 
singly  and  in  groups.  The  buildings  looked  old  and  as  if  they  had 
done  much  service.  They  did  not  suggest  great  material  pros- 
perity. Yet  the  place  had  distinctly  an  air  and*  a  "manner/^  just 
as  a  man  has.  I  recognized  at  once  what  Froude  in  his  Words 
about  Oxford  calls  "  that  instinct — soul,  spirit,  whatever  it  be — 
which  animates  and  vivifies  everything,  and  without  which  the 
palace  is  not  comparable  to  the  hovel  possessing  it.''  I  thought  at 
once  of  the  generations  of  college  boys  who  had  lived  in  those 
classic  shades,  of  words  spoken  in  the  class-rooms  and  the  Library, 
on  the  walks  and  in  the  society  halls  that  had  thrown  characters 
into  final  form.  I  thought  of  the  intellectual  ecstasy  which  had 
here  come  to  many  a  student  when  a  difficult  mathematical  problem 
or  an  obscure  sentence  in  the  classics,  after  long  bafiling  his  patient 
mind,  had  stood  revealed  as  suddenly  and  as  clearly  as  a  stage  from 
which  the  curtain  has  been  withdrawn.  I  felt  renewed  sympathy 
for  the  ambitions  and  disappointments  of  college  life.  Its  prizes 
are  not  material,  but  they  are  hotly  fought  for — sometimes  for 
selfish  reasons  onlv,  but  often  with  devotion  which  self-interest 
could  not  inspire  and  nearly  always  with  more  of  courage  and 
chivalry  than  are  exercised  by  older  men  in  struggling  for  what 
they  think  are  "rcaF'  ])rizcs.  I  thought  of  fights  and  friendships 
here — of  incidents  that  made  bovs  men  and  revealed  their  charac- 
ters  to  themselves  and  each  other.  As  a  Kappa  Alpha  I  thought 
especially  of  our  Rho  Chapter,  now,  unfortunately,  extinct  at  this 
institution  because  of  anti-fraternity  legislation.  This  seemed  an 
ideal  city  and  an  ideal  college  for  a  chapter  of  our  Order.  I  dare 
swear  that  the  life  of  Tiho  was  such  as  to  make  its  members  better 
men  and  bequeath  to  them  delightful  memories. 

Beyond  these  grounds  I  found  the  College  Chapel,  an  imposing 
piece  of  Grecian  architecture.  Just  in  front  of  the  chapel  begins 
a  street  at  right  angles  with  the  one  by  which  I  had  come.  I 
turned  to  the  left  down  this  street  and  walked  along  by  a  brick 
wall  which  fenced  in  the  college  property  behind  the  dormitories. 
I  walked  very  slowly.  Soon  I  saw  far  away,  near  the  other  end  of 
the  wall,  a  man  and  a  woman,  walking  more  slowly  than  I  was,  for 
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at  first  I  could  hardly  see  that  they  were  moving  toward  me.     Now 

as  we  drew  near  to  each  other  I  could  see  that  the  man  and  the 

"woman  were  deeply  interested  in  conversation.     At  times  each  one 

made  slight  and  graceful,  but  expressive,  gestures.     Each  one  at 

times  turned  a  little  to  look  at  the  other.     When  we  drew  still 

nearer  I  could  see  that  the  woman  was  passing  fair  and  the  man 

lad  a  good  face.     I  do  not  believe  either  one  really  saw  me  when 

we  passed,  though  the  path  was  narrow.     He  was  about  thirty-five, 

she  about  thirty.     He  looked  like  a  professor;  (he  may  have  been 

a  gambler).     She  looked — no,  she  was,  the  real  thing.     I  do  not 

know  what  they  were  talking  about,  but  I  do  know  it  was  not  the 

weather,  or  Carrie's  ambition  to  go  on  the  stage,  or  the  Jones 

family  living  beyond  their  means.     It  was  something  abstract  and 

yet  particular. 

**  Heard  melodies  are  sweet,  but  those  unheard  are  sweeler." 
I  walked  all  around  the  college  enclosure,  loitering  to  look  at  the 
golf  links,  and  when  I  came  out  again  upon  the  street  by  which  I 
had  approached  I  found  this  same  couple  just  ahead  of  me.     But 
maybe  they  had  sat  for  a  while  on  the  steps  of  the  old  chapel. 

Thus,  0  Columbia,  even  as  Aeneas  of  old  walked  down  the 
streets  of  Carthage  invisible  to  mortals  because  of  the  cloud  which 
his  Goddess  Mother  had  thrown  around  hitii,  yet  seeing  all  things 
himself;  just  so  did  I,  wrapped  in  my  obscurity,  look  upon  you. 
But,  Columbia,  it  was  not  a  disrespoctful  or  unfriendly  espionage. 
I  saw  you  the  next  morning  for  a  few  hours  when  your  streets  were 
filled  with  traffic,  but  I  recall  little  of  that.  The  fugitive  glimpse 
I  had  of  you  that  Sunday  afternoon  has  left  an  indescribable  and 
not  to  be  forgotten  charm.  Do  you  believe  in  love  at  first  siglit — 
Columbia?  W.  M.  Drake.

WESTERN  EXTENSION- 

On  page  25  of  the  Oi;tober  Journal  it  is  stated  that  a  resolution 
favoring  Xortliern  extension  was  turned  down  at  the  Norfolk  Con- 
vention. To  those  who  att(*nded  the  Convention  it  is  unnecessary 
to  state  that  no  such  resolution  was  introduced,  and  the  question  of 
Xortliern  extension  did  not  at  anv  time,  bv  resolution  or  otherwise, 
engage  the  attention  of  the  Convention. 
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,  The  resolution  introduced  by  me,  calling  for  AVestern  Extension, 
applied  only  to  the  States  west  of  the  Mississippi  River.  The  Com- 
mittee, while  favoring  the  original  resolution,  reported  a  substitute 
eliminating  the  "propaganda"  or  "missionary"  feature  of  the  pro- 
posed movement,  although  I  had  safely  guarded  it  by  making  it  dis- 
cretionary instead  of  mandatory.  The  Report  of  the  Committee, 
which  was  unanimously  adopted,  was  to  the  effcKit  that  any  further 
extension  in  any  direction  would  rest  in  the  discretion  of  the 
general  officers.  This  was  more  tlian  the  original  resolution  called 
for,  and  it  has  placed  the  Norfolk  Convention  on  record  as  not  only 
not  opposing  Western  extension,  but  Northern  extension  also.  It 
mav  not  have  been  the  intention  of  the  Committee  or  the  Conven- 
tion  to  legislate  upon  the  subject  of  Northern  extension,  but  the 
wording  of  the  Committee  Report  is  unmistakable. 

The  action  of  the  Convention,  therefore,  was  to  repeal  all  of  our 
positive  law  prohibiting  extension  beyond  the  ])()rders  of  the  South, 
if  such  laws  ever  existed,  (which  I  have  always  doubted),  and  which 
certainly  have  never  formed  any  part  of  our  Constitution.  A  posi- 
tive prohibition  is  one  thing,  and  a  discretionary  power  is  another. 
The  Convention  chose  the  latter,  and  the  question  of  "  further  ex* 
tention  in  any  direction "  is  liencoforth  delegated  to  the  general 
officers,  unrestricted  by  any  positive  prohibition.

DELTA 

Wofford  College 
Chapter  Secretary— Charles  P.  Calvert 

Only  the  few  who  have  undergone  the  same  experience  can 
imagine  just  how  we  the  members  of  Delta  feel  at  this  time  of  the 
collegiate  year. 

We  en\7  our  sister  chapters  greatly  because  at  this  time  they  are 
rushing  new  men  and  introducing  the  worthy  ones  to  the  Order. 
While  we  can  only  congratulate  them  and  wish  for  the  their  further 
success,  at  the  same  time  we  see  good  men  in  our  Freshmen  class 
who  are  niado  forbidden  fruit  on  account  of  anti-fraternity  laws. 

However,  after  a  hard  struggle  lasting  six  years,  after  fighting  to 
the  end,  we  were  finally  abolislied  and  must  die  with  our  "arms  and 
trophies  streaming  in  their  original  lustre." 

The  anti^raternity  movement  was  started  as  far  back  as  1897, 
but  not  until  11>00  did  it  organize  into  a  "Brotherhood  for  the  pur- 
pose of  having  fraternities  at  Wofford  College  abolished."  All  men, 
with  few  exceptions,  who  were  not  members  of  a  fraternity  joined 
the  opposing  faction,  and  took  an  oath  that  was  binding  only  until 
their  object  in  view  was  accomplished.  As  the  chapters  were 
rather  too  conservative  at  this  time,  some  very  strong  men  were 
members  of  the  *4Miilantropeans,"  who  also  had  a  very  large 
number. 

In  literarv  societies,  in  class  elections  and  in  all  other  elections 
each  side  put  forward  their  candidate  and  fought  hard  for  him,  but 
as  a  general  rule  tlie  best  man  won,  whether  he  was  a  "Frat-man"  or 
a  "Xon." 
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Matters  went  from  bad  to  worse  and  finally  the  Nons  petitioned 
the  trustees  to  abolish  fraternities.  It  is  very  probable  that  this 
request  of  1903  would  have  been  granted,  but  for  the  fact  that  their 
manner  was  a  bit  dictatorial.  The  trustees  then  instituted  the  one 
year  rule,  which  gave  our  side  side  a  slight  advantage,  as  Freshmen 
would  naturally  side  with  Fraternities.  From  this  time  the  Nons 
were  given  full  power,  being  allowed  to  do  just  as  they  pleased. 
However,  the  crisis  was  fast  coming  and  could  not  be  averted  when 
a  big  howl  and  a  bad  case  of  sour  grapes  arose  over  an  election  of  an 
Annual  staflp.  The  fraternities  thought  it  advisable  just  here  to  let 
the  matter  drop  and  not  issue  an  annual,  but  too  late,  and  our  last 
hope  was  fast  losing  ground.

The  September  Record  of  Sigma  Alpha  Epsilon  contains  a  full 
page  half  tone  of  General  Edmund  Kirby  Smith,  together  with  an 
interesting  sketch  of  this  interesting  soldier  whose  statue  Florida 
has  just  voted  to  place  in  the  Hall  of  Fame.  There  is  little  else  in 
the  Record  of  interest  outside  the  fraternity  except  an  article  on 
fraternity  governors. 

The  Delta  Upsilon  Qiuirterly  for  September  is  a  good  number, 
and  it  is  put  together  in  good  shape,  a  neat  and  attractive  cover, 
good  clear  type,  and  printed  on  extra  good  paper.  It  is  profuse  with 
illustrations  and  instructive  articles.  "  Oxford  Universitv  and 
American  Education,"  "  College  and  the  Man,"  "  Looking  Back- 
ward," and  "  The  Fraternity's  Men,"  are  all  timely  contributions. 
The  geography  of  college  fraternities  is  an  admirable  article  and  is 
accompanied  by  extensive  tables  showing  the  status  of  the  various 
fraternities  in  the  various  States. 

The  October  Beta  Theta  Pi  is  full  of  convention  "impressions'* 
and  pictures,  and  also  contains  several  illustrations  of  the  chapter 
houses  at  Ohio  State  Universitv  and  Dickinson.  The  Greek 
World  department  and  the  editorials  are  above  the  average. 

The  Delta  Chi  Quarterly  for  May  is  filled  with  convention  im- 
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pressions,  and  several  very  fine  pictures.  An  interesting  part  of 
this  number,  in  connection  with  the  convention  stories,  are  the 
clippings  from  the  various  Washington  papers  giving  accounts  of 
the  convention  and  its  work.  The  Exchange  department  of  this 
number  is  also  very  good. 

The  Chi  Omega  Eleusis  is  a  very  handsome  publication,  but  a 
little  unhandy  to  use  when  it  comes  to  review  work.  Rough  edges 
look  very  pretty,  but  they  tempt  a  fellow  to  use  Sunday  School 
words  when  he  tries  to  go  through  it  in  a  hurry. 

THE  GRKEK  EDITORS. 

The  October  Caduceus  of  Kappa  Sigma,  in  a  somewhat  lengthy 
editorial,  under  the  caption  "  John  Smith  vs.  Senator  Sorghum,'^ 
discusses  a  very  interesting  question,  and  one  that  is  playing  no 
little  part  in  the  fraternity  life  of  many  institutions — that  of  using 
the  names  of  "big  men'^  as  inducements  in  spiking.  The  Cadn- 
ceus  contends  that  the  prestige  of  "  big  names  '^  should  not  be  held 
out  as  an  inducement  to  new  men,  and  asks  "  Can  it  be  that  the 
fraternities  that  now  endeavor,  apparently,  to  blind  the  freshman 
in  his  search  for  the  sort  of  good  fellowship  most  suited  to  him, 
by  filling  his  eyes  with  the  dust  of  ^big  names/  are  thereby  betray- 
ing serious  structural  weakness?"  This  may  be  true  in  a  great 
many  cases,  and  there  is  no  doubt  but  that  such  inducements  have 
decided  many  a  new  man  in  the  choice  of  his  fraternity,  but  when 
judiciously  and  properly  used  this  is  a  legitimate  means  by  which 
a  new  man  can  be  rtached.  If  Kappa  Sigma  found  a  diamond  in 
the  rough,  and  polished  it  up  so  that  in  after  life  it  reflected  honor 
upon  the  fraternity  there  is  no  reason  why  Kappa  Sigma  could  not 
refer  to  this  jewel  with  pride,  and  in  nine  cases  out  of  ten  the 
diamond  that  was  once  rough  is  warm  in  enthusiasm  and  praise 
for  the  hand  that  did  the  polishing.  Some  great  men  are  initiated 
for  the  sole  purpose  of  using  their  names  in  this  manner,  and  this 
custom  should  be  frowned  upon,  but  the  real  man  who  in  after  life 
turns  out  a  hero,  nearly  always  pays  homage  to  his  fraternity  for 
his  early  training. 

The  Delta  XJpsilon  Quarterly,  under  the  caption,  "  The  Power 
of  the  Press,*'  says  editorially :

King,  Omicron,  (architect)  ;  Fred  Katzburg,  Alpha  Gamma,  (den- 
tist) ;  Brevealle  Stringfellow,  Alpha  Iota  and  Alpha  Alpha,  (cot- 
ton dealer) ;  E.  P.  Mills,  Alpha  Mu  and  Psi,  (Asst.  U.  S.  Attor- 
ney) ;  Wesley  Wheless,  Alpha  lota,  (lumberman)  ;  and  Dolph  G. 
Frantz,  Alpha  Mu,  (newspaper  scribe  and  City  Secretary). 

Just  prior  to  the  start  into  the  oyster-loaves,  the  boys  re-or- 
ganized by  electing  officers  as  follows:  Henry  Oneal,  president; 
Fred  Ratzburg,  vice-president ;  D.  G.  Frantz,  secretary,  and  Clar- 
ence King,  treasurer.

The  October  Kappa  Sigma  Caduceus  announces  that  hereafter  it 
will  be  issued  i^n  times  during  the  year,  or  monthly  during  the  col- 
legiate year^  and  that  the  January  and  July  numbers  will  take  th'e 
place  of  the  Star  and  Crescent  hereafter.  "Kappa  Sigmas  Abroad" 
is  a  good  feature,  and  a  department  that  would  prove  interesting 
in  any  fraternity  magazine.  The  boys  at  home  should  be  as  in- 
terested in  the  boys  abroad  as  the  boys  abroad  are  interested  in  the 
boys  at  home.  Another  interesting  article  is  "  Kappa  Sigmas  who 
are  doing  things." 

The  September  Record  of  Sigma  Alpha  Epsilon  contains  a  full 
page  half  tone  of  General  Edmund  Kirby  Smith,  together  with  an 
interesting  sketch  of  this  interesting  soldier  whose  statue  Florida 
has  just  voted  to  place  in  the  Hall  of  Fame.  There  is  little  else  in 
the  Record  of  interest  outside  the  fraternity  except  an  article  on 
fraternity  governors. 

The  Delta  Upsilon  Quarterly  for  September  is  a  good  number, 
and  it  is  put  together  in  good  shape,  a  neat  and  attractive  cover, 
good  clear  type,  and  printed  on  extra  good  paper.  It  is  profuse  with 
illustrations  and  instructive  articles.  "  Oxford  University  and 
American  Education,"  "  College  and  the  Man,"  "  Looking  Back- 
ward/' and  "  The  Fraternity's  Men,"  are  all  timely  contributions. 
The  geography  of  college  fraternities  is  an  admirable  article  and  is 
accompanied  by  extensive  tables  showing  the  status  of  the  various 
fraternities  in  the  various  States. 

The  October  Beta  Tlicta  Pi  is  full  of  convention  "impressions" 
and  pictures,  and  also  contains  several  illustrations  of  the  chapter 
houses  at  Ohio  State  University  and  Dickinson.  The  Greek 
World  department  and  the  editorials  are  above  the  average. 

The  Delta  Chi  Quarterly  for  May  is  filled  with  convention  im- 
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pressions,  and  several  very  fine  pictures.  An  interesting  part  of 
this  number,  in  connection  with  the  convention  stories,  are  the 
clippings  from  the  various  Washington  papers  giving  accounts  of 
the  convention  and  its  work.  The  Exchange  department  of  this 
number  is  also  very  good. 

The  Chi  Omega  Eleusis  is  a  very  handsome  publication,  but  a 
little  unhandy  to  use  when  it  comes  to  review  work.  Rough  edges 
look  very  pretty,  but  they  tempt  a  fellow  to  use  Sunday  School 
words  when  he  tries  to  go  through  it  in  a  hurry. 

THE  GRKEK  EDITORS. 

The  October  Caducens  of  Kappa  Sigma,  in  a  somewhat  lengthy 
editorial,  under  the  caption  "  John  Smith  vs.  Senator  Sorghum," 
discusses  a  very  interesting  question,  and  one  that  is  playing  no 
little  part  in  the  fraternity  life  of  many  institutions — that  of  using 
the  names  of  "big  men"  as  inducements  in  spiking.     The  Cadu- 
ceus  contends  that  the  prestige  of  "  big  names  "  should  not  be  held 
out  as  an  inducement  to  new  men,  and  asks  "  Can  it  be  that  the 
fraternities  that  now  endeavor,  apparently,  to  blind  the  freshman 
in  his  search  for  the  sort  of  good  fellowship  most  suited  to  him, 
by  filling  his  eyes  with  the  dust  of  'big  names/  are  thereby  betray- 
ing serious  structural  weakness?'^     This  may  be  true  in  a  great 
many  cases,  and  there  is  no  doubt  but  that  such  inducements  have 
decided  many  a  new  man  in  the  choice  of  his  fraternity,  but  when 
judiciously  and  properly  used  this  is  a  legitimate  means  by  which 
a  new  man  can  be  r6ached.     If  Kappa  Sigma  found  a  diamond  in 
the  rough,  and  polished  it  up  so  that  in  after  life  it  reflected  honor 
upon  the  fraternity  there  is  no  reason  why  Kappa  Sigma  could  not 
refer  to  this  jewel  with  pride,  and  in  nine  cases  out  of  ten  the 
diamond  that  was  once  rough  is  warm  in  enthusiasm  and  praise 
for  the  hand  that  did  the  polishing.     Some  great  men  are  initiated 
for  the  sole  purpose  of  using  their  names  in  this  manner,  and  this 
custom  should  be  frowned  upon,  but  the  real  man  who  in  after  life 
turns  out  a  hero,  nearly  always  pays  homage  to  his  fraternity  for 
his  early  training. 

The  Delta  XJpsilon  Quarterly,  under  the  caption,  "  The  Power 
of  the  Press,"  says  editorially : 
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"  Unless  some  chapter  editors  speedily  reform  we  shall  shortly  try 
hypodermic  injections  of  publicity  to  cure  their  slovenliness.  If  that 
doesn't  work,  we'll  ask  the  chapters  to  try  local  applications  to  remove 
the  cause  of  the  disorder.  We  were  strongly  tempted  to  insert  in  this 
issue  a  photographic  reproduction  of  a  page  of  **copy"  that  lately  came 
to  hand.  The  editor  must  have  written  it  on  top  of  a  box-car  beating 
his  way  to  Joplin,  Mo.  It  stumped  the  local  professor  of  paleontology, 
physical  geography  and  Chinese  literature.  We  intend  to  frame  it  and 
present  it  to  the  contributing  chapter." 

Editor  Goldsmith  will  find  that  Editor  Burnley's  method  pro- 
duces better  results.  Sometimes  it  is  necessary  to  try  the  telegraph 
route  to  an  erring  correspondent,  but  it  generally  produces  results. 

Beta  Theta  Pi  has  found  a  new  "grazing  place"  and  has  entered 
the  University  of  Oklahoma,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  following 
editorial  in  the  October  issue  of  its  magazine. 

Welcome  Oklahoma!  It  is  a  fairly  difficult  task  to  secure  a  charter 
from  the  fraternity.  It  is  a  much  more  difficult  task  to  educate  the 
fraternity  to  an  understanding  of  an  educational  institution  in  a  remote 
part  of  the  country.  We  imagine  that  in  mfiny  colleges  during  the  col- 
lege year  1907-08  when  the  college  annuals  appear  and  the  "  University 
of  Oklahoma  "  appears  on  our  chapter  list,  our  rivals  and  others  will 
say  "Jieta  Theta  Pi  has  entered  another  place  nobody  ever  heard  of." 
We  are  quite  content  that  we  have  heard  of  it  and  know  what  it  is. 

Beta  Theta  Pi  need  not  have  gone  to  the  trouble  to  make  this 
'^explanation"  about  entering  a  "new"  field,  because  Kappa  Alpha 
paved  the  way  for  her  entry  into  this  institution  by  several  months* 
time.  It  is  not  necessary  to  make  explanations  when  entering  new 
fields.     If  it  were.  Kappa  Alpha  would  have  several  to  make. 

SAID  OF  KAPPA  ALPHA. 

Can  you  guess  what  Kappa  Alpha  meant  when  it  solemnly  went  on 
record  in  convention  as  opposing  the  use  of  its  badge  on  anything,  or 
anybody,  where  "respectable  people  cannot  always  with  propriety  view 
it."  In  keeping  with  this  declaration  is  that  of  a  good  Kappa  Alpha 
brother,  who,  after  writing  in  favor  of  prohibiting  the  giving  of  the 
badge  to  any  woman  not  wedded  to  a  K.  A.,  thoughtfully  adds:  "  These 
suggestions  I  offer  not  because  some  good  looking  Southern  girl  has 
one  of  mine  where  it  cannot  be  reached." — Kappa  Sigma  Caduceus. 


K.  A.  Journal  urges  that  an  official  jeweler  be  selected.  The  object 
Is  to  obtain  uniformity  in  its  badges.  To  make  the  Journal  self  sup- 
porting, it  urges  that  it  be  required  of  every  graduate  to  deposit  the 
price  of  two  years*  subscription  with  his  chapter. — Delta  Chi  Quarterly. 

Kappa  Alpha  (S)  has  five  men  at  Oxford  on  Rhodes  scholarships. 
Two  more  are  wished  by  the  Journal,  that  an  alumni  chapter  may  be 
established. 

Interesting  above  all  in  the  Joi^rnal  is  an  article  concerning  offenses 
against  the  fraternity  system.  The  topic  is  treated  under  two  general 
heads:  Offenses  against  the  entire  system  by  a  fraternity  chapter  or  in- 
dividuals; and  those  against  a  particular  fraternity  by  a  chapter  or  its 
members.  Under  the  first  head  is  considered  disrespectful  conduct  by  a 
chapter,  whereby  it  becomes  obnoxious  to  the  college  which  harbors  it; 
as  where  the  name  of  a  fraternity  at  an  institution  is  ever  associated 
with  drunkenness  or  rowdy  habits.  Where  such  conditions  exist,  the 
non-fraternity  man  and  the  people  of  the  community  look  with  suspi- 
cion upon  every  fraternity  man,  and  especially  upon  members  of  the 
offending  fraternity.  Another  serious  offense,  is  that  of  dictating  the 
social  life  of  an  Institution  by  a  combination  of  fraternity  men.  Such 
a  course  excludes  the  non-fraternity  man  from  those  joys  of  college 
life,  the  recollections  of  which  endear  a  man  to  his  college  and 
her  ways.  It  feeds  tne  fires  of  opposition  to  the  fraternity  system,  and 
in  two  ways  the  "system"  is  most  commonly  and  thoughtlessly,  as  well 
as  snobbishly  offended. 

As  for  offenses  against  the  Individual  fraternity  or  chapter,  "  the 
furtherance  of  personal  ambition  "  is  a  most  fruitful  "  source  of  dis- 
cord." The  fraternity  or  chapter  Is  not  a  political  organization,  and 
political  methods  should  be  sternly  suppressed.  "  The  will  of  the 
majority  should  rule  and  it  is  incumbent  upon  the  minority  to  submit.'* 
An  honest  difference  of  opinion  Is  often  possible,  but  stubbornness 
should  not  exist.  If  a  wrong  Is  done,  every  organization  has  a  method 
of  correcting  it  by  appeal  to  higher  authorities.  Impatience,  hot  words 
and  too  free  speech  lead  readily  to  a  disunited  chapter,  the  continuance 
of  which  means  inevitable  destruction.  Steadiness,  coolness,  discretion 
and  tact  will  invariably  avoid  any  such  pitfalls. 

Concluding  this  article,  the  writer  gives  the  following  paragraph  of 
particularly  forceful  truth:  "Very  often  when  the  chapter  Is  desirous 
of  securing  a  man,  his  exclusion  by  one  member  is  a  prolific  source  of 
trouble.  This  occurs  too  frequently  in  chapters  In  all  fraternities. 
Plainly,  there  are  two  sides  to  a  question  of  this  character,  and  It  is 
not  the  purpose  of  this  article  to  discuss  them.  But  It  may  well  be 
asked^  if  the  acquisition  of  any  man,  however  valuable.  Is  worth  the 
causing  of  discord   In   a   previously   harmonious   chapter.     And   when 
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there  is  a  more  diverse  difference  of  opinion,  surely  it  is  not  well  to 
argue  the  question  of  his  admittance  until  trouble  ensues. 

As  a  rule,  it  is  the  minor  affairs  of  fraternity  life  that  cause  dissen- 
sion. The  prevention  of  this  seems  easy,  after  the  trouble  has  occurred. 
A  great  poet  had  affairs  similar  to  these  in  mind  when  he  wrote: 

It  is  the  little  rift  within  the  lute 

That  by  and  by  will  make  the  music  mute 

And  ever  widening  slowly  silence  all.

For  the  evils  of  college  fraternities  I  know  of  but  one  remedy — bring 
in  better  men.  These  organizations  are  good  or  bad  according  to  the 
aggregate  influence  of  the  men  in  them.  If  a  college  has  a  large  body 
of  young  men  in  training  to  be  gentlemen  of  leisure,  idlers,  triflers,  or 
snobs,  it  will  have  fraternities  composed  of  just  these  fellows.  If  a  col- 
lege is  determined  to  educate  only  men  worthy  of  the  money  expended 
on  them,  it  will  make  no  provision  for  the  idler.  The  "  gentleman  of 
leisure  "  at  the  best  Is  only  deadwood  in  our  body  politic.  But  even  if 
he  is  to  be  encouraged,  the  best  training  for  his  youth,  as  well  as  for 
all  other  youths,  is  to  make  him  work.  The  best  preventive  for  youtn- 
ful  vices  is  to  keep  the  boys  busy.  If  a  college  will  drop  from  its  rolls 
all  who  cannot  or  will  not  do  the  work  expected  of  them,  at  the  time 
when  it  is  due,  and  by  tne  man  himself,  not  by  a  hired  coach,  then 
decent  men  will  be  left — all  that  are  worth  educating.  If  decent  and 
industrious  men  are  gathered  into  fraternities,  these  again  will  be 
decent  and  industrious,  as  well  as  democratic.  There  is  nothing 
which  so  promotes  democracy  in  college  as  to  hold  every  man  alike  up 
to  his  work,  while  the  rest,  rich  or  poor,  are  led  quietly  to  the  edge  of 
the  campus,  to  be  dropped  off  into  a  less  strenuous  life. — David  8,  Jor* 
dan,  in  Delta  Upsilon  Quarterly.

"  It  is  in  the  South  that  the  headstones  are  thickest.  Here  Beta 
Theta  Pi  has  fourteen  dead  chapters  out  of  twenty-seven.  Phi  Delta 
Theta  fourteen  out  of  thirty-five,  Phi  Gamma  Delta  fourteen  out  of 
twenty-four.  Kappa  Sigma  sixteen  out  of  fifty-two,  Sigma  Alpha  Bpsilon 
twenty-six  out  of  fifty-five  and  Alpha  Tau  Omega  nineteen  out  of  forty." 

"  In  living  chapters,  the  purely  Southern  fraternity,  Kappa  Alpha, 
naturally  leads  with  forty-eight.  Kappa  Sigma  has  thirty-six,  Pi  Kappa 
Alpha  and  Sigma  Alpha  Epsilon,  twenty-nine  each;  Phi  Delta  Theta 
and  Alpha  Tau  Omega,  each  twenty-one.  No  other  fraternity  has  over 
thirteen  living  chapters  in  that  section."

A  good  deal  is  continually  finding  space  about  the  "Union  Triad"  and 
the  "Miami  Triad."  The  first  includes  Kappa  Alpha  (Northern), 
Sigma  Phi  and  Alpha  Phi — all  founded  at  Union  College.  The  second 
consists  of  Beta  Theta  Pi,  Phi  Delta  Theta  and  Sigma  Chi — all  estab- 
lished at  Miami  College.  But  why  not  at  "Lexington  Triad?"  Lexing- 
ton, Virginia,  is  the  birthplace  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega,  kappa  Alpha 
(Southern)  and  Sigma  Nu.  The  history  of  the  development  of  the 
Lexington  fraternities  will  be  found  to  be  Just  as  significant  as  that  of 
the  Miami  organizations.  As  for  the  Union  Triad  its  only  claim  to 
fame  is  the  fact  that  Baird  has  mentioned  the  name.  They  are  long 
ago  out  of  the  running.  In  these  days  fraternities  must  show  some- 
thing more  than  mere  remoteness  of  birth  In  order  to  be  entitled  to 
consideration  in  the  Greek  world.  The  aggregate  chapter  rolls  of  the 
Union  fraternities  is  26  against  164,  the  chapter  rolls  of  the  Lexingrton 
fraternities. — Alpha  Tau  Omega  Palm.

Dr.  Morris  got  his  education  at  Randolph-Macon  College,  of  Ashland, 
Va.,  where  he  graduated  with  the  degree  of  A.  M.  in  the  year  1881.  He 
had  before  this  attended  the  University  of  Georgia  for  one  year,  and 
afterwards  (1883-'84)  attended  the  University  of  Virginia.  After 
teaching  in  sever nl  schools — one  of  which  was  McGuire's  School,  then 
located  on  Gamble's  Hill,  where  he  taught  for  two  sessions — ^he  entered 
the  Virginia  Theological  Seminary,  near  Alexandria,  in  1886,  and  there 
was  graduated  in  1889.  Immediately  on  graduation,  in  company  with 
the  Rev.  Lucian  Lee  Kinsolving,  now  Bishop  of  Sduthern  Brazil,  he 
sailed  for  that  country  as  one  of  the  Church's  first  missionaries,  and 
had  the  conspicuous  privilege  of  being  one  of.  the  pioneers  in  that 
great  work  of  the  Church.  After  twelve  years  of  service  in  Brazil 
he  was  compelled  by  illness  in  his  family  to  return  here,  and  since 
1902  has  been  in  Virginia. 

For  two  winters  he  was  located  In  Richmond.  In  1902-1903  he 
had  charge  of  St.  Paul's  Church  during  the  illness  and  consequent 
absence  of  Dr.  Robert  Strange,  the  rector.  Again  in  1903-1904  he  occu- 
pied the  same  position  at  Grace  Church  during  the  absence  of  its  rec- 
tor, the  Rev.  Tendon  Mason.  In  summer  of  1904  he  accepted  a  call 
to  St.  James'  Church,  Leesburg,  Va.,  where  he  remained  until  January 
of  1906,  when  he  took  charge  of  Christ  Church,  Norfolk,  Va.

If  one  may  Judge  by  his  prominence  in  State  afTairs  the  prediction 
that  Grand  Historian,  V.  Otis  Robertson  would  some  day  represent 
Mississippi  in   the  United   States  Senate  is  not  without  ground.     In 
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May  the  Daugbters  of  the  Confederacy  met  in  Jackson,  Miss,  and  the 
local  paper  has  this  to  say,  notwithstanding  that  Governor  Vardaman 
followed  Brother  Robertson:     Hon.  V.  Otis  Robertson,  of  the  Jackson 
bar.  one  of  Mississippi's  most  gifted  orators,  delivered  the  address  of 
welcome  in  behalf  of  the  Mayor  of  Jackson.    It  was  a  magniiflcent 
effort,  and  unquestionably  the  feature  of  the  evening.    In  August  this 
address  was  followed  by  one  in  Meridian,  referred  to  in  the  following 
from  the  Evening  Star:    The  material  men,  sub-contractors  and  labor- 
ers in  all  parts  of  the  State  are  much  interested  in  a  change  of  the 
mechanic's  lien  law  of  the  State.     They  claim  that  the  law  does  not 
protect  them  from  the  hands  of  irresponsible  contractors  and  owners 
who  can  take  advantage  of  technicalities  to  avoid  their  Just  debts. 
Meetings  have  been  held  in  Jackson,  Hattiesburg  and  Vlcksburg  with 
a  view  to  considering  the  present  laws  and  formulating  plans  for*  such 
changes  as  are  thought  wise.    A  meeting  of  all  material  men,  contrac- 
tors, all  sub-contractors  and  laborers  of  Meridian  has  been  called  for 
to-night  at  the  Knights  of  Columbus  Hall,  corner  Twenty-third  avenue 
and  Fourth  street,  to  take  up  the  matter  with  Hon.  V.  Otis  Robertson, 
of  the  Jackson  bar,  who  has  given  our  lien  law  careful  study,  and 
who  has  drafted  a  new  law,  largely  modeled  after  the  one  now  in 
force  in  West  Virginia,  which  will  be  read  and  considered.    It  is  said 
that  the  law  is  perfectly  fair  in  all  of  its  parts;  giving  the  owner  and 
the  contractor  complete  protection,  at  the  same  time  guarding  the  in- 
terests of  material  men,  sub-contractors  and  laborers.     The  law  now 
proposed  makes  it  difficult  for  a  dishonest  owner  and  a  rascally  con- 
tractor to  collude  to  the  injury  of  all  who  furnish  material  and  labor 
in  the  construction  of  buildings.     The  meeting  to-night  will  nominate 
a  committeeman  to  serve  on  a  central  committee  made  up  of  repre- 
sentatives   from    Vlcksburg,    Hattiesburg,    Greenville,    Natchez,    Yazoo 
City  and  Jackson  in  drafting  proposed  changes.     Mr.  Robertson's  law 
will  doubtless  be  followed  as  a  basis  of  work  in  the  construction  of 
the  new  bill  to  be  offered  at  the  next  session  of  the  legislature. 

JuLiEN  GuNN,  Eta  and  Lamba,  was  overwhelmingly  nominated  for 
the  position  of  Commonwealth's  Attorney  in  the  Democratic  primary 
of  Henrico  county,  Va.,  In  September,  though  pitted  against  the  incum- 
bent, one  of  the  ablest  lawyers  in  his  section.  Brother  Gunn  was  form- 
ally elected  unanimously  In  the  general  election  In  November,  and 
will  enter  upon  the  duties  of  his  office  January  1.

Samuel  Herbert  Zimmerman.

He  was  born 
March  1,  1861.  He  was  one  of  the  best  known  clergymen  in  the  State, 
and  for  many  years  was  statistical  secretary  of  the  South  Carolina 
Conference.  At  the  time  of  his  death  he  was  financial  agent  of  Co- 
lumbia College,  engaged  in  the  work  of  raising  an  endowment  for  th~at 
institution  of  the  Church. 

Paul  Thomas  Brodie. 

Prof.  Paul  Thomas  Brodie,  of  Iota  Chapter,  Furman  University,  died 
at  Clemson  College,  November  3,  1907.  At  the  time  of  his  death  he 
was  professor  of  mathematics  and  engineering  at  Clemson  College, 
which  position  he  had  held  since  1897.  He  was  graduated  from  Fur- 
man  University  in  1887,  and  for  several  years  was  superintendent  of 
the  city  schools  at  Spartanburg  and  Bennettsville,  S.  C,  going  from 
the  last  named  place  to  Clemson  College. 

Joseph  Q.  Wertz. 

Rev.  Joseph  Q.  Wertz  died  at  China  Grove,  N.  C,  on  the  10th  of  Au- 
gust, 1907.  Brother  Wertz  was  a  member  of  the  first  Mu  chapter  at 
Newberry  College,  S.  C,  some  of  his  contemporaries  there  being  J.  B. 
O'Neall  Holloway,  Rev.  R.  E.  Campbell,  now  a  Presbyterian  minister 
at  Philadelphia;  W.  J.  Stribling,  Walhalla,  S.  C,  and  others.  At 
the  time  of  his  death  he  was  pastor  of  the  Lutheran  church  at  China 
Grove.  He  was  a  native  South  Carolinian,  of  good  old  Lutheran  stock, 
having  been  bom  in  that  portion  of  Saluda  county  which  was  formerly 
a  part  of  Edgefield.  He  was  fifty-two  years  of  age,  and  was  graduated 
from  Newberry  College  in  the  class  of  1878. 

Edward  Leiand  ShackeHord. 

During  the  early  part  of  July  we  of  the  Alpha  Lambda  Chapter  suf- 
fered an  irreparable  loss  when  our  brother,  Edwin  Leiand  Shackelford, 
was  taken  from  us  by  the  will  of  the  Almighty  on  the  second  day  of 
that  month  after  an  illness  which  lasted  for  nearly  a  year. 
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Born  in  Virginia  in  188G,  Brother  Shackelford  received  his  early 
education  in  that  State,  but  several  years  later  came  to  Baltimore  and 
entered  the  college  preparatory  school  of  Dr.  Deichmann,  from  which 
he  entered  the  undergraduate  department  of  Johns  Hopkins  University 
in  the  fall  of  1904.  Three  years  later  he  was  graduated  from  that  in- 
stitution with  the  degree  of  bachelor  of  arts  with  an  enviable  record 
for   scholarship   throughout   his   entire  collegiate   course. 

During  his  three  years  at  Johns  Hopkins  Brother  Shackelford  won 
a  popularity  among  his  classmates  which  reflected  the  highest  credit 
upon  himself  and  the  Order  to  which  he  belonged.  In  the  senior 
year  this  culminated  in  his  election  to  tne  office  of  president  of  the 
class,  the  highest  elective  office  which  his  classmates  could  bestow  upon 
him  in  token  of  their  esteem  and  good  will.  He  was  also  manager 
of  the  'Varsity  foot-ball  team  during  the  same  year,  and  athletic  editor 
of  the  student  publication,  "The  Xewsletter." 

After  graduation  he  spent  last  year  as  assistant  master  in  Dr. 
Deichmann's  School,  at  Baltimore,  and  it  was  his  intention  to  return 
to  Johns  Hopkins  this  fall  to  pursue  graduate  studies  in  history  and 
political  science,  when  a  fatal  illness,  the  result  of  a  critical  case  of 
typhoid  of  the  previous  year,  overtook  him.

THE  JOURNAL       afford  a  medhim  for  interchange  of  news  and 

views  between  the  various  active  chapters. 
When  the  first  volume  was  issued,  our  alumni  were  small  in  numbers, 
but  now  our  alumni  membership  far  exceeds  the  number  of  active 
members,  and  so  has  developed  an  equally  important  function  of  the 
Journal,  that  of  keei)ing  the  alumni  in  touch  with  the  affairs  of  the 
Order.  Another  function  of  this  magazine  is  to  furnish  opportunity 
for  the  discussion  of  general  fraternity  topics  and  of  subjects  relating 
to  the  welfare  of  our  own  organization  and  for  the  publication  in 
permanent  form  of  articles  relating  to  the  history  of  the  Order  and 
narrating  the  achievements  of  her  distinguished  alumni.  These  will 
form  the  basis  of  the  history  of  the  Kappa  Alpha  Order  which  will 
some  day  be  written. 

Since  these  are  the  objects,  it  behooves  us  to  consider  how  we  may 
best  attain  these  objects.  It  is  clear  that  the  Journal  cannot  reach 
perfection  as  a  disseminator  of  news  between  the  active  chapters 
without  the  hearty  co-operation  of  the  chapter  secretaries.  Our  record 
in  the  matter  of  chapter  letters  has  not  been  bad  in  the  past  few 
years,  as  only  three  letters  have  been  missing  in  more  than  three 
years.  But  promptness  and  care  in  preparation  are  of  the  greatest 
importance,  and  all  the  chapter  secretaries  have  not  measured  fully 
up  to  the  standard  in  these  respects.  A  number  of  letters  for  this 
issue  were  received  long  after  the  aj: pointed  time — one  as  late  as 
November  30th,  the  day  before  the  .Journal  should  have  appeared, 
seriously  delaying  the  issue.  Owing  to  the  increasing  number  of 
alumni,  it  is  equally  important  that  alumni  chapter  secretaries  send 
at  least  two  letters  a  year  to  tlie  .Toxrnal,  in  order  that  the  active 
members  may  be  informed  as  to  the  doings  of  the  alumni,  just  as  the 
alumni  may  learn  of  the  active  chapters  from  their  chapter  letters. 
We  have  a  large  number  of  enthusiastic  alumni  chapters,  but  few 
alumni  chapter  secretaries  properly  perform  their  duties,  and  if  the 
officers  of  these  organizations  fail  in  their  duty,  we  cjin  hardly  expect 
the  other  members  to  maintain  their  interest.  Rut  the  Jot  rnal  can- 
not be  made  up  simply  of  active  and  alumni  chapter  letters.  There 
must  be  contributions  for  its  pages  from  active  and  alumni  members 
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generally.  While  we  have  many  enthusiastic  members,  few  take  this 
sort  of  interest.  Look  over  the  last  three  or  four  volumes  of  the 
Journal  and  you  will  iBnd  that  you  can  count  the  contributors  of 
articles  for  its  pages  on  your  fingers.  Out  of  a  membership  of  approxi- 
mately seven  thousand,  it  seems  hardly  fair  that  a  dozen  men  should 
do  all  the  work  for  the  magazine  and  labor  to  entertain  the  Journal's 
readers,  and  to  build  up  the  Order,  while  thousands  do  nothing  in  this 
line.

Ten  of  these  thirty  teams  were 
captained  by  Kappa  Alphas,  and  seven  had  Kappa  Alpha  mana- 
gers. 

The  Kappa  Alpha  captains  were  Barrett  of  Sewanee,  Thompson 
of  North  Carolina  A.  and  M.,  Mann  of  University  of  North 
Carolina,  Evans  of  Kentucky  University,  Thraves  of  Richmond 
College,  Dovell  of  William  and  Mary,  Johns  of  Hampden-Sidney, 
Carpenter  of  Georgetown,  Kentucky,  Martin  of  William  Jewell, 
and  Corbett  of  Florida. 

Kappa  Alpha  managers  were  Palmer  of  Vanderbilt,  Atkins  of 
Sewanee,  Doty  of  Kentucky  University,  Perkins  of  William  and 
Mary,  Weakley  of  Georgetown,  Kentucky,  Lee  of  Charleston  Col- 
lege and  Shands  of  Florida.

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CHPS  NEW  CHAPTER  HOUSE. 

After  many  years  of  waiting  and  wishing,  years  marked  by  a 
continuous  desire  for  the  same  thing,  a  continuous  striving  toward 
the  same  end,  Chi  chapter  has  at  last  come  into  the  possession  of  a 
suitable  home.  This  is  the  thing  we  have  always  desired;  this  is 
the  end  toward  which  weliave  always  striven.  This  has  been  the 
goal  of  our  ambition  for  years  past.  Sometimes,  it  is  true,  it 
seemed  to  be  an  idle  dream,  to  be  realized  only  by  our  successors  in 
the  far  distant  future,  at  other  times  it  seemed  almost  in  sight. 
But  up  to  last  year  there  had  been  no  definite  plans  to  work  by, 
no  systematic  scheme  for  the  attainment  of  our  object.  Then, 
however,  we  awoke  fully  to  the  crying  need  for  a  house,  one  which 
should  do  credit  to  the  chapter  and  which  should  be  the  equal,  if 
not  the  superior  of  any  on  the  campus.  We  were  stimulated  to  this 
by  our  alumni,  particularly  among  whom  may  be  mentioned  Dr. 
B.  E.  Young. 

As  a  result  of  this  active  movement,  the  old  house  and  lot  which 
had  been  donated  to  us  by  one  of  our  alumni,  Mr.  E.  E.  Barthell, 
and  which  we  had  occupied  for  several  years,  was  sold,  and  a  part 
of  the  proceeds  were  expended  in  the  purchase  of  a  larger  lot  on 
Twenty-Fourth  Avenue.  The  entire  charge  of  building  was  then 
placed  in  the  hands  of  a  committee,  composed  of  several  of  our 
local  alumni,  headed  by  Dr.  Young,  which  at  once  began  to  prepare 
the  plans.  Several  plans  were  submitted  for  the  financing  of  the 
house  but  none  were  practical,  as  paying  for  a  chapter  house  is  a 
slow  process  for  a  bunch  of  college  boys  dependent  upon  their 
parents  for  support. 

At  this  crisis,  the  committee  was  offered  the  home  of  Mr.  S. 
Cline,  a  prominent  shoe  merchant  of  this  city,  at  a  reasonable 
price,  and  they  at  once  without  hesitation,  decided  to  purchase. 
This  house  is  only  a  block  from  the  Broad  Street  car  line  and  a 
little  over  a  block  from  the  University.  It  is  even  closer  than  this 
to  the  athletic  field.  Add  to  these  facts  the  desirability  of  the 
neighborhood  and  one  can  readily  see  that,  as  far  as  location  was 
concerned,  this  house  was  ideally  situated.  The  house  is  practi- 
cally new,  as  it  has  only  been  built  about  a  year.     The  terms 
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offered  were  very  casv,  in  fact  they  were  exactly  suited  to  t!ii'  con- 
ditions, ns  wc  hnve  about  twelve  years  in  which  to  pay  for  it.  The 
interior  of  the  house,  also,  operated  as  a  strontr  inducement  towards 
its  purchase,  as  it  was  arnuipcd  as  if  liullt  for  that  purpose.  The 
price  paid  for  Ihe  house  and  lot  wa.<  sMiJ.iidl).  and  in  onler  to  ijive 
an  idi'H  of  llic  liarpiin  which  n*e  secured,  I  need  only  state  that 
we  K-cr>  offered  a  honiis  of  one  lliuusand  dollars  on  the  phiec.      So 
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As  I  have  sni.l  liel-ore.  (lie  house  is  pm.-ti.iiily  new.  nnd  !,;i- 
kejit  in  hi'aiitifiil  .■on.liti.m.  Ii  has.  also,  all  the  lati'st  iiimlci 
priiveiiients  and  is  siridly  up-to-dati-  in  every  res|iect.

All  credit  for  the  success  of  this  movement  is  given  to  Dr.  Bert 
Young,  without  whom  it  would  have  heen  impossible.  He  has 
been  unremitting  in  his  ellorts  in  our  behalf  and  the  chapter  can 
never  cease  to  be  thankful  to  him  for  the  untiring  zeal  and  energy 
he  displayed  in  our  behalf.  Personally,  he  has  superintended  the 
whole  transaction  and  has  successfully  carried  through  the  whole 
tmdertaking.  Associated  with  him  on  the  building  committee  were 
Brothers  Keeble,  Barthell,  Hart,  and  Stockell,  to  whom  also  the 
chapter  is  deeply  grateful.  To  Mrs.  Young,  also,  we  owe  a  debt 
of  gratitude  which  we  can  never  hope  to  repay.  For  to  her  is  due 
the  fact  that  the  interior  presents  the  excellent  display  of  taste 
which  has  won  from  our  many  friends  and  others  so  many  com- 
pliments. 

And  now  as  to  the  house  itself.  It  is  a  commodious,  two  story 
structure  of  buff  brick,  trimmed  with  concrete  and  with  a  stone 
foundation.  In  addition  to  the  full  stories,  there  is  a  large  attic 
and  a  well  arranged  roomy  basement.  A  view  of  the  exterior  is 
shown  on  another  page  of  this  issue.  The  lot  is  fifty  feet  front 
and  extends  back  about  one  hundred  feet.  The  house  itself  is 
about  forty-five  in  width  and  about  the  same  in  length,  exclusive  of 
the  kitchen  and  back  porch.  Across  the  entire  front,  there  is  a 
concrete  porch,  without  a  cover,  while  directly  in  front  of  the  door 
is  a  cover  supported  by  fluted  white  columns.  The  roof  is  a  plain 
gable  one,  covere<l  with  slate,  with  two  small  dormer  windows, 
directly  over  the  front  door.  As  the  house  is  on  a  slope,  the  yard 
is  terraced  and  sodded. 

The  first  floor  of  the  house  is  composed  of  three  living  rooms, 
namely,  the  music  room  to  the  left  as  you  enter,  the  library  to  the 
right,  and  the  dining  room  in  the  back  connected  with  the  library 
with  sliding  doors,  and  one  bedroom.  The  three  living  rooms  are 
all  connected  with  each  other  and  with  the  hallway  by  sliding 
doors,  permitting  them  to  be  thrown  into  one  and  thereby  providing 
us  with  a  large  dance  hall.  They  are  floored  with  an  excellent 
hardwood.     Upstairs,  there  are  five  bedrooms. 

In  entering  the  house,  one  is  ushered  into  the  hall,  which  is  ten 
feet  wide,  by  twelve  long.  At  the  back  of  this  hall,  to  the  left, 
stairsteps  ascend  to  the  second  floor,  which,  after  making  a  turn. 
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cioss  the  hallway  by  means  nf  n  beautiful  ardi.  Underneath  these 
steps  there  is  a  large  closet,  ivhich  we  now  use  as  a  place  for  storing 
our  paraphernalia.  The  hall  is-  papered  in  a  dark  red  and  the  ceil- 
ing is  done  in  a  flegli  color,  wiiile,  at  short  intervals,  large  beams 
cross  it,  giving  it  a  beautiful  appearance.  Around  the  walls,  there 
is  a  wainscoating  three  feet  high  and  this,  together  with  the  beams 
and  other  wood  work,  is  finished  in  the  old  Mission  finish.  On  the 
newel  post,  there  is  a  beautiful  electrolier  representing  "The  Flight 
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of  the  Birds."  The  front  door  is  of  single  pane  glass,  ornamented 
with  a  delicate  net  lace  curtain  presenting  in  relief  a  Kappa  Alpha 
badge.  Tlie  walls  of  the  hall  are  hung  with  pennants  and  burnt 
leather  ornaments. 

To  the  left  in  front,  there  is  the  music  room.  This  room  is  in 
marked  contrast  to  (ho  hall  and  the  other  two  rooms  down  stairs, 
being  finished  in  green  with  the  woodwork  in  pure  white  enamel. 
The  furniture  here  is  of  solid  mahogany,  and  we  have  also  in  here 
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our  piano  which  is-  also  finished  in  mahogany.  The  curtains  in 
this  room  are  of  cream  net,  overhung  with  draperies  of  figured 
green  madras.  On  the  floor  is  a  large  green  art  square.  The 
electric  chandelier  is  finished  in  gilt,  and  besides  it  there  are  two 
small  electroliers,  one  on  each  side  of  the  piano  to  match.  In  here 
are  hung  pictures  by  American  artists,  Christy,  Fisher,  Gilbert 
^md  others. 

Just  across  the  hall  from  this  room  is  the  library.  It  is  fur- 
nished in  true  club  style,  being  in  old  Mission.  The  scheme  is  car- 
ried out  both  in  the  furniture  and  in  the  finish  of  the  room.  The 
walls  in  here  are  papered  in  dark  green,  while  the  ceiling  is  a  creamy 
white  ornamented  with  a  green  flowered  border.  On  each  side  of 
the  mantel  there  are  book  cases  built  into  the  house,  of  the  same 
leight  as  the  mantel  and  with  leaded  glass  doors  of  diamond  shaped 
panes.  The  curtains  here  are  of  white  net  overhung  with  drap- 
^es  of  flowered  dimity.  The  chandelier  is  in  perfect  accord  with 
the  rest  of  the  room,  being  finished  in  corroded  brass  finish. 
•  The  dining  room,  which  adjoins  this  room,  is  in  the  same  style. 
Here,  however,  there  is  a  five  foot  wainscoating  around  the  walls, 
surmounted  by  a  stein  rack.  The  walls  in  here  are  of  a 
shade  lighter  green  than  those  in  the  library,  while  there  is  also  a 
deep  border  of  grape  vines  hung  with  large  clusters  of  grapes.  The 
ceiling  in  here  is  of  the  same  color  as  that  in  the  library,  but,  in- 
stead of  being  plain,  it  is  crossed  at  intervals  by  beams.  The 
chandelier  is  a  large  octagon  shaped  glass  dome,  with  a  beaded 
glass  fringe.  On  each  side  of  the  mantel  there  is  a  small  electro- 
lier corresponding  to  the  large  central  one.  The  walls  of  both 
this  room  and  the  library  are  ornamented  with  numerous  college 
and  fraternity  pennants,  pictures  and  other  decorations,  while 
around  the  stein  rack  in  the  dining  room  are  scattered  steins,  busts, 
mottoes,  shields  and  various  and  sundry  ornaments  which  go  to 
t)rnament  a  college  boy's  room.  In  the  hallway  and  library  the  floor 
ifl  covered  by  numerous  rugs,  large  and  small,  of  various  shapes, 
sizes,  colors,  and  designs.  In  the  dining  room  there  is  a  large  art 
square  in  perfect  accord  with  tlie  rest  of  the  ornaments. 

Upstairs  there  are  five  bedrooms,  each  of  these  being  finished  in 
its  own  peculiar  style  and  color.     Each  has  its  distinct  pattern  of 
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paper  and  a  distinct  stain.  One  is  in  white  and  blue,  another  in 
white  and  green,  anolhur  in  wliite  and  brown,  another  in  oak. 
another  in  walnut.  The  bedroom  downstairs  is  in  solid  green. 
All  of  the  rooms  are  furnished  with  white  iron  beds,  and  other  fur- 
niture necesaarv  for  living.  Convenient  to  the  bedrooms  upstairs, 
there  is  a  large  bath  room  with  a  lavatory  and  closet,  and  down- 
stairs there  is  also  a  toilet  and  lavatory.  These  rooms  are  floored 
in  tile  with  white  enameled  walls.  Both  lavatories  nro  fiiriiislied 
with  mirrors  and  small  closets  for  toilet  necessities. 
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Hallway  and  Pai  lor — Chl's  Houkp. 

In  eacli  room,  IJiore  is  a  large  closet,  besides  a  large  cedar  floaet 
and  linen  c-ioset  in  the  u|)slairs  hallway.  The  uttie  is  used  for 
storing  plunder  and  clothes.  The  basement  contains  a  large  and 
excellent  furnace,  a  laundry,  and  a  room  for  the  negro  servant. 
We  have  also  down  there  our  own  fdter  enabling  us  to  supply  our- 
selves with  plenty  of  pure  water.  .Ml  of  the  furniture  is  perfectly 
new,  a  large  part  of  it  having  been  bought  in  Chicago  l)y  Dr. 
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Young.  The  cnrt^iins,  draperies,  and  other  interior  decorations 
are  tlie  result  of  Mrs.  Young's  work  and  are  excellent  in  their  dis- 
play of  taste  and  beauty. 

But  to  fully  appreciate  the  beauty  of  this  house  of  ours,  it  is 
necessary  that  one  should  enter  it,  for  I  feel  sure  that  I  have  not 
done  it  justice,  and  I  feel  more  sure  that  no  one  can  describe  it  so 
as  to  present  to  the  mind's  eye  an  exact  picture  of  the  interior. 
On  another  page  of  this  issue  will  be  found  three  views  taken  of 
the  interior  at  our  opening  reception.  In  general,  I  will  say,  that 
the  whole  house  inipn^sses  one  with  its  display  of  taste  and  beauty, 
ii  is  excellently  arranged  for  convenience  and  could  not  be  better 
suited  for  our  purpose  if  we  had  built  it  ourselves. 

OUR  OrENJNO  RFXEPTIOK. 

The  house  was  thrown  open  on  the  seventeenth  of  October,  and  a 
swell  reception  and  dance  were  given  by  the  chapter.  For  the 
afternoon  affair,  one  hundred  and  fifty  invitations  were  issued. 
Tliese  were  tastefully  gotten  up  on  Kap[)a  Alpha  stationery.  The 
entire  house  was  decorated  for  the  occasion  with  potted  plants  and 
cut  flowers.  In  the  dining  room  was  the  table  from  which  was 
served  the  coffee  and  other  refreshments.  In  the  centre  of  the 
tfcble  was  placed  a  large  bunch  of  white  chrysanthemums,  while  the 
edges  and  corners  were  tastefully  draped  with  vines.  On  each  cor- 
ner were  placed  candelabra  containing  red  and  yellow  candles,  and 
candlesticks  containing  the  same  were  scattered  in  profusion  around 
the  stein  rack  and  other  tables  in  the  two  rooms.  Large  palms, 
ferns  and  other  potted  plants  (illed  every  available  corner,  mantel, 
and  table  in  the  house.  The  whole  presented  a  scene  of  beauty 
rarelv  if  ever  witnessed  in  anv  fraternitv  house.  Hither  came 
flocking  our  alumni,  their  wives,  sisters  and  sweethearts,  our 
mothers  and  fathers,  our  uncles,  our  cousins  and  our  aunts.  Age 
and  youth,  beauty  and  otherwise  mingled  and  commingled  in 
happy  conversation.  They  all  mixed  and  mixed  with  the  crowds, 
talked  of  the  beautv  of  the  house,  of  the  bcautv  of  the  decorations, 
of  the  beautv  of  the — I  was  about  to  sav  the  bovs,  but  I  will  turn 
it  around  and  sav  the  bovs  talked  of  the  beautv  of  the  girls.  Thev 
all  ate  their  refreshments — its  a  cinch  on  that,  for  they  were  tip- 
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top — and  went  away  vowing  tliey  had  never  had  a  better  time  in 
their  liTes.  Ihiring  the  course  of  the  evening,  a  delicious  course  of 
salad,  sandwiches,  olives,  crackers,  canily,  nuts,  coffee,  and  an  ice 
were  served.  The  color  scheme  was  carried  out  in  the  ices  and 
cukes  and  also  in  the  candy,  the  whole  course  being  especially  de- 
licious to  the  palate  and  pleasing  to  the  eye. 

From  the  music  room  an  orchestra  dispensed  sweet  music  for 
the  occasion,  while  the  awcet  strains  that  issued  therefrom  mingling 
with  the  happy  voices  of  the  men  and  women,  boys  and  girls  gath-

ered  there,  the  handsome  dresses  of  the  ladies,  with  their  own 
personal  beauty,  produced  a  sight  and  a  sound  pleasing  to  the  eye 
and  ear  of  the  observer.  To  add  to  the  pleasure  of  the  guests 
assembled,  Brother  C  C.  Waahbum,  musical  director  of  the  Uni- 
veraity  Glee  Club  and  a  well  known  vocal  instructor  in  the  city, 
rendered  two  songs  in  his  most  pleasing  manner,  being  accom- 
panied by  Mr.  Guy  McCullom,  an  expert  pianist. 
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The  whole  affair  was  a  brilliant  success  in  every  way  and  all  the 
guests  reluctantly  left,  delighted  with  the  reception  they  received, 
and  one  and  all  declaring  that  Kappa  Alpha  was  the  "main  squeeze" 
(if  I  may  be  permitted  this  expression)  in  the  University. 

At  night  we  gave  our  first  dance  of  the  year.  For  tliis,  all  of  the 
furniture  was  removed  from  the  rooms  and  the  decorations  rear- 
ranged suitable  for  the  occasion.  There  were  present  about  twenty- 
five  of  the  city's  most  beautiful  and  most  charming  young  ladies. 
All  of  the  fraternities  wore  represented  and  they,  together  with  our 
own  twenty-seven  men,  led  the  fair  ones  through  the  intricacies  of 
the  waltz  and  two-steps  which  were  exquisitely  rendered  by  the 
orchestra.  At  night,  also,  a  delicious  repast  was  sen^d  similar  to 
the  one  served  in  the  afternoon,  while  from  one  corner  delicious 
frappe  was  served  out  to  those  present.  Until  two  o'clock,  the  fair

Dear  Old  Sigma  :■ — As  I  sit  liere  to-night  in  tliese  old  walls  of 
this  old  University  my  thoughts  go  hack  to  another  college,  and  in 
spirit  I  seem  to  see  a  different  scene  from  the  one  that  is  actually 
around  me.  It  is  of  Sigma  I  am  thinking  to-night,  of  her  sons 
who  are  still  actively  fighting  under  the  crimson  and  old  gold,  and 
of  those  who  have  gone  forth  to  continue  tlie  figlit  in  a  colder  world, 
but  carrying  with  them  loud  principles  learned  under  that  same 
Siicred  banner.

I  can  hear  the  laughs,  the  argu- 
ments of  the  different  states  and  groups  of  fellows,  and  I  can  feel 
that  I  too  used  to  laugh  at  Jep's  or  some  other's  jokes,  that  I  too 
took  sides  in  one  of  the  many  good  natured  contests. 

It  is  great  to  be  a  Davidson  man,  but  it  is  greatest  to  be  a  Sigma 
Kappa  Alpha.  Then  you  not  only  belong  to  one  of  the  greatest 
student  bodies,  but  you  also  belong  to  one  of  the  best  frats  on  earth 
and  to  the  best  chapter.  You  must  pardon  the  superlatives,  but 
those  who  know  me  know  also  that  I  would  not  use  them  unless  I 
meant  them,  and  more  too. 

Enougli  of  remembrances.  To  you  they  are  every  day  occurrences, 
to  me  they  are  past  events  which  represent  the  happiest  moments  of 
my  life.  I  must  now  tell  you  something  of  the  new  life  into  which 
I  have  just  entered. 

It  was  on  the  20th  of  September  that  I  walked  into  the  hotel  in 
Philadelphia  at  which  all  Rhodes  men  were  to  meet.     Just  ahead 
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of  me  at  the  register  was  a  fine  looking  young  fellow  registering 
from  Delaware;  as  he  turned  I  could  see  that  he  had  on  our  badge^ 
and  so  the  first  of  my  new  friends  was  a  K.  A.  also.  Then  came 
others  and  soon  almost  the  entire  crowd  had  gathered.  That  day 
was  uneventful.  The  next  morning  at  ten  we  were  all  on  board, 
and  in  a  few  minutes  were  steaming  down  the  Delaware  River. 

Out  of  that  crowd  of  forty  men  bound  for  Oxford,  only  one  had 
crossed  the  ocean  and  he  while  quite  a  youngster.  I  shall  not  try 
tc  describe  our  trip  across.  Enough  to  say  we  had  a  delightful 
voyage,  only  on  the  last  day,  when  in  sight  of  Ireland,  did  any  of 
the  boys  feel  uncomfortable.  AVe  had  all  accomplished  one  great 
thing  on  the  trip  arid  that  was  that  now  we  were  well  acquainted 
with  thirty-nine  otlier  Oxford  men. 

Neither  will  I  try  to  describe  the  coast  of  Ireland,  with  its  quaint 
old  light  houses  and  old-world  looking  towers.  Some  day  you  your- 
self might  come  over  that  same  course  and  then  you  can  see  those 
beauties  for  yourself. 

Our  landing  and  stay  in  Liverpool  were  not  uneventful  for  ub, 
but  I  fear  would  lack  in  interest  now.  Everywhere  we  went  we 
were  spotted  for  Americans  at  once  and  on  more  than  one  occasion, 
we  were  laughed  at  by  English  girls. 

We  had  arrived  over  a  week  too  earlv,  so  a  crowd  of  six  of  us 
broke  away  from  the  larger  crowd  and  took  in  Chester  on  our  way 
down. 

This  town,  situated  on  the  River  Dee,  the  scene  of  so  much  his- 
tory and  with  so  many  historic  tilings  still  there,  was  granted  by 
n8  all  as  the  most  fascinating  town  possible.  Here  we  only  stayed 
for  a  day,  yet  the  things  seen  and  done  that  day  could  well  fill  a 
large  letter,  so  that  too  I  must  skip. 

And  now  we  are  in  Oxford.  Its  history,  its  traditions  and  all 
its  things  of  interest  have  already  filled  many  books,  still  I  will  try 
to  tell  you  something  of  it. 

The  town  of  Oxford  is  situated  at  the  juncture  of  the  Cherwell 
and  Thames  rivers.  There  are  perhaps  fifty  or  sixty  thousand 
people  here.  The  University  is  of  course  the  principle  thing  here. 
It  is  composed  of  twenty  colleges  situated  in  different  parts  of  the 
town,  each  within  ten  minutes  easy  walk  from  any  other.     In  our 
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college  we  live,  have  our  athletics  and  our  tutors.  For  lectures  we 
go  to  any  of  the  other  colleges,  we  have  our  exams,  in  the  same 
building  and  are  under  the  control  of  the  University  authorities. 
It  is  a  hard  system  to  explain,  a  beautiful  one  in  many  of  its  work- 
ings. 

The  colleges  almost  without  exceptions  are  old  and  look  as 
though  they  were  crumbling  away.  My  own  building  for  example 
iras  built  about  two  hundred  vcars  before  Columbus  was  heard  of. 
Each  college  has  some  things  of  peculiar  interest.  Almost  all  have 
the  prettiest  gardens  imaginable,  well  kept  up,  the  grass  as  smooth 
Bs  a  floor.  In  our  own  gardens  we  liave  a  small  lake  with  beautiful 
Bwans  and  ducks,  and  seats  all  along  the  edge  where  one  can  sit  and 
read,  or  else — well,  no,  he  can't  either  unless  he  is  an  unusually 
lucky  dog. 

All  of  the  gardens  are  walled  in  with  high  stone  walls,  with  iron 
Bpikes  on  the  top  to  prevent  fellows  climbing  over  at  night. 
There  seems  to  be  no  earthly  way  by  which  a  fellow  could  get  in  or 
out  if  the  gates  were  closed,  but  of  course  there  arc. 

In  this  we  are  locked  every  night  at  9 :30.  It  seems  strange,  does 
it  not?  And  yet  after  being  here  a  while  it  seems  only  natural. 
If  one  is  out  and  comes  in  after  9  :30  it  costs  him  a  penny.  After 
10  it  costs  three-pence  and  after  eleven  six-pence.  If  you  are  so 
unlucky  as  to  come  in  after  12  you  are  expelled. 

Each  undergrad.  has  two  rooms,  both  very  well  fixed  up.  You 
have  a  white  man,  called  a  "scout,"  to  wait  on  you.  He  also  has 
six  or  seven  other  fellows  to  wait  on. 

The  life  is  quite  delightful  in  some  respects.  Your  "scout"  calls 
you  at  7 :30,  pours  out  your  bath  and  then  leaves.  If  you  are  an 
early  riser  you  get  up  at  once,  take  a  cold  bath  (if  you  like  it)  and 
perhaps  go  to  chapel.  If  you  are  opposed  to  early  rising  as  I  have 
been  during  this  term  you  get  up  "when  you  jolly  well  please,"  to 
use  an  English  expression. 

Your  breakfast  is  served  in  your  room.  You  can  order  practi- 
cally anything  you  desire.  This  is  one  of  the  great  times  to  do  the 
hospitality  stunt.  You  may  ask  several  boys  out  to  breakfast  with 
you.    The  morning  is  supposed  to  be  taken  up  in  work. 

At  one-thirty  we  have  our  lunch.    Bread,  cheese,  jam  and  butter. 
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Then  athletics,  and  I  may  say  all  Englishmen  engage  in  some  kind 
of  athletic  sport.  Every  college  lias  athletic  fields  that  make  our 
best  American  ones  look  sick.  Tlioy  are  perfectly  smooth  with 
soft  green  turf  all  over  them.  E  ich  college  als )  has  an  athletic  club- 
house with  showers,  etc.  After  the  game  we  come  back  here  and 
those  who  care  for  it  have  beer,  the  others  lemonade  or  some  such 
thing. 

Each  college  also  has  a  barge  on  the  river.  Rowing  is  the  great- 
est of  Oxford  sports  and  no  end  of  money  and  time  is  spent  on  it. 

I  have  bt^n  lucky  enough  to  get  on  the  Rugby  team  but  it  is  so 
different  from  our  game  that  1  am  still  trying  to  get  the  exact 
swing.  I  do  not  mean  that  I  am  on  the  A^arsity  team — no  Ameri- 
can has  ever  done  that,  and  I  suppose  it  will  be  a  long  time  before 
one  does.     I  meant  our  college  team. 

After  athletics  which  ends  about  four-thirty  we  have  tea.  Like 
most  Americans  I  had  to  learn  to  drink  it,  but  now  I  must  say  I 
like  it  ver}'  much.  Usually  we  talk  for  an  hour  or  so,  then  perhaps 
do  a  little  work  and  go  to  dinner  at  s(»ven. 

This  is  the  only  thing  an  American  has  to  do  unless  he  belongs 
to  the  Church  of  England.  We  can  get  out  of  going  to  chapel  on 
religious  scruples,  but  no  one  can  have  scruples  about  going  to  din- 
ner, so  we  have  to  go  fcmr  times  a  week  for  three  years  in  order  to 
get  a  degree.  As  a  matter  of  fact  I  usually  overdo  the  thing  and 
go  seven  times. 

If  we  are  out  after  dark  we  have  to  have  on  a  cap  and  gown. 
That  is  so  that  the  Proctors  can  catch  us  if  we  do  any  damage. 
And  now  I  must  tell  vou  about  the  Proctors.  The  town  authorities 
have  no  power  over  us  unless  the  University  turns  us  over  to  them. 
So  in  order  to  keep  the  l)oys  in  order  there  are  two  "Dons"  or  Pro- 
fessors appointed,  whose  duty  it  is  to  look  after  the  University 
students.  Both  of  these  Proctors  sally  forth  at  night  in  their 
robes  of  oflBce  accompanied  by  two  "bull  dogs."  These  same  bull 
dogs  are,  one  an  ex-prize  fighter,  one  a  sprinter.  If  you  are  wanted 
by  the  Proctor  he  sends  his  bull  dogs  and  they  nab  you.  It  is  no 
use  running  for  then  the}'  double  the  fine. 

Xow  if  you  are  unlucky  enough  to  be  out  without  cap  and  gown 
and  he  catches  vou  he  takes  vour  name  and  college,  tells  you  to  re- 
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port  at  his  room  the  next  morning  and  then  relieves  you  of  five 
shillings  or  $1.25. 

If  it  happens  that  you  arc  drunk  and  trying  to  kill  a  policeman 
or  something  of  the  sort  he  will  either  fine  you  a  few  pounds  or 
else  send  you  down.  But  if  you  have  seen  a  good  looking  girl  on 
the  street,  who  is  beneath  you  socially  and  you  should  happen  to  be 
caught  talking  or  walking  with  her  you  are  fined  about  $25  the 
first  time.  If  it  happens  again  down  you  go,  one  of  Oxford's  many 
iunnv  customs. 

One  old  tradition  is  that  every  once  in  a  while  the  students  are 
supposed  to  sally  forth  and  "rag"  the  town  as  it  is  called.  On 
^November  5th  about  2,000  went  out  and  began  a  huge  "rag."  This 
**rag"  consisted  in  trying  to  turn  loose  several  hundred  rats  on  the 
main  street  and  in  sending  off  fireworks.  It  ends  as  usual  in  a  big 
fight,  good  natured  of  course,  between  the  students  and  the  police. 
About  a  hundred  students  were  hauled  and  fined,  but  thev  had  a 
most  lovelv  time. 

I  may  add  that  it  is  not  considered  good  form  for  a  fellow  to  wear 
liis  cap  and  gown  after  dark,  for  he  is  supposed  to  be  sportsman 
enough  to  risk  getting  caught. 

Last  week  a  very  peculiar  thing  happened  here.  Peculiar  to  us 
vho  are  not  acquainted  with  the  customs.  One  man  at  Baliol  Col- 
lege got  on  a  big  spree  and  came  down  town.  lie  happened  to  be 
not  only  a  good  student,  but  a  good  atldete  as  well.  On  his  way 
down  town  he  took  a  fancv  to  the  fur  boas  around  the  ladies'  necks, 
80  snatched  off  three  or  four.  The  police  here  are  the  largest,  most 
dignified  fellows  I  have  have  ever  sin^n.  they  all  have  to  be  over  six 
feet  high.  Up  to  one  of  these  the  Baliol  man  went  and  presented 
him  the  furs,  but  as  he  was  slow  in  accepting  the  gift  he  straight- 
way twisted  them  around  his  neck  and  then  knocked  him  down. 
On  his  way  up  town  he  knocked  down  one  or  two  others  trying  to 
stop  him,  but  was  finally  landed.  Xow  the  custom.  He  was 
called  up  before  the  Yice-Chancellor  and  expelled  for  this  term. 
His  friends  then  had  his  funeral.  As  he  was  leavimr.  all  ordered 
cabs  and  in  slow  funeral  procession  they  proceeded,  a  long  line  of 
cobs,  down  to  the  station.  So  large  a  procession  was  it  that  eigh- 
teen policemen  also  came  down  to  bid  the  gentlemen  good-bye.     On 
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one  occasion  it  is  said  that  the  fellow  ordered  a  hearse,  got  in  and 
rode  to  the  depot  calmly  smoking  a  cigarette  while  a  long  line  of 

I  could  perhaps  tell  of  several  other  strange  customs  here,  but  I 
must  hurry  on. 

All  my  letter  seems  to  be  so  taken  up  with  fun,  that  no  doubt  you 
will  say  as  I  did,  where  does  the  work  come  in. 

I  have  only  a  little  time  left  so  I  will  spend  it  on  work.  We  have 
a  great  many  things  for  our  convenience,  but  work  too  is  expected 
of  you.  Oxford  has  without  any  doubt  the  finest  classical  course 
in  the  world.  To  take  an  A.  B.  degree  in  Classics  here  is  equiva- 
lent to  almost  any  Ph.  D.  in  America  in  the  same  branch.  This  is 
their  brag  school,  but  still  it  is  not  to  be  supposed  that  the  others 
are  no  good.  History,  Modem  Languages,  English,  Medicine,  Law, 
Theology.  Anything  a  man  wants,  except  possibly  Engineering, 
can  be  had  here.  I  was  talking  yesterday  to  a  chemistry  man,  an 
M.  A.  from  America  and  he  says  the  course  in  Chemistry  is  fine 
and  getting  better  every  year. 

must  work  a  fair  amount  during  term,  as  much  during  vacation 
mourners  followed  him.  % 

do.     I  have  done  very  little  else  since  term  began.     If  you  are  here 

And  now  the  question  comes  up,  do  men  really  work  here.  They 
three  years  and  want  to  get  a  good  mark  in  any  degree  work  you 
and  the  last  year  you  must  do  nothing  but  work.  After  passing 
'Moderations'  or  the  exam.  I  take  at  Christmas,  if  I  get  through 
I  will  have  no  other  exam,  until  June,  1910,  and  then  comes  a 
terrific  one.  So  you  see  one  must  have  done  quite  thorough  work 
in  order  to  take  such  an  exam. 

And  in  conclusion  I  will  say :  If  any  of  Sigma's  men  intend  to 
study  anything  after  leaving  college,  or  intend  to  go  into  any  higher 
work,  you  will  do  well  to  take  a  try  for  a  Ehodes  scholarship.  £300 
is  enough  to  keep  one  very  comfortably  and  almost  every  single 
Bhodes  man  yet  has  succeeded  in  getting  through  on  it  as  well  as 
seeing  quite  a  good  part  of  Europe. 

And  now  I  must  close.  I  think  I  know  nearly  all  of  you  and  I 
liope  some  day  to  see  one  over  here,  or  at  least  one  to  take  my  place 
when  my  three  years  are  over.  Write  to  me  if  you  have  a  chance, 
for  in  spite  of  it  all  I  sometimes  get  homesick  for  Davidson.

CAFFEY  OF  '•THE  REVIEW.'' 

Another  leaf  of  bay  for  the  old  gold  and  crimson.  The  editorial 
page  of  "The  Harvard  Law  Review'^  for  December,  contains  on  the 
scant  roll  of  the  staff  the  name  of  the  first  Kappa  Alpha  to  win  by 
might  of  merit  the  honor  of  editorsliip  on  the  foremost  law  school 
periodical  of  America.  William  Garret  Caffey,  sometime  of  Alpha 
Beta,  and  a  second  year  law  student  at  iTarvard,  by  brilliant,  hard 
work,  has  passed  to  the  shining  goal,  winning  an  honor  coveted  by 
many  and  attained  by  few — a  place  on  the  "Review.'' 

John  Harvard,  looking  hopefully  westward  over  his  beautiful 
domain,  is  proud  of  his  school  of  law,  the  oldest  in  the  nation  and 
unsurpassed  in  the  personnell  of  its  faculty  and  the  rigid  and  exact- 
ing quality  of  its  work.  And  he  has  set  within  it  a  standard  of  ex- 
cellence in  scholarship  the  despair  of  many  an  ambitious  youth. 
Tradition  has  it  that  only  three  men  in  the  past  quarter  of  a  cen- 
tury have  passed  beyond  the  80  point  on  the  hundred  scale  of  mark- 
ing. Of  the  flock  who  gather  in  the  autumn  to  woo  the  jealous 
mistress  about  one  third  in  the  following  spring  seek  perforce 
pastures  new  or  consign  the  science  of  Blackstone  to  the  land  of 
damnation. 

The  bench  and  bar  of  England  no  less  than  of  America  have 
quoted  in  decided  cases  the  "Review"  as  an  authority  and  to-day 
the  first  legal  writers  of  both  continents  contribute  to  its  pages. 
To  be  eligible  for  election  to  the  "Review"  a  man  must  be  an  "A" 
man,  that  is,  he  must  attain  the  highest  ^ade  in  the  school.  "A" 
men  are  so  scarce  that  tliev  can  be  counted  in  almost  a  breath.  Out 
•  of  the  700  men  in  the  law  pohool,  20  are  chosen  from  the  three 
classes  for  the  staff  of  the  "Review,"  and  so  the  honor  is  indeed  a 


high  and  diflBcult  one.  Among  the  "Review"  men  of  past  years  are 
numbered  many  of  the  most  learned  and  distinguished  lawyers  in 
the  land. 

To  those  of  us  who  saw  the  steady  gleam  of  Caffey's  lamp  and 
who  knew  how  fully  and  faithfully  he  worked,  it  was  no  surprise 
that  this  success  has  come  to  him.  Never  man  worked  harder  or 
more  richly  deserved  than  he.  Mark  the  man  who  is  not  content 
with  doing  the  allotted  task  but  worketh  to  the  full  measure,  for 
that  man  shall  stand  upon  the  top  of  the  hill. 

This  Kappa  Alpha  honor  man — ^whose  scholastic  achievement 
equals  if  not  excels  the  attainment  of  a  Rhodes  scholarship — grew 
nn  among  the  long  leaf  pines  and  cotton  fields  of  Lowndes  county, 
down  in  Alabama.  Entering  the  University  of  Alabama  in  1899, 
he  took  his  B.  A.  in  1903,  a  master's  degree  in  1904,  and  the  bach- 
elor of  laws  sheepskin  in  1905,  after  having  taught  a  year. 

A  more  loyal  or  true  K.  A.  there  never  was.  Throughout  his 
college  days,  he  served  Alpha  Beta  with  full  devotion,  in  many 
capacities,  the  last  being  that  of  (I.).  Four  of  his  younger  broth- 
ers have  enrolled  in  the  same  chapter  under  the  same  lordly  banner. 
As  a  member  of  the  Boston  Alumni  Chapter,  he  has  been  most 
valuable  and  constant  in  whatsoever  there  has  been  for  him  to  do. 
And  when  we  come  to  measure  men  by  the  ultimate  test  of  all 
brotherhoods — that  of  helpfulness  and  service  to  his  brothers — 
his  name  shall  surely  lead  all  the  rest.

There  is  one  Kappa  Alpha  at  Harvard  who  cheerfully  admits  that 
Caffey  was  his  salvation  from  the  damnation  of  utter  failure. 

What  the  future  holds  for  this  quiet,  humbly  wise,  kind  hearted 
fellow  we  know  not) — it  is  inscril)ed  in  the  temple  of  the  fates — 
but  his  genius  for  hard  work  will  surely  win  him  golden  success. 
With  a  character  so  honorable  as  his  and  with  so  auspicious  a  be- 
ginning, surely  not  far  distant  lies  the  day  when  we  shall  say  of 
him  as  the  prophet  of  Juflah  ?aid  of  old,  "Happy  is  the  man  that 
findeth  wisdom — ^length  of  days  is  in  her  right  hand,  and  in  her 
left  riches  and  honour."

There  is  an  old  saying  that  we  long  for  those  things  we  haven't 
got,  and  when  we  do  get  them  we  are  not  satisfied.  This  is,  in 
part,  true  witli  me  as  exchange  editor  of  the  Journal.  For  years 
I  "politicked,"  and  woflced,  and  pleaded,  and  begged  to  get  this 
job,  and  now  that  I've  got  it  my  time  is  so  taken  up  with  business 
matters  that  I  cannot  give  to  it  the  attention  it  rightly  deserves, 
and  I  am  faced  with  the  proposition  of  "not  making  good.'' 

On  account  of  the  delav  in  the  issuance  of  the  last  Journal,  and 
the  additional  handicap  of  not  having  received  the  exchanges  direct, 
and  as  issued,  it  has  been  impossible  to  make  a  careful  review  of 
those  enumerated  above. 

Kappa  Alpha  Theta  for  January  leads  off  with  a  review  of  the 
Honor  System  at  several  of  tlic  larger  institutions,  and  contains 
several  other  sliort  and  interesting  articles.  Its  appearance  is  ex- 
ceptionally neat,  and  it  contains  a  number  of  excellent  illustrations 
of  Michigan  University. 

The  Sigma  Alpha  p]psilon  Record  for  December  contains  but 
one  article  that  deserves  special  mention,  and  that  one  deals  with 
S.  A.  E.  life  at  the  United  States  Military  Academv  at  West  Point. 

In  the  December  Scroll  of  Phi  Delta  Theta  will  be  found  a  very 
instructive  article  on  "The  College  man,"  being  the  substance  of  a 
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speech  delivered  at  a  banquet  by  the  president  of  Miami  Univer- 
fiity.     In  the  course  of  the  article  the  author  says :

I  love  the  college  man.    I  have  lived  with  him  so  long  that  I  could 

not  be  happy  without  him.  He  makes  a  surrounding  that  preserves 
the  spirit  of  eternal  youth.  It  is  incomprehensible  to  me  that  one 
could  grow  old  in  living  with  him.  I  love  him  because  of  his  possi- 
bilities. I  would  not  change  him  one  whit.  I  want  him  with  his 
spirit  of  Joyous  optimism.  His  college  yell  is  the  music  of  the  morning 
to  my  soul.  I  am  willing  to  take  him  as  he  is,  thatched  head,  cuffs  on 
trousers,  and  all.  Tnese  are  the  outward  symbols  of  an  inward  en- 
thusiasm that  prophesies  an  aggressive  man  to  whom  some  day  this 
old  world  will  listen.  Then,  blessings  on  the  college  student!  Matured 
in  the  atmosphere  of  the  real  college,  he  is  the  most  hopeful  prophecy 
of  our  national  salvation.  Let  him  wash  and  dress  and  comb  as  he 
will!  Love  him  for  all  that  he  is  and  for  all  that  he  may  be.  His 
patriotism,  his  scholarship,  and  his  character  will  make  him  the 
mightiest  potentiality  of  future  years  in  dethroning  "graft"  and  in 
crushing  tyranny.  He  will  be  the  finest  exponent  of  public  and  private 
honesty  in  our  American  life,  for  when  the  hair  is  cut,  when  cap  is 
discarded,  and  when  trousers  are  unrolled,  we  shall  find  that  the  real 
college  has  given  to  the  world  a  real  man. 

The  Scroll  also  contains  a  write-up  of  Governor  Malcom  R.  Pat- 
terson, of  Tennessee. 

"The  important  and  serious  side  of  fraternity  life"  is  the  leading 
contribution  in  the  December  Diamand  and  Shield  of  Pi  Kappa 
Alpha,  and  is  written  by  the  grand  chancellor  of  the  order.  In  the 
article  he  criticizes  sharply  the  use  of  the  third  degree,  and  urges 
all  active  chapters  to  make  the  initiatory  ceremonies  as  impressive 
as  possible.  There  are  quite  a  number  of  short  stories,  but  none 
worthy  of  any  special  notice. 

The  December  number  of  the  Delta  Upsilon  Quarterly  is  given 
over  to  accounts  of  their  recent  convention  which,  judging  from  the 
glowing  accounts  given  in  this  number,  must  have  been  a  'Tium- 
mer." 

The  leading  article  in  the  Phi  Gamma  Delta  is  entitled  "Fijis 
in  Foot-ball.''  It  is  an  admirable  presentation  of  Phi  Gamma 
Delta's  contribution  to  the  gridiron  last  year,  is  profusely  illustra- 
ted with  cuts  of  the  various  stars,  and  covers  thirty  pages  of  space. 

The  Sigma  Sigma  Sigma  Tr\an(]le  is  "small  but  loud,"  comes 
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neatly  dressed,  and  is  "accorded"  a  generous  welcome  to  our  table. 

The  Tlieta  Delta  Chi  Shield  for  December  has  no  original  con- 
tributions of  interest  generally.  There  are  a  number  of  speeches 
reproduced,  but  most  of  these  have  appeared  before  in  the  Greek 
Letter  magazines. 

"The  college  fraternity — Its  influence/'  by  H.  J.  Knickerbocker 
in  the  December  Omega  Upsilon  Phi  is  one  of  the  best  articles  we 
have  seen  of  this  nature  in  some  time.  It  is  a  complete  answer  to 
the  charge  that  fraternities  create  aristocratic  cliques  in  the  col- 
lege. Another  good  contribution  in  this  number  is  that  of  Thomas 
J.  West,  on  the  subject  "Hawaii — the  paradise  of  the  Pacific." 

Sigma  Nu  Delta  devotes  seventeen  pages  to  tlie  essay  of  one  of 
its  members  who  captured  Bryan  Essay  Prize  in  1907.  An  ex- 
ceptionally entertaining  article  is  one  entitled  "The  half  way  mark,*' 
which  takes  the  form  of  a  letter  from  an  alumnus  to  a  Sophomore 
who  is  "down  on  his  luck." 

The  November  Delta  Tau  Delta  Rainbotv  is  also  given  over  to 
accounts  of  their  convention,  and  very  little  of  interest  to  fraternity 
men  generally  appears  in  this  issue. 

A  short,  but  altogether  admirable  article  appears  in  the  Novem- 
ber Pi  Beta  Phi  Arrow,  under  the  caption  "The  worth-while  girl," 
and  is  in  the  shape  of  a  letter  from  a  "married  and  middle  aged" 
frat.  girl  to  the  "girls  of  the  active  chapter,"  in  which  the  elderly 
frat.  girls  tells  of  the  life  of  the  chapter  in  its  infancy,  of  the 
"spreads"  that  were  given  in  that  day.  It  breatlies  the  spirit  of 
true  fraternity,  and  we  are  afraid  that  the  life  described  by  this 
woman  differs  somewhat  from  that  which  the  Frat.  girl  of  to-day 
makes  it. 

The  Eleusis  of  Chi  Omega  contains  a  very  sensible  article  on  the 
"worth-while  Girl,"  and  editorially  goes  after  the  fraternity  "snob" 
with  a  vengeance. 

The  Zeta  Tau  Alpha  Themis  for  November  contains  a  number  of 
articles  of  interest  to  fraternity  men  generally.  "Some  reflections 
on  the  Black  Ball"  is  full  of  sound  advice  that  it  would  be  well  for 
fraternity  men,  active  fraternity  men,  everywliere  to  follow. 
"Half  an  Hour  with  the  Critics,"  and  "The  Training  of  Initiates," 
are  other  valuable  contributions. 
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Another  convention  number  is  that  of  the  Alpha  Xi  Delta,  which 
is  made  prettier  and  more  attractive  by  the  pictures  of  twenty-six 
of  her  "fairest  daughters."  "The  Gulf  of  Mexico/'  by  Marion  E. 
Ryan,  is  a  clever  poem,  and  "Hazing  as  the  Co-Eds  see  it'''  is  a 
graphic  account  of  a  hazing  party  that  was  abruptly  brought  to  an 
end.  There  is  a  write-up  of  Washington  University,  and  a  clever 
^Ttfonologue  from  Lombard,"  the  latter  being  reproduced  in  this 
department  this  month. 

One  of  the  best  foot-ball  articles  of  its  nature  to  appear  in  the 
Greek  Letter  press  for  some  time  is  found  in  the  December  Cadu- 
ecus  of  Kappa  Sigma.  The  article  covers  24  pages,  and  is  illus- 
trated with  pictures  of  41  of  Kappa  Sigma's  players  of  last  season. 
There  is  also  a  write-up  of  William  and  Mary  College  in  this  issue. 
Beta  Theta  Pi  for  Januarv  does  not  contain  much  of  interest  to 
fraternity  men  in  general.  A  speech  by  a  Sigma  Nu  man  on  "A 
Trust  of  Fraternities"  and  a  review  of  the  constitution  of  a 
"Young  Fraternity  are  the  leading  contributions. 

Kappa  Alpha  Theta  for  November  is  a  "convention  number"  and 
it  is  a  good  one,  bristling  over  with  enthusiastic  accounts  of  the 
^eat  times  the  girls  had  at  their  gathering.  The  editorials  are 
especially  good  and  to  the  point.  The  editor,  in  discussing  the 
question  as  to  whether  "sorority"  or  "fraternity"  is  correct  in  re- 
lerring  to  fraternities  of  the  girls,  says : 

Are  we  a  sorority  or  a  fraternity?  President  Wheeler  of  the  UnJ- 
Terslty  of  California  Is  quoted  as  strongly  disapproving  of  the  word 
•'  sorority,"  preferring  the  more  dignified  term,  "  women's  fraternities." 
Comment  upon  this  expression  of  opinion  states  that  Kappa  Alpha 
Theta  (besides  some  other  women's  fraternities)  has  a  constitutional 
provision  that  the  term  "sorority"  should  be  used.  What  the  source  of 
this  entirely  erroneous  impression  Is  we  cannot  say,  but  we  wish  to 
correct  such  an  impression  without  delay.  The  word  "sorority"  is  no- 
where used  in  our  constitution,  and  has  never  received  the  sanction  of 
the  fraternity  except  tacitly  in  the  expression,  "Inter-Sorority  Confer- 
ence." rn  spite  of  the  fact  that  one  of  the  men's  Journals  calls  the 
expression,  "Women's  fraternities"  an  absurdity,  we  wish  again  to  gro 
on  record  (for  we  have  done  so  before)  as  preferring  the  term,  particu- 
larly as  the  Standard  Dictionary  does  not  even  recognize  the  word 
"  sorority." 
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And  now  for  the  "dessert" — ^which  is  by  custom  made  the  last 
course  of  any  feast.  Readers  of  the  Journal  are  familiar  with 
"George  Ediwin'^  through  the  writings  of  the  versatile  Jones  in  this 
department  some  years  ago.  Well,  "George  Edwin"  writes  for  the 
Desmos — at  least  his  name  appears  on  the  cover  and  some  of  the 
inside  pages.  He  is  not  only  clever  but  he  is  entertaining — that  is, 
the  Desmos  is.  "En  Passant"  and  "Ode  to  an  Appendex"  (both 
reproduced  herein)  are  good  contributions,  as  is  the  article  entitled 
"Ssztung,"  but  the  Desmos  sparkles  brightest  back  over  in  the 
editorial  section.  The  editor  has  not  forgotten  Verner  Jones;  re- 
cently he  had  a  letter  from  Jones,  and  this  is  what  he  has  to  say 
concerning  it: 

Verner  M.  Jones,  erstwhile  of  Nashville,  later  of  Atlanta  and  lastly 
of  Nashville,  writes  us  he  is  thinking  of  again  entering  the  fraternity 
journalistic  field.  Jones — of  Nashville — ^will  be  remembered  by  our 
readers  as  the  "Greek  Press"  editor  of  the  Kappa  Alpha  Journal.  And 
Jones — of  Nashville — did  it  well.  His  column  was  the  brightest  and 
best  stuff  that  reached  our  desk,  and  was  the  only  fraternity  matter 
religiously  read  by  the  Editor.  But  Jones  became  aweary.  The  siren 
voice  of  a  cotton  journal  lured  him  from  the  paths  of  virtuous  fraternity 
journal  reviews  and  Nashville,  to  the  broader  field  of  imaginative 
literature  of  the  cotton  journal  and  Atlanta.  But  Jones — of  Nashville — 
was  ever  loyal  to  Nashville.  While  craftily  tracking  the  bole  weevil 
to  his  mountain  fastnesses  and  advising  the  Southern  bucolic  to  hold 
his  cotton  for  a  dollar  a  bushel,  or  whatever  it  was,  the  heart  of  Jones 
was  ever  true  to  his  native  Tennessee.  'Twas  the  constant  struggle 
*twixt  love  and  duty.  It  is  our  sincere  belief  that  duty  would  have 
triumphed,  that  Jones — of  Nashville — ^would  still  be  discussing  learn- 
edly on  the  relative  values  of  dairy  ensilage  and  airy  persiflage  as 
mulshing  calculated  to  restore  the  nitrates  in  the  cotton  belt,  but  for 
the  calamity  which  overtook  the  State  of  Georgia  some  few  months 
ago.  Georgia  went  prohibition.  And  Jones — exhibiting  once  more 
his  tactical  superiority — beat  a  hasty  but  orderly  retreat  from  Atlanta 
to  Nashville  without  the  loss  of  a  single  life.  So  that  Jones  is  again 
of  Nashville.  In  that  we  rejoice  with  Nashville.  If  he  will  now — 
with  Editor  Burnley's  consent — again  assume  control  of  the  Greek 
Press  column  of  the  JorRXAL,  we  will  rejoice  with  Kappa  Alpha. 
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Conducted  by  Wm.  B.  Crawford. 

The  January  issue  of  Beta  Theta  Pi  reproduces  the  entire  article  of 
Brother  John  S.  Wise  in  the  October  Journal,  and  adds  the  following 
comment: 

Establishing  a  fund  for  building  chapter  houses  and  kindred  pur- 
poses is  a  pleasing  prospect,  but  we  believe  it  will  always  remain  a 
prospect.  If  a  sufficient  amount  of  money  is  accumulated  to  be  of  any 
use  in  the  erection  of  a  chapter  house  there  will  at  once  ensue  a  scam- 
ble  between  the  members  of  the  different  chapters  to  appropriate  the 
fund  to  their  own  particular  house,  and  the  innate  selfishness  of  human 
nature  will  on  such  an  occasion  inevitably  assert  itself  above  the 
artificial  fratemalism  of  any  order  of  this  kind. 

Among  the  different  English  speaking  communities,  including  the 
different  colonies  of  Australia  and  the  States  of  the  United  States, 
there  exist  practically  unlimited  possibilities  in  the  way  of  making 
trials  of  legislative  and  administrative  schemes  and  these  have  enured 
to  the  benefit  of  the  rest  of  the  world.  In  the  same  manner  the  testing 
of  schemes  of  government  and  administration  by  the  different  fraterni- 
ties will  in  evitably  innure  to  the  benefit  of  other  members  of  the 
Greek  world  and  we  are  glad  to  see  that  Kappa  Alpha  is  going  to  make 
a  trial  of  the  plans  suggested  in  the  foregoing  article  and  we  shall 
watch  that  trial  with  interest  and  record  its  result,  if  we  ever  learn 
it.  We  say  "if  we  ever  learn  it,"  because  we  believe  that  most  of  the 
things  proposed  will  be  failures,  and  no  fraternity  is  quite  as  apt  to 
exploit  a  failure  as  a  success. 

«     «     « 

A  distinct  tendency  towards  Pan-Hellenism  among  the  men's  fraterni- 
ties has  recently  become  noticeable.  The  call  of  Kappa  Alpha  to  the 
other  fraternities  to  meet  at  Jamestown  is  the  latest  instance.  We 
hope  to  hear  the  result  of  the  meeting.  The  establishment  of  a  Greek 
letter  club  in  Denver,  with  a  membership  of  two  hundred  and  fifty, 
representing  twenty-four  fraternities  though  an  alumni  organization, 
is  hardly  less  significant.  Inter-fraternity  dinners  have  recently  been 
held  at  Mexico  and  at  Panama.  Reports  of  Pan-Hellenic  rushing  agree- 
ments come  from  Bowdoin,  from  Georgia  School  of  Technology  and 
of  a  possible  future  agreement  at  Columbia.  Still  better  than  this, 
at  Williams  representatives  of  the  fraternities  and  four-fifths  of  non- 
fratemlty  undergraduates  entered  Into  an  agreement  not  to  form  com- 
binations in  undergraduate  elections. — Kappa  Alpha  Theta. 
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Kappa  Alp^a  held  its  convention  in  Norfolk  in  July.  Apparently 
the  attractions  of  the  Exposition  interfered  to  some  extent  with  its 
work.  If  the  signs  of  the  times  are  not  misleading,  it  will  not  be 
many  years  before  the  Greek  World  will  hear  of  the  founding  of  chap- 
ters of  this  fraternity  north  of  Mason  and  Dixon's  line. — Delta  Tau 
Delta  Rainbow.

From  the  Joubnal  we  learn  that  the  recent  convention  of  Southern 
K  A  enacted  a  great  deal  of  important  legislation.  A  standard  badge 
was  adopted,  and  all  initiates  are  to  be  required  to  purchase  it.  The 
memorizing  of  the  ritual  was  made  compulsory.  The  chief  officer  of 
the  order,  the  knight  commander,  was  authorized  to  employ  a  compe- 
tent clerk.  A  salary  was  voted  to  the  grand  historian,  and  he  was 
directed  to  recommence  the  issuance  of  an  annual  catalogue  and  direc- 
tory and  to  keep  a  card  catalogue  of  the  membership.  Deputies  will 
hereafter  lighten  the  labors  of  the  general  officers.  The  office  of  chief 
alumnus  was  reestablished,  and  he  is  to  locate  and  organize  the  alumni. 
"They  (the  alumni)  are  to  pay  an  annual  assessment  by  way  of  dues 
in  the  sum  of  $2.50  per  annum,  and  will  be  supplied  with  the  Joubnal 
and  an  official  registered  standard  badge  which  they  should  have  to 
turn  back  to  headquarters  when  they  default  in  their  dues."  One  con- 
tributor says  of  "the  proposal  to  collect  $2.50  yearly  from  every  alum- 
nus" that  it  "may  or  may  not  be  found  impracticable,"  because  "the  ma- 
chinery for  its  working"  was  not  also  devised.  A  chapter  house  fund  is 
to  be  created  out  of  the  yearly  treasury  balances  and  other  sources, 
and  to  be  used  in  aiding  chapters  to  build  houses.  The  erection  of  a 
$25,000  memorial  hall  at  the  birthplace  of  K  A,  Washington  and  Lee 
University,  was  authorized.  "Whereases  in  favor  of  Northern  extension" 
were  rejected,  but  "Western  extension  was  left  entirely  in  the  discre- 
tion of  the  general  officers."  A  "resolution  providing  for  the  distribu- 
tion of  copies  of  the  constitution  to  members  of  the  fraternity,  on  pre- 
payment of  a  small  amount,  to  cover  printing,"  was  rejected.

Nevertheless,  when  they  returned,  I  seemed  to  see  White 
light  in  Gillespie's  eyes;  Foote  appeared  as  though  he  had  visited 
the  Barber  in  Vicksburg;  and  Bramlette  was  singing,  "Maxwelton's 
braes  are  bonny,"  all  of  which  of  course  proves  nothing.

To 
carry  out  the  idea  and  operate  the  system,  a  "Council  of  Honor," 
comprised  of  students  elected  by  each  class,  has  been  organized,  and, 
although  it  is  as  yet  very  imperfect,  it  hopes  to  finally  fully  estab- 
lish the  honor  method  of  college  government.  As  prohibition 
doesn't  prohibit,  neither  does  the  Honor  System,  prevent  the  dis- 
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honorable,  or  otherwise,  but  it  constitutes  the  initial  step  towards 
Democratic  government,  the  worst  of  which  is  better  than  the  best 
monarchy. 

Wishing  all  of  the  sister  chapters  a  most  pleasant,  prosperous 
and  profitable  new  year — auf  wiedersehen.

No  definite  action  has  been  taken  towards  replacing  the 
building,  but  it  is  rumored  that  a  new  $250,000  steel  structure  is 
to  be  built.  All  classes  have  been  carried  on  in  other  buildings  on 
the  campus,  so  that  the  only  ill  effect  is  the  crowding  of  classes, 
and  this  is  only  temporary. 

On  the  evening  of  the  same  day  the  chapter  gave  the  third 
annual  hop  in  commemoration  of  the  founding  of  the  Order.  It 
was  one  of  the  nicest  social  affairs  of  the  local  fraternity  world. 
The  hall  was  decorated  with  a  double  frieze  of  shields,  and 
a.  large  Christmas  tree  was  placed  in  the  centre  of  the  hall.  We. 
^were  visited  on  this  occasion  by  Brothers  Hayes,  Stone,  Newell, 
IMinteer,  Ambrister,  and  McCreary. 

We  shall  lose  Brother  Robberts  at  the  end  of  this  semester,  as  he 
lias  finished  his  work  here.

Since  our  last  letter  to  the  Journal  there  have  been  a  number  of 
events  of  importance  to  Beta  Theta  to  appear  on  the  horizon  and  be- 
come history.  By  far  the  most  important  thing  to  us  was  the  meet^ 
ing  of  the  State  Association  under  the  auspices  of  the  St.  Louis 
Alumni  Chapter. 

The  meeting  was  held  in  the  form  of  a  banquet  at  the  Marquette 
Hotel  and  was  a  great  success  in  every  respect  except  that  of  attend- 
ance, only  fifty  of  the  expected  seventy-five  or  eighty  being  able  to 
attend.  But,  in  spite  of  this  fact,  we  all  had  a  fine  time  and  were 
'^tickled  to  death"  when  the  motion  was  made  and  carried  that  we 
hold  the  meeting  here  every  year  between  Christmas  and  January 
3rd.  The  alumni  got  hold  of  several  big  automobiles  and  brought 
everybody  out  to  the  chapter  rooms  in  the  afternoon,  and  the  chap- 
ter served  them  with  punch  and  cigars  and  did  its  best  to  make 
everybody  feel  welcome  and  at  home.  They  were  then  taken  to 
their  hotels  and  met  again  in  the  evening  to  listen  to  good  K.  A. 
speeches  and  sing  good  K.  A.  songs. 

The  University  has  been  greatly  stirred  up  the  last  few  days  by 
what  the  newspapers  have  pleased  to  call  a  strike,  that  is,  the  sus- 
pension of  all  student  activities,  such  as  athletics,  dramatics,  glee 
club,  etc.  The  relations  between  the  faculty  and  students  have 
been  strained  for  some  time,  and  the  matter  was  brought  to  a  focus 
last  week  by  the  suspension  of  J.  A.  Stevens,  editor  of  the  Student 
Life,  for  the  publishing  of  an  editorial  on  the  monthly  condition 
as  it  had  lately  been  applied  to  one  of  the  students.  In  this  edito- 
rial he  referred  to  one  of  the  instructors  as  a  childish  instructor 
and  called. the  faculty  a  "bunch  of  asses."  It  was  not  Stevens' 
suspension,  however,  which  the  students  have  taken  this  attitude 
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over.  It  is  on  account  of  this  monthly  condition  rule,  which  keeps 
a  man  from  competing  in  athletics  if  he  has  a  monthly  condition 
in  one  study.  There  is  no  known  way  of  raising  one  of  these 
monthly  conditions  except  by  making  a  better  mark  the  next 
month.  This  keeps  one  out  of  the  games  for  a  month.  There  is 
also  no  way  of  telling  when  one  of  these  conditions  may  overtake 
a  man ;  one  of  our  basket-ball  players  was  notified  ten  minutes  be- 
fore the  game  with  Illinois  that  he  had  a  condition  and  was  ineligi- 
ble. He  played  any  way,  and  as  a  result  was  put  on  probation. 
This  seems  to  the  students  to  be  unfair  and  is  the  direct  cause  of 
their  having  taken  the  stand  they  have.  What  is  wanted  is  a  half- 
yearly  condition  rule,  with  perhaps  a  proviso  to  the  effect  that  if  a 
man  falls  too  low  he  may  be  barred  from  participating. 

The  fact  that  Christmas  has  again  passed  is  greatly  in  evidence 
at  the  chapter  rooms  by  the  sudden  appearance  of  several  new  and 
biilliant  fraternity  and  university  pillows,  and  we  sincerely  hope 
'ths,t  the  New  Year  will  not  cause  a  pause  in  the  "flow.'^

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THE  FRATERNAL  CHAPTER  AS  A  FELD  FOR 

INDIVIDUAL  EFFORT. 

Almost  every  student  who  spends  two  or  more  years  at  col- 
lege manages  to  carve  his  name  in  more  or  less  enduring 
fashion  upon  the  college  life  and  tradition,  even  though  in 
some  cases  he  limits  his  efforts  to  classroom  desks  and  walls. 
That  the  effort  when  rightly  directed  is  a  laudable  one  no  one 
will  deny,  and  to  write  in  its  behalf  would  be  to  indulge  in  one 
of  the  commonest  commonplaces.  AVe  have  been  told,  almost 
too  often,  one  is  inclined  to  say,  that  the  college  is  a  microcosm^ 
a  little  world,  and  that  success  therein  is  usually  followed  by 
success  in  after-life.  It  is  as  unnecessary  to  prove  this  as  to 
enter  seriously  into  a  discussion  of  the  question  whether  a 
college  education  is  or  is  not  lieneficial.  Granting  then  the 
desirability  of  achievement  in  the  college  world,  let  us  look 
for  a  moment  at  some  of  the  fields  success  in  which  is  worthy 
of  our  endeavor. 

As  the  application  of  the  name  '\student"  to  all  who  enter 
college  Avould  imply,  the  first,  great  commandment  for  the 
college  man  is  to  study,  lie  comes  to  college  primarily  to 
stud}',  or  is  supposed  so  to  come,  and  if  he  fails  in  his  classes 
his  college  course  is  regarded  as  a  failure.  But  even  those  w^ho 
win  the  highest  honors  here  need  development  along  other 
lines  if  they  are  to  round  into  full  and  perfect  manhood,  and 
hence  thev  rarelv  fail  to  embrace  several  of  the  manv  extra- 
classroom  opportunities  for  development  that  are  offered  by 
modern  college  life.  The  musically  inclined  borrow  their 
neiglibors'  diess  suits  and  seek  to  attach  themsehes  to  the  Glee 
Club;  those  whose  limbs  are  stronger  than  their  lungs  throng 
the  athletic  fields;  olliers  seek  to  tread  faltering  in  the  foot- 
ste])s  of  Clav,  Calhoun,  and  Gradv;  while  some  few  choice 
spirits  here  and  there  (any  editor  of  a  college  magazine  will 
tell  you  that  their  name  is  scarcely  Legion)  seek  pre-eminence 
with  the  gray  goose  quill.  T  wish  within  the  limits  of  this 
short  article  to  suggest  some  reasons  why  the  fraternity  chapter 
should  be  chosen  as  a  field  for  individual  effort. 
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In  this  respect  the  fraternity  possesses  several  peculiar 
advantages.  First,  it  is  a  limited  fi«ld  and  therefore  offers 
more  opportunity  for  development  to  the  man  of  only  ordinary 
abilities.  Among  the  candidates  for  the  various  athletic  teams 
only  the  best  are  chosen,  and  the  man  of  moderate  ability  is 
either  relegated  to  the  "scrubs"  or  dismissed  with  naught  to 
show  for  his  pains  save  the  consciousness  of  having  fought  a 
good  fight.  In  the  fraternity  there  is  a  place  for  all  who  wish 
to  work  and  the  reward  comes  sure,  if  not  soon.  It  is  also 
easier  because  here  the  lines  are  laid  in  pleasant  places;  the 
worker  rarely  meets  with  competition,  but  on  the  contrary  more 
often  with  positive,  encouragement. 

The  field  is  in  another  sense  a  wide  one.  Some  students  are 
by  their  physical  disability  forever  barred  fi'om  participation 
in  athletias;  others,  deserted  by  the  thankless  Muse,  fail  to 
obtain  a  position  on  the  collegiate  tripod;  but  where  is  the 
man  who  cannot  find  something  to  do  in  the  chapter  if  he 
really  wishes  to  do  it?  "Where  there's  a  will,  there's  a  way" 
never  had  a  better  field  for  its  justification  than  the  fraternity 
chapter.  The  limits  of  the  article  do  not  i^ermit  the  discus- 
sion, or  even  the  enumeration,  of  the  many  opportunities  that 
are  afforded;  they  will  vary  with  the  time,  place,  and  the  chap- 
ter, but  there  is  never  any  lack  of  them  to  those  who  earn- 
estly seek  them.  From  the  simple  janitorial  duties  to  the 
shaping  of  the  course  of  action  of  a  picked  body  of  men  and 
therethrough,  oftentimes,  the  course  of  action  of  the  student 
l)ody — this  is  the  broad  extent  of  the  opportunity  that  is 
offered. 

Nor  are  the  returns  from  such  an  expenditure  of  time  and 
energy  meagre.  Not  the  least  of  its  blessings  is  an  increased 
love  for  the  fraternity  and  an  appreciation  of  its  teachings. 
If  the  ideals  and  tenets  of  our  Order  are  worthy  of  being  fol- 
lowed, then  any  movement  on  the  part  of  the  student  that  will 
place  him  in  closer  touch  with  the  spirit  of  the  Ritual  is  a  wise 
one.  If  to  be  a  l>etter  Kappa  Alpha  is  to  be  a  better  man  in 
the  three- fold  development  of  bodv,  mind,  and  spirit  (and  such 
must  be  the  case  if  Kappa  Alpha  is  to  justify  her  right  to 
existence),  then  it  is  the  duty  of  each  meml>er  to  perfect  him- 
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self  ill  the  knowledge  of  his  fraternity.  The  charm  and  beauty 
of  our  Ritual  increase  >vitli  each  reading,  and  no  thoughtful 
student  can  witness  a  properly  conducted  Kappa  Alpha  initia- 
tion, no  matter  how  often  repeated,  without  becoming  slightlx^ 
the  better  for  it.  Other  benefits  that  follow  in  the  train  of 
such  an  action  are  the  strengthening  of  character  that  comes 
from  the  sacrifice  of  self,  the  inward  joy  of  unselfish  service^ 
the  binding  closer  of  the  fraternal  ties,  and  the  deepening  of 
the  meaning  of  friendship.  The  foundation  of  the  fraternity" 
system  is  friendship,  and  in  the  outside  w^orld  our  fraternity^ 
friendships  will  he  of  more  value  to  us  by  way  of  inspiration, 
and  encouragement  than  our  prominence  as  a  social  leader,  ancL 
the  memory  of  them  will  outlast  that  of  athletic  triumphs- 
The  strongest  influence  in  Tennyson's  University  life  was  thafc 
of  the  "Apostles." 

The  good  is  a  two-fold  good:  it  blesseth  him  that  gives  and 
him  that  takes — the  student  and  the  chapter.     The  men  in  any^^ 
one  chapter  that  are  kindled  with  a  burning  zeal  to  accomplislm- 
something  f(u*  the  fraternity  can  usually  be  counted  upon  th(^ 
fingers  of  one  hand  and  then  perhaps  leave  several  digits  un — 
engaged.     I  have  even  attended  Kappa  Alpha  chapter  meet^ — 
ings  (tell  it  not  in  Gath)  that  were  distinctly  tiresome,  wher^ 
each  membor  dragged  through  his  part  and  all  in  attendance^ 
heaved  a  hugh  sigh  of  relief  when  the  call  for  adjournments 
came.     The  credit  for  a  live,  successful  chapter  can  in  mosts 
cases  be  given  to  one,  or  at  the  most,  three  energetic  and  enthu- 
siastic members.     And  they  are  often  in  sore  need  of  helpers 
to  hold  up  their  hands.     The  strength  of  a  chaptet*  consists  not 
alone  in  the  individual  strength  of  the  men  that  compose  it, 
but  also  in  the  fraternity  spirit  of  its  members.     In  taking 
upon  himself  the  initiatory  vows  the  novice  obligates  himself 
ever  to  uphold  the  chapters  welfare  and  is  therefore  in  duty 
bound  to  do  his  utuMHt  for  the  advancement  of  the  chapter. 
No  outlay  on  his  part  will  bring  cpiicker  or  surer  returns  than 
a  willingness  to  work  in  its  l>ehalf,  foregoing  if  need  be  the 
far  flung  fame  of  the  gridiron  or  the  diamond  for  the  less  pub- 
lic but  more  satisfying  plaudit  of  "Well  done"  from  his  own 
fraternity  mates.     If  then  the  field  be  not  only  easy  and  agree- 
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ble  but  also  flexible;  if  both  the  student  and  the  chapter  de- 
ive  great  good  from  such  endeavors;  who  can  deny  but  that 
he  game  is  many  times  worth  the  candle? 

But  perhaps  the  most  attractive  of  the  inducements  otfered 
5  the  opportunity  for  self-development  that  the  fraternity 
ffords,  especially  to  those  who  are  its  lenders.  The  results 
ere,  while  often  of  no  greater  value  than  the  foregoing,  are 
lore  concrete  and  tangible.  The  leadership  of  a  fraternity  of 
wenty  men  is  a  position  of  unbound  possibilities,  many  of 
'hich  are  often  unreilized  and  still  more  of  which  remain  un- 
eveloped.  To  map  out  the  i)lan  for  the  rushing  season  and 
iiperintend  its  successful  execution :  so  to  shape  the  policy  and 
ifluence  of  the  chapter  that  it  shall  become  a  definite  force  in 
allege  life  and  a  recognizable  factor  in  guiding  college 
pinion;  to  conduct  the  affairs  of  the  chapter  so  that  peace  and 
armony  shall  prevail  among  its  members  and  the  rise  of  fac- 
ons  and  personal  ill-will  be  unknow^n ;  to  supervise  the  income 
nd  expenditures  of  a  $10,000  chapter  house  so  that  the  chapter 
schequer  will  not  bear  a  chronic  resemblance  to  Mother  Hub- 
ard's  cupboard:  or  even  to  swing  a  social  affair  to  a  success- 
id  conclusion,  demands  abilities  of  no  mean  order  and  gives 
n  opportunity  for  self-development  that  is  unexcelled  in  all 
le  varied  phases  of  collegiate  training.  Of  a  truth  it  re- 
uires  "a  head  to  contrive,  a  tongue  to  persuade,  and  a  hand  to 
secute." 

It  is  a  realization  of  these  facts  that  has  caused  some  diap- 
ers to  regard  the  office  of  (I.)  as  one  of  the  honors  most  worth 
riving  for  in  college  life.  Such  a  custom  reveals  a  healthy 
lapter,  one  whose  pulse  l)eats  full  and  strong.  Not  only  is  it 
sign  that  the  chapter  is  not  infected  with  dry-rot,  listlessness, 
r  decay  in  any  form,  but  its  presence  will  do  much  to  preserve 
le  chapter  in  an  active,  healthy  state.  If  it  be  an  honor  worth 
riving  for,  then  there  will  be  candidates  that  will  attempt  to 
sserve  the  leadership  upon  the  record  of  their  past  services  to 
le  fraternity — and  the  cha])ter  will  reap  the  benefit.  Fur- 
lermore,  the  leader  will  after  a  fashion  be  forced  to  vindicate 
is  right  to  the  position  by  an  administration  that  shall  be 
iwless,  one  that  shall  give  his  defeated  fraternal  opponents 
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no  gi'oiind  for  disputing  within  themselves  the  wisdom  of  the 
chapters  choice. 

President  David  Starr  Jordon,  of  Leland  Stanford,  in  a 
recent  number  of  the  Delta  Upsilon  Quarterly  said,  "For  the 
evils  of  college  fraternities  I  know  of  but  one  remedy — ^bring 
in  better  men."    The  supply  of  leaders,  though  never  abso- 
lutely dependent  on  the  demand  for  them,  yet  varies  to  a 
greater  or  less  degi^ee  with  the  insistence  of  that  demand.     One 
way,  therefore,  to  bring  in  better  men  is  to  improve  those  that 
are  already  in,  and  I  would  thus  make  bold  to  suggest,  along- 
side of  President  Jordon's  most  excellent  remedy   (which  is 
almost  a  specific),  the  following  spring  tonic  for  w^eak  and 
ailing  chapters:  immediate  relief  can  often  lie  obtained  by" 
realizing  the  importance  of  the  fraternity  as  a  field  for  indi- 
vidual effort  and  by  magnifying  the  honor  and  dignity  of  the- 
office  of  (I.).

As  Viewed  by  an  Alumnus  of  Alpha. 

(We  are  sure  the  members  of  the  Fraternity  generany  wUl  enjoy 
reading  the  following  personal  letter,  so  we  take  the  liberty  of  pub- 
lishing it.— Ed.). 

Quite  a  period  has  elapsed  since  I  last  communicated  with 
you.  I  believe  it  had  to  do  with  an  article  I  had  in  mind  for 
the  Journal  touching  ''Some  Kappa  Alphas  I  Have  Known." 
However  that  be  it  is  neither  here  nor  there :  the  "copy"  has 
never  been  finished  and  mav  not  be  for  lonff.  In  the  meantime 
I  cannot  resist  telling  you  about  Some  Kappa  Alphas  I  Have 
Recently  Met,  although  I  inteud  to  speak  of  them  again  when 
I  embellish  that  proposed  article  already  mentioned. 

It  happeuded  in  tliis  wise.     I  had  been  practicing  law  on  the 

"inland   frontier"  of  Montana   Avithout  rest  for  upwards  of 

three  years,  and  had  a  couple  of  ribs  broken  and  my  lungs 

battered  up  by  a  kicking  horse:  so  that  I  decided  to  take  a 

vacation,  for  the  dual  pui'pose  of  health  and  pleasure.

October  20th,  1907,  1  was  just  entering  upon 
niv  fourteenth  vear  as  a  K.  A.  The  same  evenin<i:  I  crossed 
San  Francisco  Bay  to  Berkeley  and  found  niv  way  unheralded 
to  Alpha  Xi  chapter  house  on  the  edge  of  the  Uniyersity  of 
California  campus.  Owing  to  the  i)resence  of  a  Great  Dane  on 
the  porch,  who  was  barking  most  yociferously,  I  rather  hesita- 
ted to  approach;  but  that  sagacious  animal  seemed  to  haye  an 
intuition  that  I  was  one  of  the  elect,  and  actually  showed  eyi- 
dence  of  satisfaction  at  my  arriyal. 

A  goodly  group  of  '*the  boys"  were  at  home,  gathered  to- 
gether in  their  comfortable  '*Bumming  Room,"  and  I  Ayas 
youchsafed  a  welcome  whose  informal  sincerity  would  ffladden 
the  soul  and  do  the  heart  good  of  any  man.  It  materializCvl 
that  McFarland  had  been  to  the  Norfolk  Conyention.  Neces- 
sarily he  had  much  to  relate  to  me  of  interest  about  those  with 
whom  I  used  to  l>e  so  intimate.  Among  otlier  things  he  spoke  of 
the  geniality  of  our  old  friend  T.  Wingfield  Bullock  in  giving 
"the  glad  hand"  to  the  members  of  the  Conyention,  the  orator- 
ical prowess  of  John  Farley,  and  the  astute  diplomacy  of  Jack 
Wise.  And,  too,  he  explained  tlie  mystery  contained  in  the 
story  so  aptly  told  by  Wooster  Taylor  of  your  own  penchant 
for  surf  bathing  a  la  moonliglit.  In  fine,  I  experienced  a 
cliarming  evening  in  every  sense  of  the  word. 

The  next  day  I  ran  over  to  Palo  Alto  to  meet  our  brethren  of 
Alpha  Pi  at  their  l)eautiful  home  on  ''Fraternity  How."  Nor 
did  I  announce  to  them  my  coming:  but  arriyed  in  time  to 
find  them  gatherd  around  their  big  tal)le  at  dinner.

stayed  with  "the  boys''  all  evening,  and  when  I  departed  did 
so  with  genuine  regret.. 

Another  word  as  to  these  two  chapters,  because  I  know  you 
will  be  interested  to  learn  Avhat  I  can  tell  you  of  them  from 
personal  experience.     First,  they  both  have  comfortable  if  not 
spacious  homes,  nicely  located,  appropriately  furnished  and  to 
all  appearances  well  managed.    Again,  the  two  chapters  have 
a  numerical  strength  sufficient  to  insure  long  life  and  pros- 
perity, without  being  large  enough  to  become  unwieldly  and 
destroy  that  homogeneity  so  incongruous  to  ideal  fraternalism. 
Finally,  which  api^ealed  to  me  as  being  best  of  all,  the  respec- 
tive memberships  of  the  two  chapters  seemed  to  more  nearly 
approach  those  of  two  good,  old-fashioned,  large  and  happy 
families  than  mere  groups  of  young  men  attending  the  same 
universities.     The  spirit  of  camaraderie  was  perfect,  iind  all 
seemed  contented  to  remain  at  their  "Bug  ITous:^"  and  bask  in 
the  presenc;?  of  one  another's  joy.     (ienerally  speaking,  while 
I  had  always  gained  good  accounts  of  our  two  Cilifornia  chap- 
ters, Avhich  by  the  way  seemed  to  be  upon  the  most  intimate  and 
friendly  terms,  I  was  more  than  pleasantly  surprised;  for  I 
found  them  to  be  made  up  of  as  fine  and  goodly  a  set  of  young 
gentlemen  ns  Kappa  Alpha  could  possibly  desire,  and  I  felt 
proud  that  T  could  count  them  in  the  same  category  into  which 
I  was  initiated  through  dear  old  Alpha  when  a  boy  still  in  my 
'teens. 

Here  at  Los  Angeles  T  luive  so  far  only  met  Brothers  Baker 
P.  Lee  and  Irving  M.  Walki'i'.  of  Beta  and  Limbda  respec- 
tively: but  if  they  serve  as  a  fair  sample  of  the  others  to  be 
found  here  T  trust  that  I  niav  meet  tliose  "others''  soon.

A 
relief  fund  Avas  also  subscribed  for  those  who  lost  all  their  be- 
lonirings  in  the  fire.  The  building  was  Avell  insured  and  will 
l)e  remodeled  and  rebuilt  before  the  opening  of  college  in  Sep- 
tember, (iround  has  alreadv  been  broken  for  the  new  $40,000 
"Young  Science  TTall,"  and  the  Avork  is  progres^sing  rapidly. 
As  a  culmination  of  negotiations,  which  were  carried  on  for 
some  time.  Central  has  been  placed  on  the  Carnegie  Foundation 
Fund,  Avhich  provides  retired  =^alaries  for  profe=;sors  who  have

been  teaching  for  twenty-five  years.  Central  is  the  second  in- 
stitution of  the  South  that  has  received  this  distinction,  and 
as  cjilain  standards  had  to  be  met  with,  we  feel  very  much 
elated  over  thir.  honor.

The  January  number  of  the  Anchora  of  Delta  Gamma  contains  a 
number  of  interesting  articles,  among  which  might  be  mentioned 
"The  Place  of  the  Alumnae  Chapter  in  the  Fraternity,"  by  the  grand 
president',  and  "Of  Alumnae  Interest,"  by  Helen  Paine.  There  is  also 
a  good  article  along  the  same  line  by  a  retired  grand  president  of 
the  fraternity,  entitled  "What  the  'Otherwise'  Alumnae  are  Doing." 
"What  is  the  Value  of  a  Sorority"  is  the  text  of  a  strong  article  by 
Ruth  Bryan  Leavitt.  the  daughter  of  William  Jennings  Bryan.  Mrs. 
Leavitt's  conclusion  is  summed  up  in  these  words:  "And  finally  it 
is  the  sorority  itself  which  determines  before  all  the  world  its  own 
usefulness.  An<l  as  each  member  goes  individually  to  compose  the 
joint  attitude,  it  is  for  each  girl  to  determine  finally  the  world's 
estimate  of  a  sorority's  value."  "The  relation  of  Home  Economics 
to  Other  College  Studies"  and  "The  Chapter  House"  are  two  other 
valuable  contributions  to  be  found  in  this  issue. 

Co-education  in  the  East  and  the  West  is  discussed  thoroughly  in  .an 
article  in  the  January  number  of  Kappa  Alpha  Theta. 

The  January  number  of  the  Phi  Kappa  Psi  Shield  gives  some  interest- 
ing side  lights  into  the  life  of  Theodore  P.  Shontz,  and  also  contains 
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the  record  of  Phi  Kappa  Psi  in  foot-ball  the  past  season,  the  latter 
article  being  illustrated  with  many  cuts  of  the  players.  Another  good 
article  is  written  oni  "Rocky  Mountain  Phi  Psis." 

The  Alpha  Chi  Rho  Garnet  and  White  for  January  contains  an  excel- 
lent article  descriptive  of  Washington  and  Lee  University,  at  Lexing- 
ton, Va.,  with  cuts  of  the  buildings.  Percy  Shelley,  in  this  number, 
discusses  "Culture  Among  Greek  Letter  Men"  in  a  very  entertaining 
and  instructive  manner.  In  discussing  the  question  of  bequests  to 
fraternities  the  editor  says:  "It  was  brought  to  the  editor's  attention 
the  other  day  that  a  certain  brother  had  inserted  a  bequest  to  the  Per- 
manent Fund  of  the  National  Fraternity  in  his  will.  This  deserves  to 
be  recorded  as  a  suggestion  and  as  an  example  to  other  brothers.  Most 
of  our  men  are  young;  death  never  has  much  reality  to  youth;  but 
some  of  our  brothers,  most  active  and  enthusiastic  in  the  brotherhood, 
have  already  died.  The  Permanent  Fund  of  the  fraternity  Is  going 
some  day  to  be  a  large  and  essential  element  In  the  fraternity's  pro- 
gress. It  takes  but  little  trouble  or  time  to  make  a  will,  or  a  codicil  to 
a  will  already  made;  there  is  no  self-deprivation  felt  in  leaving  the 
twentieth  part  of  a  small  or  of  a  large  principal;  often  the  amount  so 
bequeathed  Is  no  more  than  would  ultimately  have  been  spent  In  a 
longer  life  for  fraternity  work  or  fraternity  pleasures;  while  from  such 
a  policy  generally  pursued  the  fraternity  will  In  a  score  of  years  derive 
great  assistance  in  Its  work,  and  the  influence  of  the  individual  brother 
be  perpetuated  for  the  victory  of  the  Order  so  long  as  the  brotherhood 
shall  stand." 

"A  Whirl  Around  the  Circle,"  containing  the  experiences  of  a  frat. 
man  while  making  a  tour  of  the  United  States,  and  "In  the  Orient,"  a 
description  of  oriental  life,  are  the  two  leading  articles  in  the  January 
number  of  the  Pax  Omega  Frater. 

"Is  There  a  Social  Side  to  Pan-Hellenic,"  Is  the  question  asked,  and 
discussed  in  the  February  Alpha  Phi  Quarterly.  In  the  course  of  the 
article  the  writer  says  that  her  fraternity  "believes  the  mission  of  the 
Inter-Sororlty  Conference  is  not  to  foster  sentimental  relations  among 
women  fraternities,  but  to  establish  everywhere  sane  rushing  agree- 
ments and  their  honorable  fulfillments  which  will  Insure  the  Freshman 
a  chance  to  choose  deliberately  her  fraternity,  and,  In  turn,  the  frater- 
nity to  maintain  its  dignity;  and  with  all,  to  create  a  freer  college  life 
and  a  larger  college  spirit." 

The  editor  of  Phi  Oamma  Delta,  In  the  February  Issue,  very  ably  dis- 
cusses the  question  of  "The  Best  Fraternity."  After  discussing  the 
matter  from  the  standpoint  of  the  quality  and  number  of  men  taken  in 
by  a  fraternity,  and  of  the  number  and  quality  turned  out  as  finished 
products,  he  concludes  as  follows:  "Would  you  find  the  best  fraternity? 
Don't  look  at  the  men  who  are  taken  into  the  organization.    The  fra- 
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ternity  will  do  that.  Look  at  the  men  when  they  cease  to  be  active 
members  and  join  the  great  body  of  the  alumni.  Find  the  fraternity 
whose  members  are  the  most  efficient,  the  most  purposeful,  the  most 
useful  to  themselves  and  to  the  world,  who  live  on  the  highest  plane, 
and  use  their  power  to  lift  others  up  to  that  plane.  That  is  the  best 
fraternity." 

The  Sigma  Nu  Delta  for  February  is  an  athletic  number,  and  it  Is 
indeed  a  very  handsome  publication,  containing  about  three  hundred 
pages.  ''The  Half  Way  Mark"  is  the  concluding  number  of  a  series  of 
articles  that  have  been  appearing  in  this  magazine,  and  being  in  the 
nature  of  letters  from  an  Alumnus  to  a  Freshman.  The  question  of 
Sigma  Nu  extension  is  ably  handled  in  an  exhaustive  article  by  W.  F. 
Kachel.  "Sigma  Nu  and  the  Southwest"  and  "Hign  School  Frater- 
nities" are  two  other  good  articles.  "Champions  of  1907  in  Sports" 
covers  G2  pages  and  is  illustrated  with  232  pictures  of  Kappa  Sigmas. 
This  is  undoubtedly  the  best  article  of  its  nature  appearing  in  any  of 
the  magazines  this  season. 

The  February  Pi  Kappa  Alpha  Shield  and  Diamond  contains  two 
well-written  articles  on  "Extension"  and  "Internal  Strengthening." 

The  Alpha  Kappa  Kappa  Centaur  for  February  is  a  convention  num- 
ber, and  contains  little  else  of  general  interest. 

The  February  Chi  Omega  Eleusis  contains  a  good  article  entitled 
"The  Year  After,"  in  which  the  writer  throws  out  some  good  sug- 
gestions. She  says  "When  we  leave  college,  if  we  would  be  happy  we 
must  not  try  to  mould  the  interests  of  others  to  our  own,  but  rather 
make  the  interests  of  all  others  to  be  included  in  our  own  interests. 
Our  horizon  must  needs  enlarge,  or  we  are  most  to  be  pitied,"  "Winter 
in  Maine,"  is  a  good  descriptive  article  appearing  in  this  issue. 

The  February  Themis  of  Zeta  Tan  Alpha,  editorially,  handles  the 
fraternity  examination  question  in  the  following  manner:  "We  have 
waited  with  no  little  interest  to  see  the  result  of  our  fraternity  exami- 
nations, vvhich  are  being  held  for  the  first  time  this  year.  Hard,  is  the 
verdict  which  has  come  from  the  chapters  which  have  already  stood 
them — three  of  our  chapters  are  yet  to  have  the  pleasure — but  I  think 
all  will  agree  that  the  result  will  be  beneficial  to  the  chapters,  and  to 
the  individual  members.  It  is  very  likely  that  just  such  examinations 
will  aid  in  clearing  away  the  idea  that  any  one  member  knows  all  that 
is  necessary  about  Zeta  Tau  Alpha,  to  say  nothing  of  the  great  frater- 
nity system  of  which  we  are  only  a  part.  There  is  no  doubt  that  these 
examinations  not  only  encourage  a  deeper  knowledge  of  our  own  frater- 
nity, but  broaden  this  knowledge  into  the  wider  stream  of  fraternity 
history  from  its  beginning,  and  so  we  may  consider  them  an  aid  in 
turning  out  better  equipped  fraternity  women." 
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Edwin  Maxey  discusses  the  question  "Was  the  Second  International 
-Conference  at  the  Hague  a  Farce?"  in  the  February  Delta  Chi  Quar- 
terly. 

The  Trident,  of  Delta  Delta  Delta,  for  February  strongly  urges  the 
necessity  for  fonning  a  Greek  Letter  Press  Association,  and  says  that 
occasional  conferences,  either  personal  or  through  an  organized  system 
of  correspondence,  would  result  in  much  good.  The  suggestion  is  a 
good  one,  and  would  mean  a  step  more  towards  the  formation  of  the 
long-cherished  permanent  Pan-Hellenic  Congress  of  America. 

The  editor  of  Beta  Theta  Pi,  in  the  February  issue,  very  truthfully 
remarks  "The  present  undergraduate  fraternity  man  accepts  all  the 
benefits  of  fraternity  life  as  a  matter  of  course.  They  existed  when  he 
came  to  college.  They  exist  for  him  to  enjoy  and  they  always  will  ex- 
ist. His  usual  attitude  is  one  of  criticism  because  they  are  not  more 
Abundant  or  greater  in  value.  It  is  not  until  he  is  out  of  college  and 
his  point  of  view  changes  that  he  appreciates  the  work  of  his  predeces- 
sors who  by  much  self  sacrifice  have  made  possible  his  comfortable  fra- 
ternity home,  its  efficient  orgamization.  its  publications  full  of  informa- 
tion." This  issue  also  contains  a  reproduction  of  the  article  of  Brother 
Hamer  on  the  South  Carolina  Situation. 

The  Shield,  of  Thieta  Delta  Chi,  for  March  very  aptly  remarks  that 
"No  fraternity  man  will  hesitate  to  acknowledge  that  he  is  indebted  to 
his  fraternity  and  will  probably  go  so  far  as  to  affirm  that  he  owes  his 
fraternity  more  than  anything  else  in  the  world,  but  he  usually  takes 
the  position  that  inasmuch  as  the  fraternity  does  not  push  him  like  his 
other  creditors,  he  lets  the  account  run.  Push  the  average  frat.  man 
and  he'll  come  right  up  on  time,  and  his  enthusiasm  will  be  manifest." 
We  looked  carefully  to  try  and  learn  the  name  of  the  exchange  editor  of 
the  Shield,  not  because  we  thought  he  was  much  of  a  curiosity,  but 
simply  as  a  matter  of  information.  That  the  gentleman  is  very  "thin- 
skinned"  is  evident  from  the  following,  which  found  its  way  into  his 
department:  "Apropos  of  the  criticism  of  our  Greek  News  Department 
by  one  of  our  contemporaries,  will  say  that  when  we  find  something  in 
their  magazine  that  will  be  of  value  to  our  readers  we  will  use  it  to  the 
best  advantage  and,  with  pleasure,  give  them  full  credit.  It  might  be 
well  to  mention  that  sixteen  per  cent,  of  the  reading  matter  in  their 
December  number  was  taken  from  The  Shield.  We  did  not  mean  to 
snub  you  nor,  at  the  time,  did  we  think  you  could  use  so  much  of  our 
matter." 

In  the  December  Journal  I  took  occasion  to  criticize  the  Shield,  and 
I  thought  perhaps  this  "wild  and  wooly"  fellow  had  me  in  mind  when 
he  penned  the  above,  but  the  April  issue  of  his  usually  very  bright 
publication   dispelled   that  fear.     He, (I  have  been   unable  to  find   his 
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name,  m-lMSte  that^ait^rf  the  daaertliom  which  Uie  rtoiitaliie 

of  a  good  fraternity  rescued  hiim),  claims  tliat  my  criticism  was  unjast». 
and  points  out  wherein  the  statements  made  were  untrue.    I  am  satis- 
fied that  a  mistake  was  made  in  the  name  of  the  magazine  attempted 
to  be  criticized.    The  statement  which  gave  offense  was  as  follows: 
"The  Theta  Delta  Chi  Shield  for  December  has  no  original  contribu- 
tions of  interest  generally.    There  are  a  number  of  speeches  reproduced,. 
but  most  of  these  have  appeared  before  in  the  Greek  Letter  Magazine." 
Since  the  matter  has  been  called  to  my  attention,  however,  I  have  taken 
occasion  to  look  again  at  the  December  issue  of  the  Theta  Delta  Chi 
Shield,  and  am  positively  certain  now  that  the  issue  "has  no  original 
contributions  of  interest  generally."    The  editor  ''demands"  an  imme- 
diate apology,  but  I  am  afraid  if  he  were  to  wait  on  this  apology  for  his. 
next  issue  his  army  of  readers  would  wait  a  long  time.    The  editor's 
temper  is  ridiculously  Sophomoric,  and  if  he  isn't  red-headed  he  ought 
to  be. 

The  March  number  of  the  Alpha  Tan  Omega  Palm  devotes  considera- 
ble space  to  the  late  Senator  William  James  Bryan,  of  Florida,  and 
contains  an  excellent  likeness  of  the  brilliant  young  man,  who  claimed 
the  distinction  of  being  the  youngest  Federal  Senator,  with  one  excep- 
tion, in  the  history  of  the  nation. 

The  Sigma  Alpha  Epsilon  Record  for  March  contains  an  account  or 
the  "S.  A.  E.  Foot-ball  Warriors  of  1907."

The  following  are  extracts  from  a  speech  delivered  at  a  banquet  of 
Delta  Chi  men  to  William  Jennings  Bryan: 

I  know  of  no  theme  next  to  my  loved  ones  at  home,  which  is  closer  to 
me  than  the  subject,  "The  Fraternity."  "Him  who  knows  thee,  knows 
all  words  are  faint;  to  him  that  knows  thee  not,  no  words  can  paint." 
At  home  I  spend  a  great  deal  of  time  in  the  work  that  flows  into  my 
office  for  the  fraternity.  I  feel  that  I  am  lost  without  it.  It  is  a  labor 
of  love  to  work  for  Delta  Chi.  I  feel  that  every  man  in  that  sacred 
brotherhood  is  my  brother.  I  feel  close  to  him.  I  feel  that  the  bond 
which  binds  us  together  is  wonderful.  It  seems  to  reach  out  and  draw 
me  closer  and  closer  still  to  him — to  him  who  knelt  and  swore  eternal 
faith  to  our  goddess. 

Think  of  it — isn't  it  wonderful  the  tie  that  we  bear!  Just  a  few 
days  ago  I  received  a  letter  from  a  Delta  Chi — a  prince  among  men, 
whose  health  failed  and  who  is  flgliting  with  a  Delta  Chi  vigor  for  his 
life.  He  wrote  me  recently:  "If  it  had  not  been  for  the  courage  given 
me  by  the  men  of  gold  in  dear  old  Delta  Chi  I  believe  that  my  nerve 
would  have  failed.  God  bless  them,  every  one.  I  would  that  I  could 
stand  upon  Pike's  Peak  with  the  snow  up  to  my  'nable'  and  sing  their 
praises  until  the  heathen  Chinee  understood  and  the  walls  of  Jericho 
echoed  the  greatness  of  Delta  Chi."  *  *  *  * 

And  there  is  another  thing  that  we  are  urging  among  the  brothers  in 
the  States,  and  that  is  the  exchange  of  business  among  the  members  of 
the  fraternity.  If  you  have  occasion  to  employ  counsel  in  another 
place,  why  not  strengthen  the  tie  by  placing  your  matters  in  the  hands 
of  a  brother  in  Delta  Chi?

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON   RECOMMENDATIONS  TO   PAN- 
HELLENIC   ASSOCIATIONS. 

The  committee  has  thought  it  best  to  incorporate  in  the  secretary's  re- 
port of  the  Sixth  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Inter-Sorority  Conference,  the 
Model  Constitution  for  Pan-Hellenic  Associations,  and  to  add  to  it  the 
recommendations  of  the  Conference. 

Model  Constitution  For  Pan-Hellenics. 
Constitution. 

ARTICLE  I.— Name. 

The  name  of  this  organization  shall  be  the  Pan-Hellenic  Association 
of  the  

ARTICLE  II.— Purpose. 

This  Pan-Hellenic  shall: 

1.  Fix  the  date  of  pledge  day. 

2.  Regulate  the  rules  for  rushing. 

3.  Regulate  other  matters  of  Inter-Sorority  interest  in  this  college 
presented  to  it  for  consideration. 

4.  Co-operate  with  the  college  authorities  and  all  college  organiza- 
tions in  questions  of  general  college  interest. 

ARTICLE  III. — Organization. 

This  Pan-Hellenic  shall  be  composed  of  one  active  and  one  alumna 
member  from  each  chapter  of  the  National  Sororities  represented  in  the 
institution,  and  from  such  locals  as  they  may  see  fit  to  admit. 
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ARTICLE  IV.— Officers. 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  this  Paa-Hellenic  shall  he:  President, 
Secretary  and  Treasurer. 

Sec.  2.  The  officers  shall  serve  for  one  year,  dating  from  the  first 
meeting  of  the  Pan-Hellenic  after  the  Christmas  holidays. 

Sec.  3.  The  office  of  President  shall  be  held  in  rotation  by  the  chap- 
ters, in  the  order  of  their  establishment  as  nationals  in  the  college:  the 
locals  to  hold  office  after  the  nationals  in  the  order  of  their  organiza- 
tion, A  local  becoming  national  shall  take  its  place  among  the  nation- 
als according  to  the  date  of  its  installation  as  a  national. 

Sec.  4.  The  secretary  shall  be  chosen  from  the  chapter  which  is  to 
have  the  presidency  the  following  year. 

Sec.  5.  The  duties  of  the  officers  shall  be  those  usually  devolving  upon 
such  officers. 

ARTICLE  v.— Voting. 

A  unanimous  vote  shall  be  necessary  to  fix  the  date  for  pledge  day 
and  to  malve  rules  regulating  rushing. 

ARTICLE  VI.— Amendments. 

This  Constitution  can  be  amended  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  the  Pan- 
Hellenic. 

By-Laws. 

I.  The  date  of  pledge  day  shall  be  the 

II.  It  shall  be  considered  dishonorable  for  a  fraternity  member, 
active  or  alumni,  to  speak  disparagingly  of  another  fraternity  or  one  of 
its  members  to  a  rushee. 

III.  The  Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  this  Pan-Hellenic  shall  be 
printed  not  later  than  May  1st  of  each  year  and  five  (5)  copies  of  the 
same  shall  be  sent  by  each  chapter  to  its  Grand  President. 

IV.  These  By-Laws  may  be  amended  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  the 
Pan-Hellenic. 

The  Conference  would  make  the  following  recommendations  to  Pan- 
Hellenic  Associations: 

1.  That  special  emphasis  be  placed  upon  Article  III  of  the  Model  Con- 
stitution as  printed  above,  urging  that  in  every  organization  of  Pan- 
Hellenics  tnere  be  one  active  and  one  alumni  member  from  each  chap- 
ter, instead  of  two  active  members. 

2.  That  there  be  regular  meetings  of  the  Pan-Hellenic,  as  often  as 
once  in  two  months,  at  least. 

3.  That  invitations  to  the  meetings  be  extended  to  the  Deans  of 
Women  and  Faculty  Women. 
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4.  That  Pan-Hellenics  give  particular  attention  to  Article  II,  Sec.  4 
In  the  Model  Constitution,  and  in  the  meetings  extend  their  discussion 
to  questions  of  general  college  interest.  There  might  be  discussion  of 
such  topics  as  The  Promiscuous  Wearing  of  Fraternity  Pins,  Chaperones 
of  Sorority  Houses,  Incessant  Calling  at  Sorority  Houses,  Lifting  of 
Pledges,  and  Cribbing. 

5.  That  complaints  and  difficulties  in  Pan-Hellenics  be  reported 
directly  to  the  Grand  Presidents,  and  settled  by  them  when  possible. 

6.  That  a  late  pledge  day  be  urged  upon  all  chapters,  preferably  a 
sophomore  pledge  day.

GEORGE  EDWARDS  GREGORY. 

Richmond  Alumni  Chapter, 

December  27,  1907. 

We  have  met  this  afternoon  to  give  expression  to  our  respect  and 
affection  for  the  memory  of  a  departed  friend  and  brother,  in  whose 
death  all  of  us  feel  a  personal  loss. 
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George  Edwards  Gregory  was  born  on  the  15th  day  of  October,  1878, 
at  "Elsing  Green,"  the  home  of  his  parents,  Hon.  Roger  Gregory  and 
Mrs.  Bettie  F.  Gregory,  in  King  William  county,  Va. 

He  acquired  his  early  education  at  the  hands  of  a  private  tutor  in  his 
home.  He  then  attended  the  preparatory  school  of  Col.  W.  Gordon 
McCabe,  in  Richmond,  Va.,  where  he  remained  until  he  was  prepared 
to  enter  Richmond  College,  which  he  entered  in  September,  1897.  His 
bright,  generous  nature,  and  manly,  gentlemanly  bearing  at  once  at- 
tracted the  members  of  Eta  Chapter,  and  they,  desiring  to  have  him 
more  closely  associated  with  them,  extended  to  him  an  invitation  to 
become  one  of  them,  which  he  accepted.  He  was  invited  and  became 
a  member  of  the  Kappa  Alpha  Order  on  the  9th  day  of  October,  1897. 

After  attending  Richmond  College  two  sessions,  George  Edwards 
Gregory  chose  the  carer  of  a  business  man,  and  opened  a  wholesale 
grocery  business  in  the  city  of  Richmond,  which  business  he  was  suc- 
cessfully conducting  at  the  time  of  his  death.

LEWIS  LAWSON. 

Lewis  Lawson  was  born  in  Greensboro,  Ala.,  on  the  12th  day  of 
December  1880,  and  died  there  on  the  7th  day  of  July,  1907. 

He  was  an  alumnus  of  Phi  Chapter,  Kappa  Alpha  Order,  having  been 
Initiated  in  the  fall  of  1898.  His  death  was  indeed  a  great  loss  to  his 
old  chapter.  While  in  college  he  was  one  of  her  most  enthusiastic 
and  devoted  supporters,  and  even  after  he  had  passed  out  of  active 
chapter  work  he  stood  ever  ready,  as  a  "  frater  in  urbe,"  to  spend  time. 


money  and  «ITort  for  her  upbiilldlug.  He  yielded  to  none  In  lealty  and 
devotion  to  our  Order.  He  wns  an  ideal  fraternity  man,  and  during 
his  college  days  no  meniher  of  Phi  Chapter  was  more  generally  beloved 
than  he.  In  Hrother  l.»iwaan  the  principles  of  our  Order  were  embodied 
in  all  their  beauly  and  strength.  He  was  ever  ready  to  protect  the 
weak.  His  every  word  and  action  were  on  the  side  of  right.  In  hU 
eyes  womanhood  stood  exalted,  and  to  protect  Its  honor  and  good  name 
WHS  the  natural  Impulse  of  his  knightly  soul.  The  nobleat  attributes 
of  mankind  were  commingled  in  him.  Strong  and  self-reliant,  yet 
gentle  and  tender;  aa  true  to  his  convictions  as  the  neeille  Co  the  pole, 
yet  unobBtructive  and  consjderate  of  others;  courageous  as  a  lion,  yet 
with  no  suggestion  ot  bravado  about  him.

There  was  absolutely  no  "gush"  in  Lewis-  Lawson's  manner  and  no 
pretense  in  his  soul.  He  was,  above  all  Ihings  else,  genuine.  Any- 
thing in  the  nature  of  a  display  was  distasteful  to  him.  His  life  ran. 
not  like  the  brawling  brook  that  iivrsiies  Its  noisy  way  with  splash  and 
murmur  and  shows  forth  Its  every  beauly  upon  Its  ruffled  surface,  but 
rather  like  the  placid  river  that  moves  In  silence  and  conceals  within 
Its  hidden  bosom  the  mighty  jjowit  of  Its  onward  sweep  and  the 
sacred  myslerie?  of  its  deeper  life. 

Seldom.  If  ever  before,  has  the  decease  of  one  person  cast  such  a 
gloom  over  an  enlire  commimlty  as  that  occasioned  by  the  death  of 
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Bro.  Lawson.  It  is  said  that  the  historic  old  town  In  which  he  had 
lived  and  died  literally  went  into  mouring.  And  well  it  might,  for  in 
his  untimely  demise  she  had  loat  one  of  her  purest  and  noblest. 

To  say  that  a  man  is  universally  popular  is,  at  times,  a  doubtful 
compliment.  Not  so  when  said  of  Bro.  Lawson,  for  the  esteem  in 
which  he  was  held  was  the  fruit  of  profound  respect  and  genuine 
.admiration.  He  rose  high  above  the  arts  and  machinations  of  those 
who  court  popular  good  will  and  drew  men  to  him  by  the  innate  nobility 
of  his  character  and  the  purity  of  his  life. 

In  the  business  world  Brother  Lawson  was  making  rapid  progress 
and  had  already  become  recognized  as  one  of  Greensboro's  most 
promising  young  business  men.  He  was.  always  thorough  in  his  work 
and  conservative  in  his  ideas,  while  his  unquestioned  integrity  of 
character  commanded  the  confidence  of  all. 

Some  time  ago,  while  waiting  for  a  belated  train  at  a  small  station, 
I  was  passing  away  the  time  by  walking  about  the  village  cemetery, 
when  I  came  upon  a  marble  slab  w^hich  bore  the  name  of  a  young  lady 
who  had  been  a  friend  of  my  childhood  days  and  of  whom  I  had  not 
heard  for  many  years.  Beneath  the  name  were  carved  words  something 
like  these:  "When  the  Heavens  shall  be  rolled  together  like  a  scroll; 
when  God  shall  come  to  make  up  his  jewels,  then  we  shall  under- 
stand." The  words  impressed  me  greatly  at  the  time,  and.  when  I 
h«ard  that  death  had  closed  the  eyes  and  stilled  the  heart  of  noble 
Lewis  Lawson,  they  seemed  to  come  back  to  me  s.pontaneou8ly  in 
answer  to  the  question  that  forced  itself  into  my  mind.  We  cannot 
but  wonder  at  the  strange  decree  of  Providence  that  cuts  off  a  life  full 
of  youth  and  hope  and  promise.  And  yet,  "We  live  in  deeds,  not 
years,"  and  when  we  consider  the  purity  and  beauty  of  his  life,  the 
nobility  of  his  character,  his  devotion  to  duty,  and  the  uplifting 
Influence  of  his  life  upon  those  about  him,  who  shall  say  that  Brother 
Lawson  did  not  attain  to  the  loftiest  heights  of  a  glorious  manhood?

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sitting  around,  a  freshman  on  the  floor  teasing  the  bull  dog, 
another  writing  out  his  '•crip''  for  the  next  "ex."  and  everyone 
brim  full  of  fun  and  de\ilment.  which  before  the  evening  is 
over  is  sure  to  break  forth  in  a  "water  carnival."  chicken  ex- 
l^edition  or  all  around  rough-house. 

You  cfn't  take  your  eye  off  that  shield.  A  pretty  girl  comes 
in,  and  i^its  with  her  escort  right  near  you.  on  purpose,  you 
think,  and  even  condescends  to  look  at  vou  a  few  time^  over 
her  wine  glass,  but  you  find  yourself  returning  invohmtarily 
to  your  stein  and  the  bronze  shield  upon  the  wall,  just  as  you 
would  to  an  old  friend  who  sat  beside  vou  at  the  table.  It 
starts  vou  thinkin«r  of  all  the  thinofs  vour  fraternitv  has  meant 
to  you,  of  the  Kappa  Alpha^r  whom  you  have  met  in  other 
States  and  even  in  foreign  lands,  of  the  good  times  they  have 
given  you  and  the  help  they  have  been  when  you  were  ill,  lone- 
ly or  '•l)roke.''  or  perhaps  all  three  at  once.  Almost  uncon- 
sciouslv  vou  raise  vour  stein  to  that  shield  on  the  wall,  the  girl 
at  the  otiicr  table  smiles  in  anticipation,  but  vour  eves  are  on 
the  familiar  (ireek  letters,  and  your  thoughts  ai-e  with  Kappa 
Alplia.  You  are  not  altogether  sure  whether  you  are  speak- 
injr  a  toast  or  not.  but  soniethinir  awav  down  in  vour  heart 
says  ^'Here's  to  you.  old  friend,  always  faithful,  always  gener- 
ous, always  good-natured  and  quick  to  lend  sympathy,  (and 
coin  too.)  here's  to  you.

Just  as  the  memories  whicli  the  Shield  recalls  have  begun  to 
leave  you  a  bit  melancholy,  some  one  hits  you  a  slap  upon  the 
back,  and  you  turn  to  see  half  a  dozen  of  the  fellows  grouped 
around  vou.  ''AAHiat  does  it  all  mean."  vou  ask,  "what  is  this 
shield  of  ours  doing  there  on  the  wall,  and  how  did  you  all 
happen  to  drift  in  here?" 

Then  Fred  Dorr,  of  Standford.  tells  his  tale,  recounting  how 
at  a  ])anquet  it  was  decided  to  select  the  Heidlel>erg  Inn  as  an 
official  rendezvous  for  all  Kappa  Alphas  in  San  Francisco, 
and  how  he  had  been  elected  a  committee  of  one  to  interview 
the  ])roprietor,  a  jovial  German  named  Hirsch.  and  gain  his 
permission  to  place  a  shield  upon  the  wall  in  one  of  the  booths, 
and  how  Hirsch  had  fairly  fallen  upon  his  neck  in  the  joy  of 
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such  a  suggestion,  and  had  even  asked  to  be  allowed  to  decorate 
the  room  in  crimson  and  orold  in  our  honor,  and  how  thev  had 
come  to-night  to  celebrate  and  hold  ceremonies  in  dedication  of 
the  Shield  to  its  new  position  above  the  festive  board.

And  then  comes  the  C.  C.  C.  Club,  whatever  all  the  C's  stand 
for  I  do  not  know,  but  its  members  are  all  Heidelberg  Uni- 
versity graduates,  and  they  bring  the  air  of  the  famous  old 
college  with  them,  every  one.  Back  and  forth  from  our  respec- 
tive tables  go  good-humored  banter,  jokes  and  college  songs, 
while  every  now  and  tlien  peals  forth  an  ear-splitting  college 
yell,  theirs  in  (lerman  and  ours  in  no  language  at  all  save 
noise,  but  ]>lenty  of  that,  you  can  be  sure. 

And  all  the  time  there  is  good  music,  a  quaint  German  stage 
with  gorgeous  scenery  of  rainbow  hues,  a  hundred  round 
tables  with  round-faced  Germans  seated  around  them,  thous- 
ands of  steins  of  beer,  oceans  of  ovsters,  sandwiches  and 
dishes  of  every  description,  an  unlimited  supply  of  smoke  and 
an  atmosphere  of  contentment*  over  everybody  and  everything 
to  such  an  extent  that  yon  can't  help  being  happy.

PROF-  GORE  DEAD, 

Dean  of  School  of  Applied  Sciences,  University  of  North  Carolina. 

The  entire  connnunity  at  Chapel  Hill,  X.  C,  was  shocked 
and  saddened  when  the  new^s  was  received  that  Professor  Jos- 
hua Walker  Gore,  dean  of  tho  School  Ap))lied  Sciences  in  the 
I^niversity,  died  in  Baltimore  April  8  at  nine  o'clock  P.  M. 
Professor  Gore  had  l>een  in  declining  health  for  some  tiuie,  and 
had  recently  gone  to  Baltimore  to  have  an  operation  performed 
in  the  hope  of  improving  so  as  to  l>e  able  to  Return  to  his  duties 
at  the  Universitv  before  the  close  of  the  session.  His  manv 
friends  have  been  apprehensive  about  him  ever  since  his  dej)art- 
ure.  but  none  of  them  expected  such  an  untimely  end.  His 
-death  has  caused  a  feeling  of  sadness  and  depression  to  come 
over  both  students  and  faculty,  which  will  linger  for  many 
days  to  come.     As  soon  as  the  intelligence  was  received  lee- 
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tint's  were  Hiisijfinled  in  all  tlepiu'tnients  of  the  I'nivei-i-ity.  jiiid 
the  i-olh'ge  bell  tolled  for  one  hour  in  honor  of  the  deceased 
professor. 

fToslinti  Walker  Hon.  enfrineer,  plusicist,  inventor,  professor 
of  physics  and  dean  of  the  Srhool  of  Apjilied  Scienie-  in  the 
University  of  North  Cai-olinii.  l>oni  in  Frederick  (■(tiruly.

payiiifr  sp<'cial  attention  also  to  j>hy>ies.     At 
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the  Hopkins  University  he  was  directly  under  the  instruction 
of  the  great  Sylvester  in  mathematics  and  of  Rowland  in  phy- 
sics. 

Professor  Gore  was  soon  elected  professor  of  physics  and 
chemistry  in  the  Southwestern  Baptist  University  at  Jackson, 
Tennessee,  where  he  remained  until  1881,  when  he  w^as  selected 
by  his  honored  teacher,  Col.  C.  S.  Venable,  as  his  assistant  in 
mathematics  in  the  University'  of  Virginia.  In  1882  he  was 
called  to  the  professorship  of  physics  in  the  University  of 
Xoi-th  Carolina,  which  position  he  had  been  filling  efficiently 
and  ac<'eptably  up  to  a  short  time  before  his  death. 

At  the  University  of  North  Carolina  he  has  been  wholly 
responsible  for  the  electric  light  plant,  and  in  a  large  measure 
for  the  heating  and  water  plants.  He  was  one  of  the  prime 
moveis  for  the  establishment  of  these  and  other  im))rovements, 
which  are  sources  of  revenue  to  the  university.  He  was  also 
greatly  interested  in  and  aided  in  establishing  the  University 
Press,  and  had  charge  of  the  erection  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  build- 
ing He  developed  a  strong  course  of  electricity  at  the  uni- 
versity, and  as  dean  of  the  School  of  Applied  Sciences,  he  has 
aided  in  the  upbuilding  of  an  institution  to  meet  the  growing 
needs  of  the  South. 

Professor  Gore  was  the  inventor  of  improvements  in  tele- 
phony and  wnreless  telegraphy,  and  took  an  active  interest  in 
many  matters  connected  with  the  subject  of  engineering.  He 
was  a  member  of  the  American  Association  for  the  Advance- 
ment of  Science  and  of  other  learned  societies.  During  the 
greater  ))art  of  his  life  in  Chapel  Hill  he  was  dean  of  the  uni- 
versity. He  was  acting  president  during  President  Alder- 
man's al)sence  in  Europe,  and  upon  the  resignation  of  Doctor 
Alderhian  as  ))resident  of  the  university,  the  visiting  commit- 
tee recommended  to  the  board  of  tnistees  that  Professor  (lore 
be  made  acting  president  for  a  year  pending  the  selection  of  a 
president. 

He  was  urged  by  liis  friends  for  the  presidency  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  North  Carolina,  and  also  for  the  same  position  in 
connection  with  the  College  of  Agricultural  and  Mechanic 
Arts  in  Raleigh,  though  he  never  consented  to  the  presentation 
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of  his  name  for  either  position.  His  remarkable  executive 
ability  and  excellent  business  sense  brought  him  flattering  of- 
fers from  beyond  the  bounds  of  the  State,  but  he  preferi-ed  to 
remain  with  the  University  of  North  Carolina,  and  much  of 
the  marked  success  of  the  institution  has  been  due  to  Professor 
Gore's  good  common  sense,  sound  judgment  and  business 
ability. 

On  November  9,  1883,  Professor  Gore  married  Miss  Margaret 
Corinthia  Williams,  daughter  of  the  Reverend  J.  W.  M.  Wil- 
liams, D.  D.,  noted  minister  of  the  gospel,  bom  in  Portsmouth, 
Virginia,  who  for  over  forty  years  was  pastor  of  the  First 
Baptist  church  of  Baltimoi'e,  Maryland.  Mrs.  Goi-e's  mother 
was  Miss  Corinthia  Reed,  of  the  Eastern  Shore  of  Virginia,  a 
lineal  descendant  of  Colonel  Edward  Scarborough,  surveyor- 
general  of  Virginia  under  King  George  III. 

Professor  -Gore  w  as  a  Democrat  and  a  Baptist,  and  an  ac- 
tive worker  in  both  church  and  State.  He  was  a  man  of 
alfairs,  and  alderman  of  the  town  of  Chapel  Hill.  He  w^as 
universally  loved  and  admired  by  all  who  knew  him.  Strong, 
determined,  indefatigable,  but  withal  kind,  loving  and  gener- 
ous he  was  known  and  recognized  as  the  students*  friend. 
His  kindlicartedness  and  generositv  has  enabled  mauv  a  man 
to  (•oni|)lete  his  college  course  when  failure  stared  him  in  the 
face,  and  manv  a  student's  heart  in  North  Carolina  will  sadden 
when  he  learns  that  hi^^^  friend,  teacher  and  benefactor  has 
passed  into  the  great  beyond  where  there  is  no  variableness, 
neither  shadow  of  turning.

THE  TAJ  MAHAL. 

Under  the  date  of  February  12.  189G,  I  find  in  my  diary,  written 
during  my  journey  from  China  to  America  via  India,  the  following 
eiitry:  "Today  we  drove  out  of  Agra  four  or  five  miles  to  the  Taj 
Mahal,  the  most  beautiful  mausoleum  in  the  world.  It  was  built  by 
Shah  .Jehau  for  his  wife,  who  was  called  Noor  Mahal.'  the  'Light  of 
the  Palace.'  " 

Altering  the  childish  phraseology  somewhat,  and  adding  a  few  words. 
I  shall  quote  more,  and  try  to  give  you  an  idea  of  this  justly  famous 
building.  Our  carriage  stopped  before  a  massive  gateway  of  red  sand- 
stone, an  imposing  entrance  worthy  of  the  gem  of  architecture  seen 
through  its  arch.  At  the  end  of  a  long  avenue  of  slim  cypresses,  and 
reflected  in  the  oblong  mirror  of  water  which  was  hemmed  on  either 
side  by  the  paved  approach,  we  saw  a  dazzling  structure  of  white  mar- 
ble elevated  on  a  platform  over  three  hundred  feet  square,  from  each 
corner  of  which  rises  a  minaret  103  feet  high.  Before  entering  the 
mausoleum  proper,  we  climbed  the  winding  stairway  of  one  of  these 
minarets,  and  gained  a  comprehensive  view  of  the  Taj  set  in  the  midst 
of  trees,  whose  dark  green  masses  enhance  the  purity  of  the  marble. 
The  main  building  is  flanked  on  either  side  by  mosques.  Beyond  flows 
the  broad  .Jumna,  around  a  sweeping  curve  of  which  we  could  discern 
the  city  walls,  fortifications  and  palaces  of  Agra.  It  was  in  one  of 
these  palaces  that  Shah  .Tehau,  who  was  taken  prisoner  by  his  own  son. 
Aurungzebe.  lived  for  seven  years,  and  died  in  sight  of  the  Taj. 

Down  on  the  platform  below  us  eddied  a  crowd  of  tourists,  of  Hindus, 
and  of  scarlet-coated  soldiers,  for  the  British  government  takes  excel- 
lent care  of  her  valuable  architectural  possessions  in  India.  WTiile  we 
were  up  in  the  minaret  our  guide  told  us  the  general  facts  about  the 
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Taj.  *  The  construction  consulted  twenty-two  years,  and  on  the  build- 
ing w^as  spent  sixty  million  dollars.  The  walls  form  an  octagon  130 
feet  high;  from  the  center  rises  a  dome  120  feet,  and  this  is  balanced 
by  a  small  dome  at  each  of  the  four  comers.  The  arches  are  cusped. 
while  the  general  style  of  architecture  resembles  that  of  the  Alhambra. 
The  exterior  is  covered  with  inscriptions  from  the  Koran,  but  within, 
the  walls  are  inlaid  with  agate,  carnelian,  jasper,  turquoise,  mother  of 
pearl,  and  similar  stones  in  a  design  to  simulate  vines  and  flowers. 
On  the  main  floor  are  placed  the  sarcophagi,  but  the  bodies  of  the  king 
and  of  the  queen  lie  in  really  less  richly  ornamented  tombs  below.  On 
the  king's  tomb  is  carved  a  pen,  on  the  queen's  a  tablet,  which  signi- 
fies that  woman  is  the  tablet  upon  which  man  writes. 

About  a  month  later,  we  drove  out  to  the  Taj  again,  this  time  at  two 
o'clock  in  the  morning.  As  we  walked  up  the  approach,  the  brilliant 
moonlight  threw  into  relief  the  gracefully  proportioned  dome  which 
rested  so  lightly  on  its  foundation  that  it  looked  like  a  giant  bubble 
ready  to  soar  into  the  clouds  at  the  slightest  breath.  The  torches  of 
the  guide  lighted  the  interior  of  the  vault  so  fitfully,  and  the  echo 
sounded  so  much  more  ghostly  than  at  midday,  that  we  decided  not  to 
intrude  longer  on  the  sleep  of  the  king  and  of  the  queen.  Backward 
lingering  glances  revealed  a  fairy-building,  a  fitting  reminder  of  the 
magnificence  of  that  line  of  mighty  Moguls  who  once  ruled  India  right 
royally. — Chi  Omega  Eleusis.

Numerous  mentions  of  the  great  loss  to  the  State  and  the  Uni- 
versity have  been  made  in  all  the  State  papers,  and  we  wish  to 
add  that  what  he  was  to  the  University  he  was  to  Upsilon, 
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Nothing  occupied  him  to  such  an  extent  that  he  was  not  at  all 
times  willing  and  anxious  to  help  us.  We  feel  that  in  his  loss 
we  have  lost  more  than  a  brother — in  fact  a  father.  The  Uni- 
versity says  it  cannot  replace  him.  Upsilon  certainly  cannot 
Examinations  are  right  on  us  and  I  must  make  this  letter 
brief.  I  wish  to  add,  however,  that  if  any  brother  knows  of 
possible  material  coming  here  next  year,  we  shall  consider  it 
a  favor  if  he  will  notify  the  Secretary  at  I^ewiston,  N.  C.

Since  our  last  letters  Stanford  has  suffered  another  earth- 
quake, and  one  far  more  disastrous  to  our  student  body  than 
the  great  disaster  of  1900.  Dr.  Jordon  said  then,  "A  univer- 
sity is  not  made  by  its  buildings,"  and  we  say  now,  "A  univer- 
sitv  is  made  bv  its  student  bodv."'  But  fortv-one  of  our  best 
and  most  prominent  students  have  l>een  forced  to  leave,  and, 
although  every  means  was  tried,  it  has  been  found  impossible 
to  secure  their  re-instatement.  The  student  body  was  perhaps 
w^rong  in  demonstrating  its  resentment  in  a  parade,  but  scarce- 
ly a  single  student  considered  it  wrong  then,  nor  does  he  yet. 
For  this  trivial  offense  forty-one  students  were  suspended,  in- 
cluding three  varsity  captains — track,  crew  and  tennis.  The 
moderate  view  then  prevailed,  and,  instead  of  striking,  the 
students  humbled  tliemselves  before  what  they  considered  the 
most  unfair  and  unsympathetic  Student  Affairs  Committee 
that  ever  represented  the  Stanford  faculty.  The  whole  stud- 
ent body  apologized,  the  ^ai-tioipants  in  the  parade  apologized ; 
in  fact,  three  of  the  most  abject  apologies  possible  were  pre- 
sented to  the  committee.    This  has  done  no  good  and  the 
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forty-one  have  been  tunied  out,  while  nearly  two  hundred 
more  have  been  jDunished  by  a  requirement  of  additional  hours 
for  graduation. 

One  of  the  most  cowardly  acts  of  the  committee  was  the 
circulation  of  the  report  that  the  protest  that  we  are  making 
is  one  for  so-called  ^'booze."  This  places  us  in  a  bad  light  in 
the  eyes  of  the  outside  world  and  we  wish  to  deny  it  most 
emphatically.  The  Stanford  student  body  was  fighting  not 
for  '"booze,"  but  against  an  action  of  the  committee  which  it 
considered  too  extreme  and  entirely  out  of  sympathy  with  the 
general  feeling  of  the  student  body.  We  have  lost  in  our  fight, 
but  that  we  were  right  is  fully  attested  by  the  impartial  re- 
port of  an  investigating  committee  made  up  of  Stanford  al- 
umni. We  are  not  giving  up:  we'll  all  be  back  next  year  to 
carry  on  the  fight  to  the  best  of  our  ability. 

All  this  trouble,  besides  losing  for  us  many  fine  athletes  and 
three  varsity  captains,  has  interfered  severely  with  the  train- 
ing of  the  different  teams.  As  a  consequence,  we  lost  the  big 
track  meet  with  California  by  the  slight  margin  of  4  4-5 
points,  although  when  the  season  started  we  had  the  best  team 
that  ever  represented  Stanford.  In  base-ball  also  we  suffered. 
After  the  loss  of  our  short  stop  and  best  player  the  team  was 
con^letely  demoralized.  When  each  team  had  won  a  game  by 
the  score  of  2  to  1,  California  won  the  third  and  deciding 
game  in  a  twelve-inning  contest  by  the  same  score,  2  to  1. 
Without  their  captain,  our  crew  was  helpless,  and  California 
won  easily.  In  the  freshman  eight  the  tables  were  turned  arid 
Stanford  won  in  excellent  time  by  four  lengths.  Kappa 
Alpha  was  represented  on  this  freshman  crew  by  Brothers 
Visel  and  Leeds. 

Our  year  ends  in  another  week  and  a  half.  It  has  been  a 
strenuous  one  and  Standford  has  passed  through  one  of  the 
greatest  crises  of  her  history.  We  shall  all  enjoy  our  three 
months  of  vacation,  and  we  wish  the  same  pleasure  to  every 
Kappa  Alpha,  wherever  he  may  be.

On  being  asked  if  there  was  any  clause  in  the  rules  that  was 
objectionable,  Sigma  Xu  replied  that  they  thought  the  rules 
worked  exceedingly  well  and  were  wisely  gotten  up,  but  that 
they  simply  did  not  care  to  l>e  governed  by  them.  Beta  Theta 
Pi  and  Kappa  Alpha  believe  that  the  rules  in  force  have  been 
of  much  advantage  to  the  fraternities,  and  also  believe  that  one 
fraternity  should  not  be  allowed  to  dictate  the  policy  of  three.
